I regret very much that a provision exists in the State Constitution 
makipg the fiscal year end on the thirty-first day of December, so near 
the convening of the Legislature on the first Monday of January, for the 
reason that I find it impossible to submit my report for the deliberation 
of the Legislature as early ав I could wish. 

The receipts have not come up to the estimates made by the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means of the Legislature of 1864-5, not, however, 
from the inefficiency of the Revenue Law, but principally from the de- 


— 
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_ preciation in value of the assessable property of the State. By referring 
to the reports of the several County Assessors, ав embodied in the Sur. 

„ veyor-General's report, 16 will be seen that a much greater amount of 
agricultural land exists in the State than was anticipated, which, in' one 
or two years, will add greatly to our taxable property. 

Again, when we take into consideration the fact that the Pacific Rail. 
road, when completed, will add millions to our taxable property, there ig 
but little danger of the valuation depreciating under twenty-five million 
dollars ($25,040,000), and when the present State and Territorial indebt- 
edness assumed by the State shall have been retired and consolidated by 
the means of a loan for a term, say ten or fifteen years, at a reasonable 
rate of interest (as recommended by the State Treasurer), thereby re- 
leasing a portion of the proceeds of the taxes оп real and personal prop- 
erty for the direct use of the State, the taxes, even on that valuation, 
together with other sources of revenue now provided for, will, in my 
opinion, be ample to defray all the expenses of the State and mect all 
our liabilities. E 
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ВЕУЕМОЕ ТАУ. 


The present Revenue Law has proved to work successfully, adding 
many thousands to the revenue of the State, and otherwise found well 
adapted to the purposes intended by its framers, with one exception— 
that of the passenger tax—only two hundred and seventy-two dollars 
and eight cents having been paid into the State Treasury, when there 
should have been collected at least ten thousand dollars. The law being 
somewhat ambiguous, I would recommend a change, so as to avoid liti- 
gation. The following will show what has been done to enforce the col- 
lection of the capitation tax under the present law: 

Ех PARTE RANDALL, AGENT ProNEER Stage Company.—On the first 
day of May, one ipo. eight hundred and sixty-five, the defendant, 
Crandall, was cited to appear before Wellington Stewart, Justice of the 
Peace, to answer concerning the number of passengers conveyed ог 
-transported from the State for the month preceding the first Monday of 
April, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five. | | | 

Citation issued on affidavit of T. G. Smith, Sheriff of Ormsby county, 
getting forth that Crandall was the agent of the Pioneer Stage Company, 
and had failed to comply with the provisions of the Revenue Law 80 far 
as the same related to the passenger tax. 

Crandall appeared before the Justice and refused to answer, and was 
ordered to imprisonment for one day in the County Jail, for contempt. 
He was brought before the Supreme Court on the first day of May, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, on a writ of habeas corpus, 
and on May thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, the 
Supreme Court rendered an opinion declaring the law constitutional 
and sustaining the action of the Justice of the Peace. 

On the eighth day of June following а writ of error was filed by the 
defendant, bonds given and the case carried to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. No information has been, as yet, received as to the ac- 
tion of that Court. | 

Та this connection I would recommend that the law be changed by 
making it retroactive, if possible, for the purpose of collecting the amount 
due the State under the present law. 
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| STATE TAXES. 

I would recommend, in regard to the assessment and collection of 
taxes, that that portion of the law specifying and limiting the time for 
assessing be changed во as to commence on the first Monday in June and 
close on the first Monday in October or later; for the reason that, by the 
return of the Assessment Koll as early as August, (and no subsequent 
assessment being allowed), а large amount of property that should be 


taxed escapes altogether. To enumerate the species of property that 80 | 


escapes taxation, I would mention the mercantile community, who re- 
ceive, ав a general thing, their winter’s supply of goods after the assess- 
ment has been made. Also, the-agricultural products, of which hay isa 
very important feature, are almost entirely exempt from taxation. 


POLL TAX. 


I would recommend that no change be made in this subdivision of the 
Revenue Law. 


MINES. 


While the revenue derived from this source has not come up to the es- 
timate, it has not been the fault of the law, which appears to be amply 
sufficient to enforce the collection. The delinquency under this head 
being small, I have no suggestions to make that would add to its effi- 
clency. 


STAMP TAX. 


Nearly twenty thousand ($20,000) doliars have been realized from this 
source within the past eight months. The principal expense of getting 
up the same has already been incurred, and the further expense will be 
limited to printing the stamps, which will be trifling, there being stamps 
enough on hand, with the exception of the denomination of five cents, 
to last during the fiscal year. This tax does not bear heavily on any 
portion of the community, and to the masses is unfelt, because unknown, 
while it is an important source of revenue to the State. I would, how- 
ever, suggest the following changes: First—That on all bills of ex- 
change, orders, drafts and certificates of deposit, drawn in and payable 
out of the State, there be required a stamp of five cents. Second—On 
all checks, drafts, orders and certificates of deposit, drawn in and made 
payable in the State, there shall be required а stamp of two (2) cents. 
Third —On all certificates of assay of ore and bullion, there shall be re- 
quired a stamp of five cents. This will be uniform and easily under- 
stood, and prevent unintentional violation of the law. 


SCHOOL FUND. 


I would call your attention to Sections fifty-four and fifty-five, of “An 
Act entitled an Act to provide for the maintenance and supervision of 
Public Schools.” Section fifty-four authorizes an ad valorem tax of one- 
half of one mill on the dollar of all taxable property in the State, to be 
levied for the State School purposes. Section fifty-five says there shall 
be set apart, semi-annually, five per cent..of all moneys received as State 
tax for school purposes. | 
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Now, I think that the five cents directed to be levied for school pur. 
poses, in Section one of the Revenue Law, and the interest from the ir- 


-reducible School Fund, was all that was intended for the support and 


maintenance of а State University and Common Schools. І would sug. 
gest that Sections fifty-four and fifty-five of the School Law, so far ag 
they relate to the levying of the five cent. tax, and the setting apart of 
five per cent. of all moneys received on State taxes be repealed. 


INSURANCE COMPANIES. 


The Pacific Fire Insurance Company, the Imperial Fire Insurance 
Company, and the Mutual Life Insurance Company are all that have 
complied with the law regulating Foreign Insurance Companies doing 
business in this State. 


COLLECTION OF STATE REVENUE. 


The settlements to be made by the County Treasurers, as required 
under the present law, are found to be very expensive, as well as troub- 
lesome and dangerous. I would suggest an amendment, to which I 
think there can be no objection, and which will render the settlements 
simple and easy to be made, instead of being, as they now are, perplex- 
ing to both parties, and liable to errors, as under the present system: 
It is that the State allow each county sufficient to cover all expenses of 
collecting the State Revenue—a certain percentage on the first ten thou- 


sand dollars taxes collected for the State each year, and a reduced per- 


centage on the excess above that sum. 

From Exhibit “H” it will be seen that rates can be fixed which will 
be equitable, and of equal operation in the different counties. The 
amount thus retained could be placed in a separate fund, to meet the 
reasonable claims of the different county officers against the State. 
Therefore, a section requiring County Treasurers to transmit all funds 
in their hands by express or drafts, as the Controller and Treasurer may 
from time to time direct, would do away with the necessity of the 
County Treasurers coming to the Capital to make their settlements, and 
Save the expense of mileage, as is now required and allowed, and would 
cost the State little or nothing for exchange to place all moneys due the 
State in the State Treasury. Also, a section requiring the County Audi- 
tors to report monthly to the State Controller the amount of moneys on 
hand, belonging to the State, in the hands of the County Treasurers, and 
from what sources received. 

When the law making County Treasurers ex officio Tax Receivers 
(section eighteen of the Revenue Law) takes effect tbere will be а say- 


- ing (by the direct payment to the Treasurers of the several counties) to 


the State of about fifteen or twenty thousand dollars. 

Believing that the annexed is a full and correct exhibit of the trans- 
actions of this department, and the suggestions made are for the best in-

бтв. Г herewith transmit my report of the transactions in this office 


from November first, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four, to De- 


cember thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, inclusive, 
embracing a period of fourteen months, since the adoption of the State 
government. ‚ 

The interest and во much of the public debt of the State, including 
that assumed from the Territory of Nevada, as became due during that 
time, were promptly paid on demand. . 

Іп accordance with the “ Act to encourage enlistments and to provide 
bounties and extra pay for our volunteer soldiers called into the service 
of the United States,’ the Secretary of State and myself, as Commis- 
sioners to negotiate the sale of bonds under the Act, advertised for pro- 
posals for the same, both in Virginia and San Francisco, for a reasonable 
length of time, but without receiving any communications on the sub- 
ject. This was doubtless owing to a decision of the Supreme Court to 
the effect that the tax of twenty-five cents on each one hundred dollars 
of valuation, levied for a sinking fund for the redemption of these bonds 


was in conflict with section twenty-four of article seventeen of the Con- 


stitution. 

The result of this failure is seen in the large amount of floating in- 
debtedness accrued under the Act. (See Exhibit H.) 

To preserve the credit and standing to which we are as a State justly 
entitled in view of the past, it із only necessary to promptly meet and 
keep inviolate all contracts entered and assumed. The exhibits made 
will, I think, show that, with a due regard for economy, our finances can 
be maintained in a prosperous condition. 

ТЕ will be noticed that the expenses of the State should be materially 
reduced for the year one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, not only 
on account of a shorter session of the Legislature, but also because a 
considerable portion of the expenditure of the year just closed was inci- 
dental to the organization of the State government.

In.reference to the debt of the State, I will, with your permission, 
make some suggestions as to the best manner of providing for it, во as 
to insure its extinguishment, within a reasonable time, without increas- 
ing the burden of taxation. 

These suggestions are the result of inquiries made both in San Fran- 
cisco and New York, and I only express the unanimous opinion of those 
of whom I have made them when I say that, if practicable, a loan 
should be obtained in New York, or other eastern cities, sufficient to take 
up our entire indebtedness not otherwise provided for, and to place the 
finances of the State upon a cash basis. 

I will add here that I expect to receive from parties in New York, be- 
fore the first of February, full details as to the feasibility of negotiating 
a loan there, in reply to a memorandum statement of our financial con- 
dition forwarded in November last. 

^ The first thing to be done is to provide means to meet our immediate 
liabilities ; also, sufficient, in connection with other sources of revenue to 
meet the current expenses of the State for the balance of the fiscal 
year, or until a loan can be effected on favorable terms for a series of 

ears. 

d This temporary loan can probably be negotiated on thé same basis ав 
the loan under the Act of January fourth, one thousand eighr hnndred 
and sixty-five. / 

With the money obtained, the amounts оп Exhibit H. numbered one, 


· five, віх, seven, nine, ten, thirteen and fourteen, amounting in all to one 


hundred and twenty-eight thousand nine hundred and seventy-nine 
dollars and seventy-nine cents could be paid, leaving а balance for pres- 
ent expenses. : 

The amounts numbered eleven and twelve are already provided for by 
money in the Treasury. - 

The amounts numbered eight and fifteen, are also provided for from 
the tax of twenty-five cents on each one hundred dollars of valuation 
levied for the Territorial debt. ; 

The amounts numbered two, three and four, in all one hundred and 
twenty-five thousand dollars; and the amount numbered sixteen, say 
seventy-one thousand dollars, remain unprovided for. 

The bonds ($125,000), will not become due this year, but they bear in- 
tefest at the rate of eighteen per cent. per annum, and are due at such 
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times and in such amounts as may possibly be inconvenient- for the 
State; and I think that all considerations of poliey and economy should 


urge us to obtain the money with which to retire them, at a lower rate | 


of interest and for a long time. 

I will add that under the law authorizing their issuance, the Treasurer 
has power to purchase them for the amount of principal and interest due 
at the time of purchase. | - 

The amount of principal and interest of these bonds payable on the 
first of February, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, added to 
payments heretofore made, is eighty-two thousand two hundred and 
fifty dollars, which will then have been paid out. of the State Treasury 
for interest and principal of Territorial bonds. This amount should-be 
refunded. 

Having in view, then, that provision of the State Constitution of ques- 
tionable expediency, limiting the debts and liabilities of the State to 
three hundred thousand dollars, I propose the following as the basis of a 
bill authorizing a loan to be negotiated, principal and interest payable 
in gold coin of the United States, in the city of New York: 

First. The raising of an amount sufficient to retire the outstanding 
Territorial bonds, and to repay to the General Fund of the State Treas- 
ury the amounts heretofore, and any amounts which may hereafter be, 
advanced on Territorial bond account, in allsay two hundred and twenty 
thousand dollars. 

Second. An additional amount, sufficient to pay the floating indebt- 
edness incurred under the Act to encourage enlistments, etc., passed 
March eleventh, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, say seventy- 
five thousand dollars. 

Third and last. А further amount for State purposes sufficient, in con- 
nection with the amount of the proposed repayment to the General 
Fund for money advanced, to take up any temporary loan which may 
be authorized. Also, to pay cash through the year, say one hundred and 
seventy-five thousand dollars. 

The plan proposes the raising in all of four hundred. and seventy thou- 
sand dollars, and may seem a large amount at first sight, bát on consid- 
eration it will be noticed that it will include our entire indebtedness, not 
amply provided for, and that our finances will be on the basis upon 
which it is eminently desirable to place them. | 

I suggest the time for which these bonds should тип as fifteen years. 
To provide for the payment of the principal and interest of this loan, it 
certainly seems safe to calculate on an average valuation during that 
time on which taxes can be collected, of twenty-five millions of dol- 
lars. This cannot but be considered fair when it is reflected that the 
Pacific Railroad, when completed across the State, will, of itself, add 
millions to our taxable property. 

I propose, then, that thirty cents be levied annually on each one hun- 
dred dollars of valuation, and pledged for an interest and sinking fund 
for the proposed bonds, and that the law contain all provisions which 
may make them desirable as an investment. 

It may be more feasible to sell a larger amount of bonds than four 
hundred and seventy thousand dollars, to produce that sum, bearing a 
low rate of interest, and sold at a discount of not exceeding twenty cents 
on the dollar; but this would make no difference to the State in the end, 

as the debt, though nominally larger, could still be made equivalent 
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to a debt of four hundred and seventy thousand dollars, bonds sold at 
ar, but bearing a higher rate of interest. 

If this plan is successfully carried out, there will be in the Treasury 
at the end of the year, after allowing thirty cents tax for the sinking 
fund of this debt, and five cents for school purposes, the balance of the 
one per cent tax, which we are authorized to levy for this year and for 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven. The proceeds of this Бај. 
ance, sixty-five cents per hundred dollars, will be unappropriated, and 
ought to be amply sufficient, with other sources of revenue, to carry us 
through on thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven. i 

I think we can confidently anticipate being able, within one or two 
years, not only to reduce our rate of taxation, but also to do away with 
those sources of revenue which are also sources of vexation.

A true record of all the official Acts of the Legislature and Executive 
Department, has been kept. | ў 

The laws and journals of one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four 
and five have been received from the State Printer, and distributed as 
by law directed, with the exception, that nine of the States have not 
been supplied with the journals owing to the insufficiency of the number 
printed. In accordance with law Ihave also furnished copies of the 
laws to several of the publishers of newspapers in this and adjoining 
States, with a view to-an interchange of works, proper to be placed in 
the State Library. By this means, full files of all newspapers pub- 
lished in this State, with” but one exception, have been secured to the 
library and are carefully preserved therein. 

Under the law making the Secretary of State, ex-officio State Librar- 
ian, I have fitted up rooms, adjoining those ocenpied by me, which are 
at present sufficiently commodious for library rooms, and have taken 
charge of all books, maps, charts, etc., properly belonging to the State 
Library, and have caused them # be impressed with a proper stamp. 
For a more complete report of my transactions in this connection, show- 
ing the present condition, etc., of the State Library, you are respectfully 
referred to my first annual report to the directors thereof. 

Under the law providing for the selection and location of forty sec- 
tions of unappropriated Public Lands, donated by the General Govern- 
ment to the State, for certain purposes, it became my duty to appoint a 
Commissioner to select these lands. I accordingly appointed as such 
Commissioner Robert Robinson, Esq., with instructions to select only 
such lands as were valuable, either for agricultural purposes, or by rea- 
son of the timber growing thereon. The Commissioner reports that ће 
has been unable to select any of the character indicated, owing to the 
fact that but a limited amount has been surveyed, none of which come 
under the provisions of the grant, being either reserved for other pur- 
poses, or occupied with a pre-emption right attaching under United 
- States laws. In view of the fact that but little surveying may be antici- 
pated prior to the time when these lands must be selected by the State 
(January 186, 1868,) and as in this State,settlements precede the surveys, 
thereby carrying with them the right of pre-emption, thus preventing 
State selections of lands of any value, I deem it highly important that 
immediate provision be made for their disposal; that the price per acre, 
and terms upon which the State will part with title to the same, be fixed. 
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во that settlers | may elect whether they will acquire title through the 
means afforded Бу the State, or under the pre-emption laws of Congress. 


.Were this done, I am satisfied the selections could be made, and the 


lands sold prior to the time fixed in the Act of Congress by which they 
were granted.| Otherwise, I am confident that the time allowed for their 
selection will have transpired without any benefit having accrued to the 
State. 

A portion of the records of this office need transcribing; several of 
the'books being much torn and not of a uniform size; others need in- 
dexing, being either not indexed at all, or incorrectly done. I refer to 
the “old Carson County Records,” which, by law, are deposited in this 
office. Frequent applications have been made to this department for 
certificates of official character, which I have been unable to give, as 
often times thére is no evidence in this office upon which to base such a 
certificate. I would suggest that all State, County, and District Officers, 
whose official acts in certain cases need the attestation of the Secretary 
of State, be required to file in this office, proper certificates of election 
or appointment and qualification. ~ 

The failure of clerks to do the copying assigned them during the last 
session of the Legislature, thereby entailing that duty upon-this office, 
taken in connection with the fact that the office, when I took-charge of 
it, was almost entirely without suitable furniture, record books and sta- 
tionery, has been the means of increasing the expenses of this depart- 
ment, far above what may be anticipated in the future. _ 

The Capitol building and furniture are properly repaired and arranged 
for the reception of the Legislature, and provision made for a sufficient 
supply of fuel, stationery, and other necessary articles, to-enable the 
members to transact the public business. А full statement of expense 
on this account will be submitted to the Legislature at its next session.

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REPORTS. 

Complete sets of blank forms for the statistical reports of all the 
school officers were furnished at an early day. It isa matter of regret 
that only a part of these have been filled and returned according to 
the requirements of the law. | 

Reports from the Superintendents, Board of Trustees and Census Mar- 
Bhals in Nye, Churchill, and Humboldt counties have not been received. 
I am informed that in the county last named, the schools are all suspen- 
ded. Some months ago the Superintendent left the county. А succes- 
sor was eleeted but resigned. The Commissioners appointed another; 
he too declines to serve, and the office remains vacant. 

This failure to render the proper reports fnflicts a severe injury upon the 
publie schools, as they are thus deprived of all encouragement and aid 
from the State Fund for the present school year; a time in which aid is 
especially needed in perfecting their organization. Several of the reports 
received were delayed beyond the period prescribed by the law, and in 
many respects carelessly prepared. 

Especially is this true of some of the financial reports of the County 
Superintendents, which are mere balance sheets, and should harmonize 
in all respects with the reports of the County Treasurers. 

A reference to a single entry will indicate the character of some of 
the many errors which are inexcusable. In one report, under the head- 
ing on the credit side, “ By balance on hand at the beginning of the 
School year,” the words “Sept. Ist, 1865" are written, and the amounts 
in the County Treasury apportioned to each distriet are entered in the 
column below, while the column headed “То Balance,” on the debit 
side, where such entries should be made, is left blank. 

Such earelessness is very annoying in reports which are so important, 
and inexeusable when we consider that the blank form has been саге- 
fully prepared and furnished at the expense of the State, to remove all 
_ apologies for such errors. Ж | 

It is a matter of pleasure in this connection to call especial attention, 
to the very able and elaborately prepared report of Col. John A. Collins, 
Superintendent of Public Schools in Storey county, a full synopsis of 
which is hereunto appended, under the head of “ Extracts from the re- 
ports of County Superintendents.” Ву reference to the dates accom- 
paning the reports of the County Treasurers, it will be seen.that in several 
instances they cover different periods from that designated by the law 
as the School year. Sec. 51 and Sec. 15, division 4. This error has ren- 
dered these statistics almost wholly useless. | 

Under the Territorial law, which remained in foree until March 20th 
last, the School year begun on the first day of November. Under the 
present law it ends on the last day of August. | 

Consequently, all the reports presented at this time from school 0- 
cers, should include the period between these dates. ` 

Hereafter the School year will begin with the first day of September, 
and “end with the last day of August.” 

A eareful reader will discover discrepancies in the reports submitted, 
to which I have not alluded. They are such as-could not well be cor- . 
rected, with the conflicting figures before me. It is earnestly hoped 
that hereafter, all school officers will be exceedingly careful that theirre- 
ports are promptly and properly prepared, that they aré full, accurate, 
and complete. 
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STATE SCHOOL FUND. 


In examining the following statistics, it will be seen that the State 
School Fund, which amounted to five thousand-and seventy-five dollars 
and seventy-two cents, was distributed among two thousand six hundred 
and one children, giving one dollar and ninety-five cents and a small 
fraction, towards the education of each child for one year. 

This sum is insufficient. In a country like this, where there are com- ` 
paratively few taxable productions, it is difficult. to increase the School 
Fund to any great extent from the revenues of the counties. 

Hence the State should, if possible, be more liberal in its provisions 
for educational purposes. Attention is called to вее, 118 of the Revenue 
Law, which provides that “ Же moneys arising from the tax from the 
proceeds of mines, as provided in this Art., Sec. 99, (also Constitution, 
Art. X, Бес. 1,) after paying the expenses of assessing and collecting 
the same, shall be paid over into the County Treasury one half, for the 
benefit of the State, and one half shall go into the general fund of the 
county.” It must be apparent to every friend of popular education, that 
a liberal proportion of the money thus obtained, should first be set apart 
for the benefit of the common schools, and be apportioned as.directed by 
law. By this omission a serious loss has already been sustained. It is 
confidently hoped that the section which disposes of this fund, exclu- 
sively to the county and State, will be so amended as to secure a just 
and equitable portion for educational purposes. It would greatly aid the 
schools in their present weak and struggling condition.

| BOARDS OF EXAMINATION. - 
> 224 

Section 41 of the school law, provides for the appointment by the 
State Superintendent of three competent persons, in each county within 
this State, who shall be, and constitute, a Board of Examination, for the 
purpose of examining applicants and granting certificates of qualification 
to teachers of public schools.” ‘These appointments were made as soon 
as practicable, after the approval of the law. From the results mani- 
fested in the brief period which has elasped since the introduction of 
this system of examination, it is believed to be efficient, and a decided 
improvement upon any previous mode of ascertaining the qualifications 
of teachers. 


NORMAL SCHOOL. | " 


The want of an institution where teachers сапе thoroughly instructed 
in all the duties of their profession, and which shall itself be а model in 
all respects, is beginning to be felt by many of the leading-minds in our 
State. Itis a growing necessity which should be met at an early day, 
and which, but for the limited means at command for such improve- 
ments, ought to receive immediate attention from the Legislature. 

Such an institution, when well established, will be the ‘great balance . 
wheel in our educational system, and will regulate and harmonize the 
different methods of government, and of imparting instruction in our 
Public Schools. gem

‘AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE. 


The Legislature, at its last session, passed, “An Act to establish an 
Agricultural and Mechanical College.in Washoe County, in this State,” 
and “constituted the Governor, Secretary of State and the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction a Board of Regents,” “authorized and re- 
quired to appoint five suitable persons ав Commissioners, three of whom 
shall be residents of said county, to select a location for said College.” 

The Board of Regents have fulfilled the duty thus assigned them, by 
the appointment of Gen. J. S. Slingerland, Hon. Charles Lambert and 
Capt. Н. A. Cheever, of Washoe County; Hon. John A. Collins, of Storey 
County, and С. L. Anderson, М. D., of Ormsby County, ав the Commis- 
sioners designated. + 

The Board of Regents, in the further discharge of their duties, ав set 
forth in section three of the law above mentioned, have had no funds at 
command “ for tho erection of suitable buildings and proper preparation 
of the College." | 

By reference to the Constitution of the State, artiele eleven, section 
eight, it will be seen that the provision "ог the support of this depart- 
ment of the University is made in these words: “ That all the proceeds 
of the public lands donated by Act of Congress, approved July second, 
óne thousand eight hundred and sixty-two,” shall be invested by the 
said Board of Regents in a separate fund, to be apportioned exclusively 
' for a College for Њо benefit of agriculture and mechanic arts, inelud- 
ing military tactics." + 

Section two, chapter one hundred and thirty, of the “statutes of one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-one and sixty-two,” provides that, 
* whenever thereare public lands іп a State subject to sale, at private en- 
try, at one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, the quantity to which 
said State shall be entitled shall be selected from such lands within the 
limits of such State; and the Secretary of the Interior is hereby directed 
to issue to each of the States in which there is not the quantity of pub- 
lic lands, subject to sale at private entry, at one dollar and twenty-five 
cents per acre, to which said State may be entitled under the provisions 
of this Act, land scrip to the amount, in „acres, for the deficiency of its 
distributive share—said scrip to be sold by said States, and the proceeds 
thereof applied to the uses and purposes prescribed in this Act.” 

It needs no argument to.show that under these provisions, and the 
operations of the Pre-emption Law, and the law giving to the State the 
sixteen and thirty-six sections, there will be no land of any value re- 
maining in this State to be selected for this purpose. It is recommended 
that the Legislatnre, at its present session, be asked to adopt some plan 
by which the whole amount of funds to which this State is entitled be 
made available as soon as practicable, through the land scrip provided 
in such cases, in the section above quoted. я 
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% 
7 MINING SCHOOL. 


This is one of the most pressing educational wants of Nevada. Tho 
future welfare of the State, its reputation for wealth, its commercial 
character, its population, and all the diversity of interests which spring 
from these sources depend upon the productiveness of the mines. Ex- 
periments almost numberless, which have resulted disastrously, havé 
ртоуеп феуопа a doubt that mining with us, ав a people, is yet in its in- 
cipiency. Itis the universal testimony that thousands of dollars are 
wasted almost daily from the want of a correct knowledge of the facts 


‘and laws of geology, mineralogy and chemistry, in their application to 


mining purposes. Nearly every man engaged directly in working the 
precious metals, labors at an acknowledged disadvantage. - 

A mining school properly organized and conducted with the greatest 
possible utility, under the direction of men of sound judgments and clear 
perceptions, whose purpose should be to profit by experience, to gather 
and systematize facts, and who in every other respect should be emi- 
nently qualified for such a position, might, in a few years, remove many 
difficulties, iť it did not revolutionize the whole system now in use inthe 
reductions of ores. It might reasonably be hoped that such an institu- 
tion, through its able instructors and the awakened minds which it would 
send forth, would solve some of the perplexing problems pertaining to 
the geological formations, the mineral structures, and the chemical com- 
binations peculiar to this country. It is a fact that there is no mining 
school now in the United States, and but two of any distinction in 
Europe. The instruction given upon this important subject in all our 
Colleges and Universities is too general and imperfect for practical pur- 
poses. No department of our natural resources has been so uniformly 


.neglected. А few minds have made some progress through private 


investigations and the force of their own energy. Others, not very 
many, have at a large expense, availed themselves of the advantages of 
the Mining School at Frieberg, in Saxony, or the Echole des Mines, in 
Paris. The fact is known that а large majority of our mines and smelt- 
ing works, are now in charge of men, chiefly foreigners, educated at 
Freiberg. The peculiarities of the ores which they are working are 
such, that they are often utterly at fault. The combinations of the min- 
erals found in the region between the Sierras and the Rocky Mountains, 
are different from those in all other mining countries. These also differ 
in different localities, and often the same mine will produce every con- 
ceivable variety of ore. It is asserted that new minerals have been dis- 
covered, and it is probable that others may be found, as this vast coun- 
iry is opened and subjected to scientific investigation. We seem to be 
standing upon the confines of an unexplored field, the richness of which 
is now veiled from our sight. Our ores are transported: to the east and 
to Europe, and experiments are being made and the results returned to 
usin the form of “New” and of “Improved Process.” But the difi- 
culties which are destroying publie confidence in our mines are not re- 
moved.. Men still work at а disadvantage, and the gold and silver is 
still wasted in enormous quantities. Would it not be wise to establish 
the Mining Department of the State University, and put it in complete 
working condition at as early а day as possible? This is the field for it, 
the place where it is needed more than elsewhere. If it did no more, 
it would stimulate thought and develop the energies and skill of our 
mining population. Article eleven, section eight of our State Constitu- 
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tion reads as follows: “Тһе Board of Regents shall, from the interest 
accruing from the first funds which^come under their control, ihme- 
diately organize and maintain the said Mining Department (of the Uni- 
versity), in such а manner as to make it most effective and useful.” 


This interest is derived from the State fund for educational purposes, 


provided and set apart in section three, Article above named, and is 
expressed in the words, “ provided ‘further, that such portions of said 
interest as may be necessary may be apportioned for the support of the 
State University.” 

Section six enjoins that “The Legislature shall provide a special tax 
of one half of one mill on the dollar оЁ all taxable property in the State, 
in addition to the other means provided (section eight) for the support 
and maintenance of said university and common schools.” It seems to 
have been designed that the fands derived from the money raised by 
this ‘half mill tax, be appropriated by the Board of Regents to Ше ев- 
tablishment and support of the Mining Department of the State Uni- 
versity, which is not specially provided for elsewhere. If this source of 
revenue should at any time be more than is necessary for the purpose 
specified, then the surplus is to be given to the common schools, as di- 
rected in section three. | 

The Legislature, at its last session, from a different interpretation of 
the Constitution, appropriated the interest from the fund mentioned to 
the benefit of common schools by a semi-annual apportionment among 
all the counties in the State. (Seetions one and fifty-four, School law.) 
There is therefore, no provision under the present law for the organiza- 
tion and maintenance of a Mining Department of the State University. 
It may be urged that the State has not the means to establish such 4 
school however desirable, even upon the most economical basis. May 


not the Legislature, during its present session, devise some plan applica- _ | 


ble to all mining States and Territories, by which the general govern- 
ment may become so largely interested in the results, that it will be in- 
‚ duced to assume the entire or greater portion of the expenses of such.an 
‘institution 7 Ge 

Might it not, support а Commissioner on Mines and Mining with com- 
petent assistants, to report to Congress through the Boárd of Regents 
of the University of this State, who should, under the supervision of 
this Board, open and maintain а Mining School for at least three months 
in each se 

Would not such an arrangement supersede the necessity of a State 


Geologist, and accomplish both for Nevada and the General Government, . 


results far more valuable than ean be reached through any other means? 


STATE ‘UNIVERSITY. 


It is apparent, from section four of the State Constitution, that the es- · 


tablishment and endowment of only one University is contemplated. 

The * College for the benefit of Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts," 
and the * Mining School," elsewhere mentioned, are intended to be only 
different departments, under the direction and government of the same 
Board of Regents, and having the same general location. 

Although discussed under separate heads in this report, they are not 
regarded as distinct and independent organizations, but as parts of one 
institution now demanding particular consideration. It is to be hoped: 
that the State Fund will not be divided, but remain for the benefit of 
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one University until every department shall be well established and thor- 
oughly endowed. It is recommended that the attention of the Legisla- 
ture be called, during its present meeting, to the necessity of making 
some provision for the selection and location of all public lands, donated 
by the General Government to this State for University purposes. 


STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Immediately after the approval of the present School Law, the State 
Board of Education adopted instructions and rules for the regulation 
and government of the County Boards of Examination. They also pre- 
вегђед а system of text books, which must now, according to section 
forty-two of the School Law, be used in all the common schools of. the 
State. This requirement will give uniformity to the studies pursued, 
to the attainments made, and in a changing ‘population will greatly les- 
sen the expenses of popular education.

VISITS, LECTURES, AND TEACHERS’ INSTITUTES. 


During the past spring and summer I visited nearly all the schools in 
Ormsby, Douglas, Esmeralda, Washoe, Storey, Lyon and Lander coun- 
ties. I lectured in prominent places to foster the growing interest felt 
in the cause of education. Many of the suggestions made in this report 
are the result of actual observation and of consultations with Teachers, 
Trustees, County Superintendents, and the friends of common schools 
in various parts of the State. | 
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The want of means to meet the necessary expenses prevented the 
calling of a State Teachers’ Institute: Such assemblages are productive 
of great good, by quickening the thoughts and enlarging the views of 
Teachers; by correcting wrong impressions of government, and by es- 
tablishing the most approved method of imparting instruction. 

The ripe experience and the most practical attainments of the matur- 
est minds in the profession become common to all. Could the funds be 
afforded for such a purpose, it would be exceedingly desirable to hold 
an annual State Teachers’ Institute. 

But one County Institute was held during the past school year, and 
only an allusion is made to it in the report of the County Superinten- 
dent. 


TRAVELING AND OFFICE EXPENSES. 


The whole amount expended in visiting schools, in lecturing, in sta- 
tionery, in postage, and in expressage, for the year ending on the last 
day of August, was two hundred and fifty dollars and fifty cents. There 
have been no expenditures for office rent, contingencies, or for clerk’s 
salary. 


SCHOOL LAW. 


There are defects and unnecessary complications in the law under 
which the present school system of the State is organized. Some of 
these have already been noticed. Others are apparent to the careful 
reader. Itis believed, however, that these imperfections need not se- 
riously affect the interests of the public schools, and that they can be 
successfully conducted as the law is now interpreted. It is therefore 
suggested that little or no change or amendments be made for the pres- 
ent. The time in which the law has been in operation is too brief to 
test properly its merits. | | 


ACTUAL PROGRESS. 


Although difficulties have been encountered during the year, in apply- 


ing and adjusting the newly adopted system of public instruction, still. 


some real advancement in the course of popular education has been 
made. The whole amount of the school funds derived from all sources 
exceeds that of the last school year by three thousand two hundred and 
ninety-three dollars. 


All the School Districts in the State, with the exception of six, from. 


which reports have been received, have a balance of funds in the 
Treasury. - 

The whole number of pupils attending school this year is seven hun- 
dred and sixteen greater than last year. | 

Several houses in process of erection at the beginning of the year have 
been completed, and six new ones were begun, finished and furnished 
during the spring and summer past. 


The most encouraging progress has, however, been made in the minds . 


and the hearts of the children. 

Classes .have advanced steadily, and in many instances rapidly, in 
their studies. A goodly number in various parts of the State are now 
entering upon the higher branches of the course prescribed for our com- 
mon schools. 


^ 
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A pleasing characteristic in the progress of these pupils is the thor- . 
oughness of their attainments. In this respect they compare favorably 
with the pupils of like grade in the schools of older States. The teach- 
ers, with few exceptions, are adopting the. improved methods of instruc- 
е as far as circumstances permit, and are earnest, laborious and faith- 

The work of grading the schools has in many districts been success- 
fully commenced, and invariably with the most satisfactory results. 

Among the decided indications of progress is the arrangement by 
which the “California Teacher" is supplied to the school officers in each 
county. Itis a monthly periodical, published in San Francisco, under 
the auspices of an able corps of editors, and devoted most earnestly to 
the cause of education on the Pacific coast. Such a journal, properly 
conducted, is invaluable. It has done much to improve the public taste 
for neat, well arranged and well furnished school rooms. Е 

It is deepening the conviction in the minds of Trustees and Boards of 
Examination, that it is true economy to have teachers who are thor- 
oughly qualified, manly and pure-hearted. -. 

ТЕ is laboring to elevate the standard of excellence in all our public 


‘schools. We are glad to welcome the “California Teacher” as an effi- 


cient co-worker in the great cause of education in our State.

DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION FOR THE GENERAL GOYERNMENT. 


Тһе character, stability and prosperity of every republican. govern- 
ment depends upon the moral intelligence of its citizens. They, through 
their representatives, frame and execute the laws; establish equity and 
administer justice; make war, declare peace, and determine national 
policy. Every question evolved in the conduct and management of the 
town, the county, the State, or the nation, is ultimately referred to the 
people. From their decision there is no appeal. Неге their intelligence, 
virtue and patriotism is made to bear with irresistible power. Here the 
character of the Government is merged into the character of its citi- 
zens. If they are wise, brave, pure and manly, it will be seen in- every 
department. If they are educated, trained to habits of profound 


- thought, influenced by noble purposes, and impelled by right motives, 


they are unconquerable, and their government will be established and 


perpetuated in righteousness. 


The American people are beginning to feel and realize this truth, and 
many of the leading minds in the country desire that, to further this 
object, the establishment of a Department of Education for the General 
Government is indispensable. It would nationalize our system of pub- 
lic instruction, give it symmetry and uniformity „of influence. It would 
ultimately secure the same advantages to the young in every State. It 
would place every child under the most thorough instruction and the 
most wholesome discipline. It would elevate and purify all classes, and 
save the States vast amounts of money, of. strength, and of influence, 
now wasted in experimenting with defective systems, and would bind 
them powerfully to the General Government. It would assimilate the 
antagonisms introduced from all parts of the world, and render society 
homogeneous. It would tear away the barriers and let the flood tide 
of intelligence flow over the whole country. z 

Such а Department would soon become the central point around which 
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our .whole educational system would revolve, spangling the continent 
with its colleges, universities and graded schools. 

I respectfully suggest that it be recommended to the Legislature, at 
its present session, to prepare and forward to our Representatives in 
Congress a memorial upon this subject, that;it may be presented to that 
body for consideration. 


CONCLUSION. 


In concluding this report, it is proper to state that, soon after the as- 
sassination of Abraham Lincoln, President of the United States, a cir- 
cular was issued by the Hon. Newton Bateman, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction of the State of Illinois, at the request of the * National Lin- 
сом Monument Association," inviting all the publie schools in the coun- 
try to contribute to the erection of a National Monument to the mem- 
ory of that great and good man. 

I published Mr. Bateman's circular, and proposed to the County Su- 
perintendents to have teachers take eontributions for this object in every 
publie school in the State. І во proposed that if the owners of mines 
would contribute blocks of silver:bearing quartz, suitable to be wrought 
into the monument, to be delivered to the County Superintendents, and 
by them forwarded to me, the Board of Education would select one 
from the number, properly inscribe it, and forward it as directed; and 
deposit the other blocks with the State Historical Society as a part of 
the State Cabinet. e 

It is believed that during the fall and winter liberal contributions will 
be made in compliance with these propositions. 

It is appropriate that Nevada place one stone, radiant with the silver 
and the gold from her mines, in that monument, which will proclaim in 
future eyes a nation's grateful remembrance of the pure integrity, ear- 
nest love of freedom, and determined patriotism of our martyred Presi- 
dent, Abraham Lincoln.

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EXTRACTS FROM REPORTS OF COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 
| ORMSBY COUNTY—W. P. LAWLOR. . 


. Notwithstanding the very excellent blanks and forms you furnished 
to teachers and public school officers, and the ample instructions accom- 
panying them, yet the reports returned to me were not filled out as com- 
pletely as could be wished. It is hoped, however, that the summary 
herewith transmitted to you contains the principal statistics of the com- 
mon schools of this county. 15 is refreshing to notice the increasing in- 
terest on the part of School Trustees and other officers, which is evident 
throughout the county. es 

Our teachers have displayed more energy, and have taken more pro- 
gressive views of the “ method of education," than was evinced at the 
beginning of the school year. There is no good reason why the school 
teacher should ever remain at the bottom of the wheel of the “ car of 
progress" Reformation in modes of thought and habits of thinking, 
and methods of disciplining and developing mind, should in some ratio 
keep pace with the nation's mighty achievements. The time is rapidly 
approaching when reformers in methods of instruction will no longer 
ask, * Why will practical teachers never listen to a change in any of 
their modes of procedure, but adhere to the forms—lifeless forms—and 
usages that have been sanctioned by ages and withstood the flight of 
centuries?" They have not all been dead to the practical lessons that 
the history of reformers furnish us, and the shining examples that may 
be reckoned by scores, proving these men, who could not be beaten 
down by the cries of “humbug,” “ heresy,” “blasphemy,” еђе., to be the 
world’s great benefactors. Teachers no longer descry a peculiar virtue 
in “Old Fogy” conservatism of doing as their teachers did. 

The spirit of sending * messages "—not “ messengers’ —is occupying 

a place in the school room. Teachers begin to study the philosophy of 
mind; they learn that the mind of an infant is as perfect in all its parts 
as the man ever becomes; that all that is needed is growth, develop- 
ment, education; hence the necessity of State Legislatures making 
ample provision for the general diffusion of knowledge, and for the 
people to see that proper officers be elected to carry out these provisions. 


Boards.of Examiners should be required to take an oath to faithfully . 


discharge their duties, and allow neither the necessities of the applicant 
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‘or personal friendships to exert the least influence over them. And 


while it is the duty of Government to provide for the education of its 
citizens, it should especially bind the teacher to give daily instruction in 
the duties of the citizen tu the State, to unfold the principles of a lofty 
patriotism, and inspire a love for our republican institutions. 
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DOUGLAS COUNTY—-A. Т. HAWLEY. е = 


Accompanying this you will receive the several statistical reports re- 
quired by law of me as Superintendent of Public Schools for Douglas 
County. The Census Marshal of District Мо. 2 reports all the children > 
in the district, between the ages of sixteen and eighteen years, as at- 
tending public school. This is an error, as you will perceive by refer- 
ence to the report of Miss Childs, the teacher of the school. The num- 
ber of the children, Г presume, is correct. The Trustees of Ше several. 
districts are delinquent in their reports, but as I have been careful to | 
ascertain the uses to which the money drawn on my warrants ав Super= 
intendent has been applied, I have been able to make a report which I = 
think exhibits fairly the financial condition of the School Fund. The 
school in District No. 1 is in a flourishing condition. There is no school 
in District No. 2 at present, but efforts are being made to secure a com- 
petent teacher. This district has.one of the most comfortable brick 


` buildings in the State. In District No. 3 the Trustees are erecting a fine 


frame building for school purposes. The unprecedented hard times of | 
the past season have had their influence upon the schools of the county, 
but Г have reasonable grounds to hope that the ensuing year will see a 
marked improvement in the interest felt in this important subject. 

I shall see that the State series of text books are introduced at once 
in all the schools. 


\ LANDER COUNTY—DR. Н. D. HERRICK. 


In my statistical report, it will be observed that no mention is made 
of School Libraries, nor of money received from the city. of Austin, 
where reside more than four-fifths of all the children in the county. It 
is true that the county has been but lately occupied by civilized people, 
and that schools, with convenient buildings, apparatus, and libraries, 
could not be expected in as perfect condition as in older settled commu- 
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_ nities; but in a town with the population and wealth of Austin, that 


excuse is not sufficient to cover the neglect of the schools as shown in 
this city. There are no Public School Libraries in the county, and the 
buildings used for the schools are fitly.reported as a disgrace to the 
State. The arguments in favor of providing libraries for the common 
schools are all that could be said for the schools themselves. The city 
of Austin has one school house in the First District, which is badly lo- 
cated and worse built. It is exposed to the severity of the weather, and 
in its present condition it will be impossible to maintain a school during 
the winter with any degree of comfort. The schools of this city have 
been maintained throughout the year, aided in a great measure by the 
exertions of the teachers. To provide an ample fund for the support of 
the schools of the State, should be the first thought of the Legislature— 
placing the schools upon a firm basis, and rendering them first class. 
Many of the older States were fortunate enough to secure large grants 
of valuable lands, which gave great wealth to their educational fund. 
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These grants in new States have become a system—giving the sixteen 
and thirty-six sections of land to the State in which they lie for the ben- 
efit of the schools. Such a grant, beneficial as it is to the agricultural 
States, is of but little or no benefit to Nevada. The public lands being 
unsurveyed and generally not agricultural, no fund can be received from 
their sale. But large amounts of very valuable lands are occupied for 
mining purposes, and from these a fund might be derived in lieu of the 
fund derived in other States from the sale of the sixteen and thirty-six 
sections of land. The Legislature could legalize the formation of Mining 
Districts, and the election or appointment of Recorders, and provide a 
safe and reliable depository of the important records of mining claims, 
and thus render a guid pro quo for a recording fee to be exacted, a por- 
tion of which should go to the School Fund. This, in the aggregate, 
would constitute a large fund obtained: without oppression, and would be 
cheerfully paid. 

The Legislature should also instruct and request our Congressional 
Delegation, in obtaining for the mines the desired title to their posses- 
sions, that in the necessary system of registration, they provide that a 
registration fee be set apart for the benefit of schools of the State, in 
consideration of the land grants usually made for the same purpose. In 
this way a fund could be obtained that would be available in the shortest 
space of time, and would soon equal that of the most favored State. 


STOREY COUNTY—OOL. JOHN A. COLLINS. 


The report of Col. Collins, to which I have before referred under the 
head “ Reports,” is a full presentation of the condition of the public 
schools in Storey County, in which they аге shown to be highly pros- 
perous. Не then enters into a lengthy consideration of subjects of gen- 
eral interest, of which the following is a mere synopsis: “ School Libra- 
ries,” “ Vaccination,” “ Negro and Mongolian Children,” “ Importance of 
Education,” “School Attendance,” “ Normal Schools,” “ Meteorological 
Observations,” “ Misdirection of the proceeds of the Half Mill Tax,” 
« Mining School,” “The Revenue Law defective as regards the School 
Fund,’ “Agricultural and Mechanical College,” “The Sixteen and 
Thirty-six Sections," * Legislation on the Sixteen and Thirty-Six бес- 
tions." АП these subjects are ably discussed; and accompanied with 
Col. Collins’ views and suggestions. 

The report cannot торе; be presented by mere extracts, and I have 
therefore chosen io transmit it herewith in full, requesting that it be 
laid before the proper Committee on Education at an early day.

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REPORT. 


To the Hon. the Senate and Assembly of the State of Nevada: 


In obedience to the requirements of the statutes, I herewith submit 
my report for the fiseal year ending December thirty-first,-one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-five : | ; 

n assuming the Wardenship of the State Prison, on the sixth day of 
March, I found twenty-two (22) prisoners, and only the nucleus for an 
institution worthy of the name of a State Prison, but at the same time 
with as fair а commencement as is often found in а State of the age of 
ours. 

The original purchase by the Territorial officers was of twenty acres 
of land, containing the best quarry of building stone found in this vicin- 
ity, on which was a stone house thirty-two by ninéty-six feet, two stories 
high, on the west end of which was built last season an addition thirty- 
two by forty-one feet, but there were no outside walls or fence to mark 
a line of demarcation; hence the only security against escapes, when 
the prisoners were out at work, was in the vigilance of the guards, the 
face of the surrounding country being rolling, and thickly covered with 
s^ brush, affording every inducement for attempts to escape. 

t was very apparent that something should be done immediately to 
increase the security, and give it the appearance of an institution wor- 
thy of the name it bears; to do which properly and speedily required а 
heavy outlay of money, far more 80 than E deemed it advisable to recom- 
mend, in view of our limited resources; hence, I felt it éxpedient, in 
my March report to the Board of State Prison Commissioners, to recom- 
mend the building of а substantial board fence, twelve feet high, enclos- 
ing the building, quarry and yard, which met with their approval, and I 
was directed to proceed with it, in accordance with the plans and speci- 
fications submitted to them—all of which, with the guard houses, was 
completed in September. The fence on the front line is so located, that 
as we may be able, à permanent wall, such as the institution requires, 
can be built on the inside. The northeast corner of the yard inclosed 
has been used as a garden, but it was so late in the season before I got 
it inelosed, that but little was realized from it in comparison with what 
may be reasonably expected another year. . 


~ E 
WATER. 


The supply of water for the institution I found entirely insufficient for 
the ordinary purposes thereof, all of which was obtained from two drill 
holes (called wells), affording only a limited supply of warm, brackish 
water; and as summer came on, after standing a few hours, became very 
offensive to smell and taste; for a time we brought all of the water re- 
quired from the Warm Springs. During the summer we have sunk two 


"wells—one about one hundred and thirty feet east of the building, getting 


a good supply of cold water, but suitable only for stable and irrigating 
purposes; the other in the lower yard, near the west line of Prison 
grounds adjoining the Warm Springs Hotel, from which we have an abun- 
dant supply of warm water, and from. whence most of our supplies are 
now obtained by the use of a barrel and wheelbarrow; this water 
after getting cold, does very well for drinking purposes, and to obviate 
the difficulty in the use of warm water, I have, since cold weather set 
in, built an ice house and filled it with ice, some ten ton or more, for use 
next summer. | 


А CELLAR. 


During the hot weather we suffered many inconveniences for want of 
a place, answering the purposes of a cellar, and have excavated one, 
under the central part of the main building, fourteen by twenty-five 
feet, one side of ‘which is substantially walled up. 


~ ^ QUARRY. - 


Considerable has been done in opening the Quarry, and it 18 now thor- 
oughly open, во that we are able to supply any amount of rock ata 
short notice. | u 

The amount of stone dressed this season is about equal to the amount 
sold, leaving the stock good that we had last spring. 


FRONT YARD. 


The filling up and grading the front yard has required much time, as " 
the material has all been conveyed from the quarries, the surface being 
covered with soil, preparatory to sowing with grass seed. 


QUARRYING, BLACKSMITH AND CARPENTERS’ TOOLS. 


I found a reasonable supply of quarrying and stone cutters’ tools for 
the number of men necessary to work at that business, to which I have 
made several additions, fully enough to keep up the stock. ‘The stock of 
tools in the blacksmith and carpenter shop have been- considerably im- 
proved during the year. 

| ARMORY. | - 

The armory is supplied to a reasonable extent with necessary arms 
and ammunition. | 

FURNITURE. 


"The prison, kitchen and dining room I found in a very destitute con- 
dition, as far as furniture and fixtures were concerned, most of the fixtures 
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in use belonging to the person who had charge of the cooking, who 
leaving soon after, took the same with her; hence, it became necessary 
to purchase a new supply, which I have done to a limited extent, leav- 
ing us yet quite destitute. ` ы У 


PRISONERS’ BEDDING AND CLOTHING. 


The prisoners’ bedding at that time consisted of worn out straw mat- 
rasses, and from half a blanket, to a blanket and а half each. The ticks 
I have cleansed and filled with new straw, and as cold weather came оп, 
have found it necessary to purchase some two and a half dozen pairs of 
blankets; the prisoners’ themselves equally destitute of clothing, and 
many of them had no change, hence the account in this report for bed- 
ding and clothing will show much larger than will be necessary for the 
same length of time another year, for the same number of men, as I felt 
it my duty to furnish each а change, and require of them that they 
cleanse themselves and put on clean clothing once a week. 
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OFFICE. 


There was nó office furniture at that time, now we have a desk, man- 
ufactured by Prison labor, which to have bought would have cost not less 
than one hundred and fifty ($150) dollars ; also, stove and pipe, and four 
(4) chairs, purchased at a cost of forty ($40) dollars, which amount will 
be found embraced under the head of supplies. 


IMPROVEMENTS NEEDED. 


Although not specifically-pointed out as my duty to recommend im- 
provements, but from the fact that itis made my duty to make an esti- 
mate of the probable expenses of the State Prison for the ensuing year, 
I feel called upon to name such improvements as in my opinion the in- 
 terests of the State demand, and the growing necessities of the institu- 
tion require. 


* 


WATER. 


Perhaps that of first importance is the supply of water, for in case of 
fire, it is seldom that we have more than one or two barrels about the 
building at a time. There should be a large tank or reservoir built in 
an elevated position in the rearof the building, to be supplied by. means 
of а large force pump, from which, by use of a distributing pipe it сап 
be taken as required, always having the tank full for immediate use in 
. case of fire. 
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KITCHEN. 


At present, the kitchen where all the cooking is done, id' very remotely 
situated from the Prison department, with many doorways and narrow 
halls to pass, offering inducements for prisoners’ to escape, beside bein 
too small and very inconvenient. I deem it quite important that а goo 
sized kitchen immediately connected with the Prison department be built 
early next summer. — — | 
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ROOM FOR SICK. PRISONERS. 


Another important want of the institution, is proper accommodations 
for sick prisoners, and also for females, should any be sent. For the sick 
there should be a separate ward constructed, and so arranged that they 
might, have air and exercise, without affording them opportunities to es- 
саре; at present, when a man is sick he is put in his cell and locked up, 
which perhaps, does not increase his chances for speedy recovery, but it 
is our only safety, as, during the summer in pursuing the liberal policy 
of allowing them the use of the cell and guard rooms, advantage was 
taken, and one prisoner made good his escape by concealing himself 
while the rest were coming in, and after the guard passed him there 
was no barrier in the way of escape. | 


2007 CELLS. 


. There are now completed and in good order fourteen (14) cells, afford- 
ing capacity for twenty-eight (28) prisoners; within the present build- 
ng there is room for twenty-four (24) more cells, and the stone are 


. .mostly prepared for eight (8) of this number, which we propose to put 


up at an early day. The space left for the remaining number (16 cells) 
is at present used as a prisoners’ dining room. For putting up the eight 
(8) cells above mentioned, it will require a considerable outlay of money, 
for door trimmings and balcony work, as they are to be built on the tier 
already in use, in the new prison addition. 


А WORKSHOPS. 
At as early a дау ав is possible, suitable workshops, for prisoners, 
should be built. At present those in use are only temporary, and scat- 
tered too much in their location, for either safety or convenience. ТЕ 
would add much to the security to have a series of shops so arranged 
that the stone-cutters could work in them, and have them all, including 
blacksmiths and carpenters, more closely connected than at present. 
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MAIN PRISON WALL. 


And last, though not least, it is important that we should get at work 
on the main prison wall at as early a time as possible. Nearly all of the 
work or labor connected with the above improvements can be performed 
by prisoners. The lime, lumber, pump, pipe, hardware, and other mate- 
rial necessary in their construction, will require a considerable outlay of 
money, more so, perhaps, than the State in its present financial condition 
can afford; yet the necessity for these improvements, and the early com- 
pletion of the outer main wall, will justify thé appropriation of a far 
larger sum than would be necessary for current expenses. Therefore, 
in view of all of the above facts, twenty-five thousand ($25,000) dollars 


ів as small an gmount as I feel justified in naming ав the appropriation 


necessary to be made, from which fifteen hundred and sixty-five 52-100 
($1,565 52) dollars, our present indebtedness, must be paid, leaving only 
the sum of twenty-three thousand four hundred and thirty-four 68-100 
($23,434 68) dollars for the current expense of the fiscal year, and for 
the expenses connected with the proposed improvements. 
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REVIEW OF PRISONERS. 


It seems necessary in this report to reach back to November fifth, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-four, at which time the administration 
under the State government commenced. At that time, as appears from 
the report of the Territorial Board of Prison Commissioners, there were 
nineteen (19) prisoners, one of whom, J. Schneider; was discharged on 
January first, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, by virtue of a 
pardon granted by ex-Governor Nye, bearing date November fourteenth, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four. ; 


From facts obtained from officers in charge at that time, I learnt that . 


one В. Turpin, sent from Storey County in one thousand. eight hundred 
and sixty-three, was pardoned by ex-Governor Nye, in March, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-four (a note of which appears upon the 
prison records), upon condition that he should leave the State in sixty 
days; that some three (8) months afterward he was put back in prison, 
and some time in January, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, he 
was discharged on a writ of habeas corpus. There is no record of his 
return, or of his discharge ; but to take all of the above for granted is 
the only reason by which I can account for the nineteen prisoners re- 


ported on the fifth day of November, one thousand eight hundred and : 


sixty-four. : г 
From the books of the office, I learn that on the first day of February, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, R. M. Howland resigned his 
position as Warden, and that Alexander Hunter took his place the same 
. day, by virtue of an appointment made by the Board of State Prison 
Commissioners; that on the same evening he took possession, there was 
а general emeute, in which about one half of the prisoners were con- 
cerned, all of whom, with the exception of Kirk, Donnery, and Gleason, 
were returned to their cells the same evening. Miller, sent from Doug- 
las County, was shot, and died next morning. Gleason was arrested 
near Empire, and returned on the second inst. Donnery was found at 
the Storey County hospital, with his feet badly frozen, and returned on 
the eighth inst. Kirk was arrested at Stewart’s Flat, Placer County, 
California, and by ‘the Sheriff of that county, W. Sexton, returned to 
prec May twenty-fifth, badly wounded, so much so that he is barely off 
is crutches at this time. : 
Since taking charge of the prison, on the sixth day of March, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-five, there has been received fifteen new pris- 
oners; discharged by expiration of sentence, one; discharged on par- 
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dons granted by the proper authorities, seven; discharged by order of . 


supreme court for new trial and on writs, three; number escaped, ten ; 
escapes recaptured, six; number here on March sixth, twenty-two; 
present number, twenty-one. Five of the escapes above mentioned were 
‘effected on the morning of the twenty-sixth*by digging through the 
main prison wall, one that has ever been treated as a security of itself; 
the mortar of which where the opening was made is very poor. They 
were missed within thirty minutes, and search made immediately. 
During the day, I had out some twenty men or more, but only found one 
of the number. Another was arrested at Warm Springs, in Lyon 
County, and returned on the 28th. - 

In this connection, I desire to call your attention to Ше fact that there 
is no provision made by law for the payment of expenses incurred in 


looking up escapes, ог for paying rewards; nevertheless, I have spared > 
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neither pains or expense in my efforts to recapture those who escaped. 
The expense of searching for and rewards paid for those retaken, I have 
paid from my own resources, amounting to over eight hundred dollars, . 
which is a matter 1 submit for your consideration. 

For further information in regard to the receipt of and discharge of 
prisoners, and other facts pertaining thereto, reference will be had to the 
tables under their respective heads included in this report. 


— 


For want of proper vouchers in this office, 1 am only able in this re- 
port to give the aggregate of expense allowed for the first three months 
of the fiscal year, as appears from the books of the State Board of Ex- 
. &miners.  Herewith will be found s table, showing the aggregate 
monthly expense, under five different heads, since April first, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-five, во at a glance the expense in the dif- 
ferent departments can be seen for the last nine months. Inthe column 
under the head of supplies is embraced all expenses connected with im- 
provements, such as lumber—of which over forty-three thousand feet 
have been bought—hardware, furniture, live stock, wagon, two Henry’s 
repeating rifles, pistols, etc. In this connection, I will also add that we 
commenced the year with а limited amount of supplies; there is now on 
hand thirty cords of wood, three hundred and fifty bushels of charcoal, 
one ton of hay, two hundred pounds of iron, about two thousand five 
hundred pounds of potatoes and other vegetables, all of which are em- 
braced under their respective heads. 


* FINANCIAL REVIEW. 


I find, Бу reference to the books of the Controller of State, that the 
‘sum of three thousand two hundred dollars and eight cents was paid 
from the prison fund on Territorial indebtedness of the prison, prior to 
November fifth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four; and from 
the books of the State Board of Examiners, I learn that there has been 
allowed on the prison fund, for expenses incurred prior to April first,’ 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, the sum of seven thousand 
seven hundred and eighty-nine dollars and fifty cents, which is for a pe- 
riod of nearly five (5) months; a pro rata distribution of which, and I 
сап find no data for any other, will give to one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-four, from November fifth to December thirty-first, the sum of 
two thousand eight hundred and fifty-six dollars and nineteen cents. In 
order to arrive at the current expense of the fiscal year one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-five, I will also add to this amount the sum of 
three thousand dollars, which was paid to A. Hunter, for relief for inju- 
ries received in the disch&rge of his duties as Warden in the break of 
February first, making the sum of nine thousand and fifty-six dollars 
and twenty-seven cents paid out of the prison fund, yet for purposes 
other than those of the current expenses of the fiscal year, which, taken 
from the appropriation of twenty thousand dollars made by the Legisla- 
ture, leaves a balance of only ten thousand nine hundred and forty-three 
dollars and seventy-three cents for one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-five, recapitulated as follows :

From this sum take four thousand nine hundred and thirty-three dol- 
lars and forty cents for Ше expenses from January first to April first, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, leaving à cash balance of only 
six thousand and ten dollars and thirty-three cents. Therefore, since 
August I have labored under the disadvantages connected with the 
doing of a credit business, as the order of transfer made by the Commis- 
sioners, hereinafter mentioned, only enabled the Controller to draw his 
warrants on the fund, which are not yet paid. 

In September, the Board of State Prison Commissioners, as provided 
by law, transferred five thousand dollars to the Prison Fund, to which 
we may add one thousand five hundred and sixty-five dollars and fifty- . 
two cents more—our present indebtedness showing the sum of seventeen 
thousand five hundred and nine dollars and twenty-five cents as the 
grand total of expense to the State for maintaining the State Prison for 
the fiscal year ending December thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-five, not embracing tho receipts. 

The receipts from the labor of prisoners, although not as satisfactory 
as I could wish, shows considerable increase on the amount heretofore 
-reported. The total receipts that I find credited to the State up to the 
time I took charge, were five hundred and thirty-seven dollars and 
eighty cents. Тһе total amount that I have received from all*sources 
° since that time, a period of nearly ten (10) months, is one thousand five 
hundred and ninety-five dollars and forty-seven cents, for which I have 
the Controller’s receipts, as paid into the Prison Fund; and there is now 
due for labor and material furnished, about six hundred and twenty dol- 
lars. The exact amount cannot be given, for the reason that the stone on 
one of our principal contracts is not all delivered, and therefore can only 
approximate to the probable amount due, which sums make an aggre- 
gate of two thousand two hundred and fifteen dollars and forty-seven 
cents, showing the earnings to be over one hundred dollars per capita, 
for the average number of prisoners, for a period of less than ‘ten months, 
while that of the California State Prison for the eleven months preced- 
ing the first of December, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, 
was less than forty-six dollars per capita. \ ' 

The amount received from the different departments is as follows: 
Blacksmith shop, eighty-nine dollars and eighty-seven cents; carpenter 
shop, one hundred and forty-one dollars and fifty cents; sale of stone, 
dressed and undressed, one thousand three hundred and thirty dollars 
and sixty cents; labor of prisoners, thirty-three dollars and fifty cents. 
Total, one thousand five hundred and ninety-five dollars and forty-seven 
cents. ' 

' OFFICERS OF THE PRISON. 


The assistance employed by me in the management of the Prison has 
been as follows: 
An Assistant Warden, at a salary of one hundred dollars per month ; 
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а Lieutenant of the Guard, who has also acted as Superintendent of 


. Labor, at eighty dollars per month; and three Guards, for day duty, 


and one for night, at a salary of sixty dollars per month each. Total 
monthly expense for salaries, four hundred and twenty dollars. In ad- 
dition to the above, the Superintendent of the Kitchen, found in charge 
оп the sixth day of March, was retained until the twentieth of April. 
Then there were eight (8) days extra guard service in October, on ac- 
count of one of the prisoners being insane, all of which expense will be 
found under the head of salaries, in table appended to this report. It 
will readily be seen that in the infancy of an institution of this kind, 
the expense per head cannot be ав low as in older ones, for the reason 
that the same force of officers that are necessary to keep twenty-five 
(25) prisoners at work in.and about the prison, in a crude and unfinished 
state, would more safely keep seventy-five (75), where there were good 
walls, with all the attendant securities. 

While I feel satisfied that there has been some improvements made in 
the affairs of the Prison, during the past year, yet there is still much 
more to be done to increase its securities, and make it what it should 
be: reformatory in its character, as well as a penal institution. Many 
of the unfortunates who find their way into the State Prison, especially 
upon this coast, where so many of our young men are away from the 
social and moral restraints which are felt in old and established commu- 
nities, desire improvement; and if proper facilities -are afforded, would 
store the mind with useful knowledge. How much better it would be 


` for the State to furnish such with useful reading, rather than have them 


brooding over their misfortunes, or plotting for an escape, or some other 
misdemeanor. Therefore I feel that a small amount of the library fund 
1 be.more judiciously expended than in the purchase of a Prison 

ibrary. | 

На Пена of our law granting credits to prisoners for good be- 
havior and faithful labor, allowing them to commute a part of their own 
sentence, I think has had a good effect; and if it was so amended that, 
having the knowledge that they had received five (5) days credit per 
month on eleven (11) months out of twelve (12) of the time they have 
to serve, it would have the effeét of securing to them their restoration 
to citizenship when they were discharged. I think it would have a ten. 
dency to elevate and reform them, and be a still greater incentive to 
faithful labor and good behavior that most of them would appreciate. I 
also think that the law should be so amended, that if a prisoner escapes 
and is retaken, he should forfeit all of the time already served, and com- 
mence his senfence anew. x 

The want of a uniform for prisoners is a very great drawback in our 
efforts to recapture escaped prisoners. It would probably be attended 
with some extra expense to furnish one, but much less now than at any 


. future time, and the fact of their having it on would increase the hazard 


of the attempt, and, as а sequence, deter many from the effort. 

ТЕ has been my object, in conducting the affairs of the State Prison, 
to have the labor of prisoners conduce as much as possible toward their 
Support; but this fact starés me in the face: our Prison, with its securi- 
ties, is yet to be büilt; and then we are very remotely situated from any 
of the great natural thoroughfares inland, where tbe Sierra Nevadas or , 
the Rocky Mountains lie between us and any considerable communities, 
where all kinds of supplies or material for manufaeturing purposes are 
at enormously high prices, and they are likely to remain so until the 


ж

great work of the age, the railroad, shall reach us, spanning the Sierras, 
annihilating time and space, connecting us with the tide waters of the 
Pacific, thus cheapening all kinds of supplies, enabling us to successfully 
establish shops for manufacturing purposes. Until that time arrives, 
we can build our Prison, ever being ready to supply all demand’ from 
our quarry ; and should our Hon. Senators and Representative іп Con- 
gress be successful in their efforts with the authorities at Washington, 
in influencing them to immediately proceed with the building of the 
Mint at Carson, then there will be an. opportunity presented whereby 
we may make the labor of the prisoners do much toward their support.

. That brevity, however, has not been allowed to preclude statements in 
detail, which, it is confidentially believed, will be amply sufficient for in- 
formation in regard to the transactions in this branch of the Executive 
department of the State government. ‘No records, papers, or documents 
of any importance having been received in this office from the late Ter- 
ritoria] government, much difficulty was experienced in organizing and 
systemizing the business of this department. It is not therefore entirely 
improbable that a closely critical examination may reveal errors alike of 
omission and commission, in this report. : 

It is apprehended however, that none material exists, and that the 
same will be found a compend of all matters necessary to a proper un- 
derstanding of the Military operations of Nevada from the commence- 

. ment of the rebellion to this period.

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REPORT. . 


THE VOLUNTEER SERVICE. 
BOUNTY AND PAY OF OFFICERS AND ENLISTED MEN. 


In entering upon the discharge of the duties of the office of Adjutant- 
General, Т found that, since the commencement of. the Rebellion, there 
bad voluntarily enlisted in the service of the United States, from Ne- 
vada, thirty-four field and line officers and eleven hundred and fifty-eight 
privates. Itis therefore a matter of pride to the loyal people of the 
State, to know that, notwithstanding Nevada was one of the latest or- 
ganized Territories of the Government, and although situate thousands 
of miles distant from the seat of war, yet she was enabled to contribute 
eleven hundred and ninety soldiers to aid in strengthening and preserv- 
ing the Government of our fathers. ` 

It may be remarked that, though Nevada’s soldiers have not been 
directly engaged in conflict with rebels in arms, yet they have manifest- 
ed their patriotism by enrolling themselves in the service of their 
country, and becoming subject to do duty in whatever locality or 
sphere the Government interest might require; and it also should 
be borne in mind that, in offering their services, it was with the im- 
pression and belief that they would be ordered to take an active part 
in aiding to*erush out armed treason, and were much disappointed 
in being retained for a service on the plains. What а remarkable con- 
trast between the acts of these patriotie soldiers, and what a noble 
record they have made, compared with those wordy patriots, who, upon 
the breaking out of the rebellion, in the darkest hours of our country’s 
sacred cause, meanly deserted home, relatives and friends in the Atlan- 
tic States, and sought exclusion and safety in our far distant mountains. 
The assistance, however, rendered the Government during the past sea- 
son hy the Nevada Volunteers, has been of the greatest importance in 
aiding to protect the great overland highway, and also the settlements 
upon the frontier, from Indian incursion, and depredations. In connec- 
tion with other troops engaged in the same service, they have made ex- 
tensive campaigns into the Indian country, exploring large sections of 
territory which had never before been traversed by our troops, having 
frequent confliets with the savages in their own chosen strongholds, and 
chastising them severely for their wanton attacks upon the lives and 
property of unprotected citizens. :

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The casualties which have béen reported to this department ав occur- 
ing to our volunteers during the last summer campaigns, are as follows : 
Isaac W. Godfrey and James Monroe, both of Company D, First Nevada 
Cavalry, were killed in battle with Indians at Godfrey Mountain, Hum- 
boldt County, May 20th, 1865; Henry E. Botell, of Company D, and 
William Rafferty and James E. Dickerson, of Company E, First Nevada 
Cavalry, were severely wounded in skirmishes with Indians, on account 
of which they were honorably discharged from the service. 

Ву feference to the roster, it will be seen that the number of deaths 
occurring to our soldiers, by disease and otherwise, since their entering 
ihe service, exclusive of those killed by Indians, is twenty-five. 

"The average length of time served being something more than two 
years, and the character of the service during that period requiring 
great exposure, this small mortality speaks well for both the sanitary 
arrangements in our military service and the healthful character of our 
mountain country. In this connection, I deem it not inappropriate to 
refer $0 a gallant officer, who, though not a volunteer from our State, 
yet lost his life in the service of the country, while in defense of and 
aiding to protect the lives and property of our people. I refer to the- 
lamented Col. Charles MeDermit, Second California Cavalry Volunteers, 
lately in command of the military forces of the Government in the ser- 
vice in this State. 

Although we were not favored with a personal acquaintance with him, 
yet from the kind manner in which we have so often heard his name 
mentioned, with sorrow and regret, by both officers and privates of the 
Nevada Volunteers lately under his command, we have felt that this 
Ни is but a feeble tribute to the memory of that truly worthy gen- 
tieman. ; 

Should this intended mark of respect be looked upon as a waif or an 
estray, let it be considered a stray leaf—a wild flower from Nevada’s 
mountains—emblematic in its purity of the character and virtues of the 
deceased, which is cast into the grave of the truly gallant soldier. | 

. The Territory and.State Legislatures having provided by law for the 

payment, from the State Treasury, to the commanders of companies, a 
bounty of ten dollars for each recruit enlisted, and for monthly pay to 
the officers and privates, as follows: Colónel, fifty dollars; Lieutenant- 
Colonel, forty-five dollars; Major, forty dollars ; Captain, thirty-five dol. 
lars; Lieutenants, twenty-five dollars; and Privates, each five dollars, 
from February twentieth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four, 
until discharged from the service. The accounts for which service and 
pay were required to be kept in this office, and be certified by the Adju- 
tant-Generalto the State Board of Examiners. Much of the time and 
labor of this office has been required during the past summer in making 
up and certifying such accounts.

And making the entire liability that has accrued to Nevada, by reason 
of her laws to encourage enlistments, amount to the sum of one hundred 
and four thousand nine hundred and twenty-two dollars and eighteen 
cents. Say that there has been paid from the State Treasury, on the 
first of January, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, the sum of 
thirty-four thousand and sixty-three dollars and fifty-one cents, there 
would remain outstanding, either in warrants or claims, against the Sol- 
diers’ Fund, a liability amounting to about seventy thousand dollars. 

The stupendous war in which the Nation has been engaged having 
been brought to a successful termination, the volunteers from this State, 
will probably be mustered out of the Government service in a very short 
time. The gratitude of all loyal citizens is due to our patriotic soldiers 
for their services in behalf of the nation, and will follow them in their 
retirement. 

A thousand battle fields having attested the indomitable courage and 
valor of American troops, their ardor and self-sacrifice, and developing 
to the'world the astonishing rapidity by which our peaceful citizens, 
unskilled in the arts of war, are suddenly transformed into good soldiers, 
we are justified in believing that the same qualities which made them 
such will prompt them to again return to civil life as useful members of 
society. 

There is no one thing that instils into the hearts of our people true 
patriotism, more than the idea that each man is himself a part бЕ the 
Government. The soldier when he goes to battle feels that the starry 
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banner which waves above him is his flag; and that ав an American citi- 


zen the battle is his battle, which idea of individual interest it should 
be our policy to encourage, by securing to each citizen the largest par- 
ticipation in the affairs of the government consistent with our institu- 
tions, All restraints and limitations upon the right to exercise the priv- 
ileges of an American citizen are in antagonism with the republican 
spirit of the age, and in conflict with the genius and spirit of our 
institutions, calculated to alienate and separate the people in affection 
and interest from the government, to wound and mortify their pride 
and destroy their veneration, patriotism, and love of country. The 
national honor having been vindicated, the supremacy of the laws 
established, treason overthrown, and the republic maintained as one glor- 
ious and free, in the very hour of triumph it ill becomes us to deny by 
statutory enactment, to the returning veteran, that right held most dear 
by every freeman—the right to a free exercise of the elective franchise. 
It is therefore hoped, that if the odious law which requires a pre-pay- 
ment of four dollars in coin as a condition precedent to the right of vot- 
ing cannot be stricken from the statute books, it may at least be so mod- 
ified that the men who have borne aloft in triumph the glorious ensign of 
the Republic, shall not be required annually to purchase with money the 
right to participate in the affairs of the government. 

In May last, by special order from the War Department, recruiting 
for the Volunteer Infantry authorized to be raised in this State was dis- 
continued, and the-portion of the regiment at that time recruited was 
consolidated, the recruits for Company “ D" were transferred as follows: 
twenty-seven to Company “A” and nineteen to Company “ С)” one Den- 
nis Ganon having deserted before the transfer. 

Companies “ D” and “Е?” and a detachment of twenty men of Com- 
pany “Е” Cavalry were mustered out of service at Fort Churchill on 
the eighteenth day of November, one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
five, and Company “ B," Infantry, at Fort Ruby, on the fifteenth of De- 
cember, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, and Companies “А” 
and “С” Infantry at Fort Churchill, the first on the twenty-second, the 
other on the twenty-third of December, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-five. Lieut. Col. Milo George, commanding the Cavalry Bat- 
talion, was mustered out on the twenty-second day of November, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, leaving now remaining in the 
service, one Major, four Captains, six Lieutenants, and three hundred 
and nine enlisted men, as near as can be ascertained by our last muster 
rolls, at à monthly expense to the State of one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-five dollars. 

Experience has demonstrated that the law: providing pay for our sol- 
diers is defective, in this, that to give the soldierits full benefit he should 
be paid at the time and place of discharge. The amount to each is 


. small and does not justify his visiting the State Capital for the purpose 


of securing his pay. Consequently he sells his claim for a.trifle. I 
would recommend, if it is possible, to obtain the money to pay the 
companies at Salt Lake by the time they are mustered out; that the 
law be so changed that the payment be made at the place of their dis- 


charge. 
MILITIA. 
It is not yet possible to comply with the provision, of the Act of Con- 


gress in regard to reporting the organization, strength and. condition of 
the militia of the State of Nevada. The law providing for such organi- 
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zation and enrollment was passed оп the fourth of March last, but was 
not published in time to enable the Assessors to comply with its provis- 
ions at the time they made their assessments of property for the current 
year. At least, if they received the law in time, they have, with few 
exceptions, failed to comply with its provisions,-or the clerks of the 
Boards of County Commissioners have been derelict in their duty of 
reporting the strength of the unorganized militia to their brigade head- 
quarters or to this office. The law is deemed to be amply sufficient to 
compel the civil officers to discharge their duty in this respect, and it 
will be rigidly enforced the coming year. 

The number of enrolled militia in the county of Ormsby is seven 
hundred and thirty-one; Esmeralda, five hundred and fifty; Churchill, 
one hundred and thirty-one—the only counties for which returns have 
been made. . 

On the tenth day of May the following general order was issued : 


[General Order No. 1.] 


GENERAL HEADQUARTERS, STATE OF NEVADA, 
ADJUTANT-GENERAL’S OFFICE, Carson City, May 10th, 1865. 


In compliance with the requirements of the fifty-sixth section of the 
Act of the Legislature, entitled “An Act to provide for the organizing 
and disciplining the Militia of the State,” approved March fourth, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, the State is divisioned and briga- 
ded as follows: 7 | 

First, The organized and enrolled militia of this State shall constitute 
one division. 

Second. The organized and enrolled militia of the counties of Roop, 
Washoe, Ormsby and Douglas shall constitute the First Brigade; of the 
counties of Storey and Lyon, the Second Brigade; of the counties of 
Humboldt, Lander and Churchill, the Third Brigade; and the counties 
of Esmeralda and Nye, the Fourth Brigade.

Subsequently to the issuing of General Order No. 1, appointments 
were made of officers, as stated in the Roster hereto attached, and com- 
missions issued accordingly. Time, and the condition of affairs, has not 
allowed of anything much more than а paper organization as yet. It is 
confidently believed that, during the approaching season, the militia or- 
ganization of the State will be made complete. The importance of ап 
effective, well organized and disciplined militia, as well as а complete 
enrollment of the effective strength of the military, is of the greatest 
importance, as was well established at the outbreak of the great rebel- 
lion. Had it not been for the prompt response of the militia of the New 
England and Middle States to the call made upon them by the President 
at the breaking out of the war, it is doubtful if our Government could 
have been preserved. То the effective militia system of the State of 
New York alone are Ше people of the States greatly indebted for the 
preservation of the Government. It is not believed that we can have 
as effective a militia system, of course, ав the older communities, grow- 
ing out of the fact that so considerable a portion of our athletic enter- 
prising population at present is of a transient character. In fact, this, 
in.a.great measure, has а very.damaging effect upon our organized. mili- 
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tia—the constant changes in the members prevent that proficiency: in 
drill that would otherwise be acquired, and greatly disheartens and dis- 
courages the officers commanding. То remedy as far ав possible the 
evil, and for the purposé of preparing the rising generation, that they 
may be in condition, if occasion shall require, for active military service, 
I would most respectfully recommend that the youth of our schools be 
instrueted in military drill. 

This could be enforced ав a requirement in our common schools. In 
other schools and academies an inducement could be held out by giving 
them a portion-of the proceeds arising from the school fund, and I would 
most certainly urge that the law ‘providing for the establishment of an 
Agricultural and Mechanical College be so changed as to provide a Mili- 
tary Department therein. In the schools and colleges of the Eastern 
States а military education is provided for, while the youth of Nevada 
will defer to none other in patriotic devotion to the country. It should 
be our pleasure and pride to foster and encourage their patriotic emo- 
tions, and so bring them up, that if necessity should ever arise, calling 

-them-into the service of their country, they would be able to compete 
with the citizens of other States in the achievements of distinction and 
honor, and reflect credit on their State. It is believed that a knowledge 
of the art and science of war, amply sufficient for all practical purposes, 
could be acquired in a military department of such school without det- 
riment to the object intended in its establishment, and thus be instru- 
mental in sending forth well-drilled pupils, schooled in the duties of the 
soldier, to all parts of our State, and thereby infuse a military pride and 
spirit that would make efficient our militia system in time of peace, and 
effective in time of war. It would seem to be but a just tribute to the 
Government that has made such bountiful bequest of her domain for the 
education of our children, to use a portion of the donation in training 
them in such manner that, if necessity required, they would bo able 
promptly to rally to her protection and defense. Experience has shown 
that the introduction of military discipline and gymnastics in schools is 
having a wholesome effect in invigorating and establishing the physical 
constitution, conducing to promptness, regularity and decision, infusing 
а martial pride and military bearing, and 18 not an irksome duty, but 

` rather a pleasure to the student. 

The school of the soldier, company and battalion, skirmishing, bayo- 
net exercise, target practice, small sword and sabre exercise, parades, 
reviews, inspections, guard mounting, encampments, marches, etc., all 
have their enchantments and attractions for the ardent, hopeful youth 
growing into manhood. But above all, frequent lectures upon cam- 
paigns, battles, marches, military history and achievements, should not 
be overlooked. It has often occurred to me that herein was the great 


‚ failure in the education of the American youth. Glowing descriptions 


of the achievements of our arms, and the grandeur and glory of our 
Government, by orations, lectures and addresses, should be frequently 
impressed on the minds of our youth as educators in patriotism. 

Had such a course been pursued heretofore in all our institutions of 


‚ learning, especially in the National Academy at West Point, it is doubt- 


ful if the rebellion would have taken so deep a root.

; INDIAN OUTBREAK. 


- During last spring and the early part of the summer, the settlers in 
Humboldt.and a portion of Lander and Roop counties, were much an- 
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noyed by the unfriendly feeling and warlike disposition of the Indians; 
their attacks upon passers on thé highways, and upon the isolated 
ranches, murder of the inhabitants, and stealing and running off their 
stock. Quite a number of citizens were massacred by them in different 
· localities. 

Upon a call of the civil authorities of Humboldt and Lander counties, 
this department, by order of your Excellency, at the earliest possible 
moment, transmitted all the arms that could at the time be readily col- 
lected, to those localities, for the purpose of having them where they 
could be used in defending the settlers on the frontier. 

The limited military of the National Government, then in the State, 
was called upon, and, also, the commandant of the military department 
of the Pacific, advised as to the condition of affairs and solicited to fur- 
nish us aid. In а short time the forces that were here were sent out to 
the Humboldt, and additional forces sent from California to their aid. 
Posts were established and, for the small number of troops, there was 
very much campaigning in the Indian country during the summer. The 
citizens of Humboldt also organized expeditions that went on hunting ' 
excursions after the Indians. From the reports we have received they 
were very severely chastised. Numbers were sent on а visit to the 
«Great Father" and the rest kept on the run during the summer. 
This Indian outbreak was greatly to be deplored, occurring at the time 
it did, it prevented the settlers along the Humboldt from putting in their 
crops, retarded the settlement of the rich agricultural lands of that see- _ 
tion, prevented the development of the rich mineral resources of the 
whole northern portion of our State, and almost eut off communication 
and travel to the Boise Mines and Idaho country by that route. In fact, 
depressed all business in the thriving towns of the Humboldt country to 
such an extent, that it will require some time for them to recuperate. 
In these excursions against the savage, it is frequently difficult to dis- 
tinguish between those deserving punishment and the friendly disposed 
Indians. Citizens becoming outraged at their inhuman and demon-like 
massacres, feel disposed to wage a war of extermination upon all alike. 

This inclination seemed to prevail pretty generally in Humboldt dur- 
ing the past summer. Much credit is due to the Hon. A. P. К. Safford, 
Hon. Е. F. Dunn and others, for their humane action in removing the 
more peacably disposed Indians to localities where they were safe from 
danger of being destroyed by the more excited citizens. This must have 
been done at considerable personal sacrifice and expense, the Indian De- 
partment not being in condition to give any aid for the want of funds, 
and being unable to furnish supplies to subsist the Indians while making 
the removal. | . 

Upon telegram from the Hon. А. Р. К. Safford in regard to the аррге- 
hended danger, and desiring to know if aid could be had, the following 
response was made.

Dear Sir:—The Governor directs me to say in reply to your tele” 
gram, that he has had a talk with Mr. Lockheart, the Indian Agent, in 
regard to the proposed removal of the peacably disposed Indians in your 
vicinity to the Sink of Carson, on Carson river. Mr. 1. thinks 
with some help they might get along at the Sink, but that the cost of 
removal and return, or furnishing of supplies while they were removing 
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would be very considerable, and that if it is at all possible it would con- 
duce to economy to keep them where they are.: The Agent has no 
funds of the government to use in keeping the Indians in any way. 

It being а fact well understood that the appropriations made by Con- 
gress in past years had been exhausted in operations om the Truckee, and 
the probability being that the appropriation of the past «inter will be 
intercepted and exhausted in the same speculation before it reaches the 
Agent, or is used for the benefit of the Indians. Nei therjhas the Gover- 
nor any fund appropriated by the Legislature for such purpose, but if 
the emergency requires it, directs me to say that you ean draw upon 
him personally for the amount,suggested by you, and he will endeavor 
$0 recover the same from the government.

Tt is believed that with proper management and care оп the part 
of the Superintendent of Indian affairs in times past, and the use of the 
bountifpl appropriations of Congress to help the Indian, this dire catam- 
ity which has fallen upon a large portion of our State, might have been 
іп a great measure averted. 

During our existence as a Territory, lasting little over three years, 
something like eighty thousand dollars were appropriated by Congress 
for the Indian service in the State—the several Acts stating that the appro- 
priation was “ for the general incidental expenses of the Indian service in 
Nevada Territory, presents of goods, agricultural implements, and other 
useful articles, and to assist them to locate in permanent abodes, and 
sustain themselves by the pursuits of civilized life" Although these 
liberal appropriations have been exhausted, the Indian remains wholly 
unprovided for. No abodes have been erected, no agricultural imple- 
ments have been provided, and tbe fertile and beautiful reserves remain 
in a state of nature. These suggestions are made with the view of di- 
recting attention to the miserable condition of the Indians in our State, 


. and to influence, if possible, such a policy to be pursued toward them 


as will not drive them, from sheer necessity, to commit depredations 
upon our outside settlements. Indeed, the game disappearing upon the 
advance of our settlements, which now extend to the most distant parts 
of the State, the destruction of the pine nut trees, and the occupation of 
all the grass-growing valleys, cause great solicitude on the part of the 
savage as to his future means of subsistence, and- realizing no help from 
any source, he feels that he is justified in obtaining a support in some 
manner, 

1% has occurred to us, in several years experience on the frontier, that 
the entire Indian affairs of the country would be more efficiently man- 
aged by the military than by the civil branches of the Government. 


Тһе Indian then receiving favors from Government would feel that he 


was receiving them from the same hand that would be raised to punish 

if he committed offense, and there could then be no conflict in the policy 

pursued toward them. | 
Since writing the foregoing, the Current Report of the United States 

Commissioner of Indian Affairs has come under our observation. If we 

were in doubt before, that part of the report referring to the condition 

of Indian affairs in our State satisfies us that we are correct in our sug- 
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gestions above made. The report is so much in conflict with what we 
have said, that it is worthy to be read by our people who are cognizant 
of what has transpired here, if not for instruction and information, at 
least (serious as the subject may be to Winnemucca) as a curiosity and 
for amusement. It requires a reading of the whole ‘to properly ap- 
preciate it. 


As showing the drift, we append the following extracts: | t 


«Senator Nye, who as Governor and Superintendent ex officio, had 
been very successful in his administration of Indian affairs, was appealed 
to to assist, во far ав he could make it convenient, in regard to several 
matters of importance, and, although no advices have been received, Т 
entertain some confidence that the interests of the service have not se- 
riously suffered. There has been from the first very little difficulty with 
the Indians of Nevada, partly because they are а very peaceable people, 
and partly because of the judicious course taken by Governor Nye in 
establishing special agencies to look after them, and prevent difficulties 
and disturbances, rather than to await their occurrence." -* ж ж ж 

“ [ cannot вее in the letter of instructions referred to, any satisfaetory 
reasons for selling the mill. On the contrary, the fact that it had cost a 
great deal of таопеу appears to me the reason why it should be put at 
work at the earliest day possible for the benefit of the agency upon the 
large stock of logs already provided, Neither can I appreciate the 
reason in the case of the Indians referred to (however it might apply to 
others), that they should be required to remove back from the line of 
ihe railroad. On the contrary, being willing to labor, as was shown by 
iheir industry in constructing the irrigating canal referred to above, they 
could have secured employ ment for a long time upon the railroad work. 
The sale appears to me to amount to little more than giving Leet the 
mill, with timber of immense value, with which to run 16 for ten years. 
But even if it had been proper to make this sale, it seemed strange that 
a Superintendent should be sent from Minnesota, where his services 
were needed, to Nevada, at great expense, to effect it, when it could 
have been done as well by the Agent at Carson or the Superintendent of 
California. І confess that І am groping somewhat in the dark in con- 
sidering this subject, but I am sure I cannot be wrong in checking the, 
consummation of the project; and I have instructed the Superintendent 
to take immediate possession of the mill and. logs, and all property purporting 


I shall in no manner recognize this singular transaction." 


The Commissioner has been acting as such for but a short time. His 
report shows him to be not only an able, but а very good man. АП 
through his report he appears to be troubled about the mill and farm. 
There is to him some mystery about it. He is bewildered—'* ‘groping 
in the dark." То the Commissioner the mill is а perfect ‘little joker." 
и Here it is, and there it is!" “Now you see it; now you don't see it!” 
To make the matter short, Mr. Commissioner, the mill is really one of 
those Don Quixotte went out to battle with. Itis all in the imagination. 
Itisa myth. The same may be said of the farm: The thimble-riggers 
have had it their own way. The money has gone up on the “ little 
joker.” So let it go. . 

When Mr. Thompson, from Minnesota, was out here to sell the mill 
after making considerable search to find it, and being unable to do во? 
ік made inquiry of one of our old Piute citizens, who is always truthfu’ 


to have been sold; and, unless otherwise dirécted by your department, 


* 
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and never jokes, as to where Њ was, when he received the satisfactory 
information that * it had gone up the river to spawn, and would be down 
again in the fall; that if he would put a gill-net across the river, he 
would catch any amount of little mills, coffee mills," etc. 

To be serious and plain, Mr. Commissioner, the money is gone. There 
is no mill, no farm, and you have only checked the consummation of a 
scheme by which some twenty thousand acres of the best timbered landa 
in the Sierras was endeavored to be acquired by scheming individuals. 

The land is situate at the Расте Railroad crossing of the Truckee 
River; is capable of producing billions of feet of timber, and millions 
of cords of wood. The country east, for six hundred miles along the 
proposed line of the road, being rich in minerals and devoid of timber ; 
two hundred miles out on the proposed line lumber having usually sold 
at from two to three hundred dollars per thousand feet. Тһе road once 
built, Winnemucea's timber lot will be worth а million of money. | 

1% is hard to reconcile the report of the Commissioner with any other 
idea than that late prominent officials in the Interior Department have 
colluded with others here to capture the tempting bait above referred to. 

The.course of the Commissioner merits approbation, and when the 
good old doctrine, that “ honesty is the best policy,’ comes to be gener- 
ally realized and appreciated throughout society here, in that happy day 
you will receive the thanks of our entire community. 

If it were at all probable that the course heretofore pursued in regard 
to Indian affairs in our State should be continued, peace to our settle- 
ments, and the salvation of the Indian, would make the matter of ample 
importance to justify the Legislature in memorializing Congress in re- 
gard thereto. It is confidently hoped, however, that the evil day is 
passed, and we are to realize better things. 

The Legislature having made no appropriation or other provision, by 
law, for a Military Fund, and the law providing that the transportation 
of arms, and all expenses incurred on account of the militia, should be 
paid from such fund, it was somewhat perplexing to know by what : 
manner the necessary moneys could be obtained from the Treasury to 
pay such expenses. А 

The Board of Military Auditors, therefore, оп а bill presented by the 
Adjutant-General for one thousand dollars as a contingent fund, to cover 
amounts that had previously accrued, and such ав might arise, approved 
and allowed such bill, and the same was drawn from the General Fund 
- in the Treasury.

Two other bills are outstanding, for which the vouchers have not been 
received. 

The expense of gathering and transporting arms occurring at a dis- 
tance from the Capital, such service requires prompt payment at the 
place where the service is performed, and creditors, with small demands, 
cannot in justice be paid with certified claims against the State, putting 
them to the trouble of sending to the Board of Military Auditors to pro- 
cure tlie same. 

The remaining balance above stated is now being expended in secur- 
ing the arms and ordnance of the State. The ordnance matters are not 
in satisfactory condition. 16 is desirable to have the same, however, put 
in satisfactory condition ас as early а day as possible, consistent with 
the discharge of duties required in the office. 

An arsenal or proper place for safe keeping of the State arms ought 
by all means to be provided. , 

The deposit of the State ordnance at Fort Churchill has led to much 
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confusion, and the removal of the same, when called for from that local- 
ity, is attended with considerable expense more than would be other- 
wise incident thereto. It is hoped that we will be able to communicate 
with your Excellency specially on this subject in a short time.

The law requiring payment for the commission issued to officers ought 
to be repealed. The honors of the office, of course, are not to be over- 
looked, but surely they are ámply compensated for; by the time and 
trouble incident thereto, if not by the cost and expenses of the neces- 
sary equipment. 

. We have now remaining in the national service four companies of 
cavalry. It is believed they will be mustered out next spring. Upon 
the closing up of their accounts, this office will be relieved of much the 
greater portion of the labor required therein. By that time itis believed 
that this office will in every respect be in such condition that the office 
labors will be exceedingly limited, and the business could be turned over 
satisfactorily to a successor without prejudice to the public service. 

In view of the general depression of business throughout our State, 
which of course must, to a certain extent, affect the finances of the 
State, as a matter of economy, it has occurred to me the duties required 
in this office could be transferred to some one of the other of the State 
officers, and be covered by a present existing salary. I would therefore 
most respectfully recommend that the office be abolished, and that pro- | 
vision be made, as suggested above. |

Sır :—In compliance with “Ап Act concerning the Office of Surveyor- 
General," I respectfully submit the following report : - 


^ AREA OF THE STATE. 


The State of Nevada extends from the 87th to the'42d degree of north 
latitude, and from the 38th to the 48d degree of longitude west from 
Washington (from the 115th to the 120th degree west from Greenwich), 
and contains an area of about 81,539 square miles, or 52,184,960 астев, 
of which perhaps 1,200 square miles, or 832,000 acres, are covered by 
water of the several lakes, which would leave 80,239 square miles, or 
51,852,960 acres, as the total land area of the State. 

Should one degree of longitude be added upon our eastern border, as 
proposed, the total area would be about 100,000 square miles.

The Assessor of Humboldt County estimates the swamp and over- 
flowed land in that county at 158,000 acres; it is, therefore, not improb- 
able that the lands granted to the State will equal at least 5,500,000 
acres, all of which, together with five per cent. of the net proceeds of 
all sales of public lands, made in the State by the General Government, 
by the State Constitution, have been devoted to the cause of education. 
Thus it will be seen that by the munificent liberality of the General 
Government, the State has the material whence can be derived a school 
fund of grand proportions.

Аз во few locations have been made under the Act, probably from 
the high price per acre ($5), and as the Act is to remain in force but 
about one month longer, I would respectfully suggest the propriety of 
extending its operation another year, with the price reduced to $2 per 
acre. | 


IRRIGATION AND RECLAMATION OF LANDS. 


Many millions of acres of land in this State, now comparatively 
worthless, would be valuable if irrigated; and several hundred thousand 
acres of swamp and overflowed land require drainage and protection 
from overflow. - 

The Assessor of Humboldt County estimates that the tillable land in 
that county might be increased at least 150,000 acres, by a system of 
irrigation which would not cost, for the necessary canals and other 
works, more than an average of one dollar per acre. Ofthe swamp and 
overflowed land, he says: “The topography is such that the complete 
reclamation of this land will not require elaborate plans, nor the expen- 
diture of large sums.” “In many cases a system involving the irriga- 
tion of arid land, and the reclamation of land subject to overflow, could 
be adopted.” His remarks are well worth careful consideration. 

The Assessor of Churchill County has also made some important sug- 
gestions. He estimates the damage by * flood and drought," on the 
ranches in the neighborhood of the Lower Sink and “Old River” of 
the Carson at—

W.bich, he says, could have been avoided by the erection of a bulk- 
head or dyke at the head of * Old River" channel, at а, cost not much 
exceeding the additional revenue the State would receive the first 
year after its construction. 'Phere are doubtless other counties to 
which similar remarks would be applicable. 

The Assessor of Washoe County speaks disparagingly of irrigation, 
but proposes no substitute; and as the Author of Nature has provided 
none, it seems to be à necessity, so I would suggest that, like our Puri- 
tan ancestors, we resolve to “submit io his laws until we shall have time 
to make better ones." | 

For the purposes of irrigation, there is upon the western border of 
this State опе of the finest natural reservoirs in the world—Lake Ta- 
hoe—whose waters should be brought in an extensive canal (which 
might serve to float wood and timber to within a moderate distance of 
our mills and mines, for the Comstock and neighboring mines, to the 
lower end of American Flat and the Devil’s Gate), to be spread over 
large plains and deserts, which might thus be made productive. 

As evidence of what may be done in this State, [ would refer to the 
fact that three crops of wheat (the first two good crops) have been raised 
the last year from one sowing, one mile from the heart of Virginia City, 
on Mr. Budleman’s ranch. May we not hope to be as agreeably disap-

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pointed in regard to the soil of our own State, ав we have been in that 
of California? But until much more accurate information shall have 
been obtained, and the facts laid before Congress, it might not be impos- 
sible to obtain a grant of these lands, on condition of reclamation by 
irrigation. It would require the expenditure of many millions of dol- 
lars, but would doubtless be productive of grand results.

FOREST AND TIMBER TREES. 


Another subject for consideration, of по slight importance, 18 the great 
scarcity, or entire absence, of wood and timber in extensive portions of 
the State, and the almost fearful rapidity with which they are disappear- 
ing from portions where now abundant; therefore, “plans and sugges- 
tions for the preservation and increase of forests and timber trees," in- 
stead of presenting subjects for the ridicule of would-be wits, are worthy 
of the carefal consideration of our most scientific and wisest men. 

Таш unable to present a system satisfactory even to myself, and will 
merely suggest that wherever irrigation is practicable, and in many por- 
tions where it is not, many trees of the poplar tribe might thrive. 

T would call attention to “Suggestions” upon this subject Бу“ E. P.,” 
which have been kindly furnished. His and my suggestions are made 
for the purpose of eliciting discussion from parties more competent to 
do the subject justice. 

The Commissioner of the General Land Office, in his report under 
date of October 3d, 1864, under the head of “Timber on Public Lands,” 
speaking more particularly of Nevada, says: “Persons who have in- 
vested in saw-mills, and are reaping large profits from the necessities of 
the settlers, must pay a reasonable tariff per one thousand feet of tim- 
ber sawed, as stumpage, say not less than one-sixth value per one thou- 
sand feet of the manufactured lumber at the mill. his would be mod- 
erate in view of the great demand for timber in the Territory, and but 
consistent with honest principles, that а compensatory return should be 
made for the timber." | 

From the sequel, it appears that “cordwood” “hewn lumber,” “ and 
other timber," are subject to the “reasonable tariff.” This is plucking 
another feather from the goose that lays the golden egg, for this “ tariff” 
does not come out of the large profits of the saw-mill owners, but out of 
the small profits.or large assessments of the mine owners, and just so 
far as it adds to the expense of mining, tends to diminish the amount 
of quartz worked by diminishing the amount that will pay for working. 
The true principle would seem to be to levy no tax that would fall upon 
the poor ones.

REPORTS FROM COUNTY SURVEYORS AND COUNTY ASSESSORS. 


Reports have been received from the following: W. S. Lee (by Benj. 
Edson, Deputy), Assessor of Churchill County; Jas. H. Smith, Assessor 
of Esmeralda County; Hiram Welch, Assessor of Humboldt County ; 
Charles О. Barker, Assessor of Lander County; D. S. Smith (by D. А. 
Armstrong, Deputy), Assessor of Lyon County; Capt. John Day, Sur- 
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veyor of Lyon County; Е. Tagliabue, Stephen Roberts (joint report) 
Surveyor and Assessor of Nye County; Lloyd Frizell, Assessor of Sto- 
rey County ; S. C. Jolley, Assessor of Washoe County. 

No reports have been received from Douglas, Ormsby or Roop coun- 
ties, and no reports from County Surveyors, except from those of Lyon 
and Nye counties. | 
. All of these reports are valuable, and in my opinion should be printed 
and circulated generally ; yet most of them are deficient in many re- 
spects, which, to some extent, may have been unavoidable. Some re- 
ceived no circulars, others did not receive them in time, which will be 
avoided this year, for circulars have already been gent to Assessors and 
Surveyors—also to County Commissioners—with an urgent request that 
they will insist on a strict compliance with the Act in relation to the col- 
lection of statistics. 

Assessors have complained that provision is not made to pay them for 
all the labor required. If this Бе so, it would seem but just to remedy 
the defect. 

Evidently no provision js made for paying County Surveyors, and 
should be remedied. In-order that a comparison may be made between 
the requirements and the performance, a copy of the circular to County 
Surveyors ig transmitted. А 

The circular to County Assessors was the same except that it was 
dated April 24, 1865, and did not contain the portions included in 
brackets. Most of these reports will be found interesting reading to all 
interested in the condition and prosperity of Nevada. 

Т have prepared an abstract of the most important part of their con- 
tents, but find it too lengthy, so I will merely call attention here to a 
few points. 

The Assessor of Esmeralda reports a falling off in work in the mines, 
in consequence of “litigation and insecurity of title,’ and expresses the 
hope that the Legislature will pass a law defining what shall consti:ute 
abandonment of a claim. Many think these old titles have been a great 
curse to the State, and should become void sometime prior to the Day 
of Judgment. 

- The Surveyor of Lyon calls attention to the statutes requiring amend- 
ments. 

The Surveyor and Assessor of Nye make some sensible and true re- 
marks about the expense of determining longitude accurately ; and 1 
would here suggest the economy of adopting natural objects for county 
boundaries, rather than meridians of longitude or parallels of latitude. 

The Assessor of Storey recommends an amendment to the Revenue 
Law. ,

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STATISTICAL NOTES. 


CHURCHILL COUNTY. 

Thirty thousand acres of natural hay land. The mountains and val- 
leys in all the mountain ranges afford an excellent quality,and abundant 
quantity, of nutritious bunch grass. Loss of hay from overflow and 
drought is estimated at 1,000 tons, at $40 per ton. Loss on barley, 300 
tons, at $120 per ton. Other losses on Old River from same cause, $15,- 
000. Two salt marshes, extending over 19,000 acres, besides others, 
which furnish good salt. Large deposits of soda and sulphur. Three 
mills in course of erection, at a total cost of $375,000, with fifty stamps, 
will commence work in the spring. 


ESMERALDA COUNTY. 


All the mills in this county work by wet crushing. Number of boil- 
ers given in the Assessor's report, four, one of which is а double boiler. 
Number of pans from nine mills, 146, consisting of 48 Wheeler's and 98 
Wakelies. Number of separators from five mills, 25, 17 of them Whee- 
ler’s. Ten batteries contained in nine mills; one of the batteries is 


Howland’s rotary battery. One ten-stamp mill at Silver Peak crushes ` 


ten tons per day, and employs sixty men. Lumber $30 to $40 per М; 
wood, $5 to $7 per cord; barley, 5 to 6 cents per pound; potatoes, 6 to 
8 cenis; butcher’s meat (beef), wholesale price, 6 to 7 cents— retail, 8 to 
15 cents. One saw mill worked by water. Four toll roads, abóut 125 
miles in length. The county produces plumbago, coal, fire clay, salt in 
abundance, alum and lime rock. Total valuation of real and personal 
property in the county for 1864, was $1,518,010. "The total indebtedness 
of the county, $22,000. 


HUMBOLDT COUNTY. 


Tillable land, 150,000 acres; by irrigation, might be raised to 300,000 
acres. Grazing lands, 640,000 acres. Blue joint, clover, and other nu- 
tritious grasses grow in great abundance on the hills. Barley, 300 
acres, 12,000 bushels; wheat, 5 acres, 150 bushels; potatoes, 50 acres, 
10,500 bushels. The average prices are: Wheat, $6; barley, $5; pota- 
toes, $8 per bushel. Sulphur is found in large quantities in а pure state. 
Salt springs and salt deposits are also to be found in various parts. 
Limestone is one of the principal rocks in this section of the State. 
Humboldt Canal, in course of construction, is to be ninety miles long, 
fifteen feet wide, and three feet деер; the dam, and thirty miles of canal, 
have been completed ; the cost is less than $1,000 per mile.

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ы WASHOE COUNTY. 


Several large ditches have been constructed in this county; the Dex- 
ter Ditch, with a width of five feet at the bottom and seven at the top, 
and a depth of two feet, constructed at a cost of $15,000; the Washoe 
Consolidated Company Ditch is three and one half miles long, ten feet 
wide at the bottom, and fourteen feet wide at the top, and three in depth. 
Price of hay, $25 per ton at place of production; wheat raised, 23 tons; 
barley, 100 tons; oats, 125 tons; potatoes, 1,478 tons; other vegetables,

MAPS OF THE STATE. 


It has been made the duty of the Surveyor-General, * when required 
by law," to “make an accurate map of the State, also to survey the 
boundaries of the several counties and incorporated cities and towns in . 
the State, and to designate the same upon the State map; and, when 
ealled upon by the County Commissioners, it is his duty to survey any 
county boundary line or portion of the same." 

It has been made the duty of the County Surveyors to transmit, when 
саПед upon, to the Surveyor-General, copies of field-notes and plats of 
their official surveys. | 

ТЕ has ho glice made the “ duty of all railroad and foll companies, 
to file in the office of the Surveyor-General complete topographical maps 
of the roads And the country through which their roads may run.” 

Searcely any attention has been paid to the above requirements by 
County Surveyors or Railroad or Toll Road Companies, which is to be 
regretted, for they are admirable provisions so far as they go; but some-, 
thing further is necessary. 

First, it is recommended that а law be passed requiring the construc- 
tion of an accurate map of the State.- Second, a penalty should be at- 
tached to the failure of County Surveyors to comply with their duties 
prescribed by law, but a fair compensation should be allowed for every 
duty imposed. Third, the present law does not define the time at which 
topographical maps of railroads and toll roads shall be filed in this office, 
nor does it affix a penalty for non-compliance with this requirement. It 
is therefore recommended that the law be so amended as to require to- 
pographical maps and profiles of all toll-roads now in operation—also of 
all railroads and toll-roads now surveyed—to be filed in this office within 
three months from the passage of this proposed amendment; also that 
railroad companies, whose routes are not yet surveyed, be required to 
file their maps and profiles within three months from the completion of 
the maps and profiles, or of the surveys; also, that all toll-road compa- 
nies, not now in operation, be required to file the same within three 
months from the completion of maps and profiles, or surveys, and before 
they be entitled to collect toll. A severe penalty should be attached to 
a non-compliance with thelaw sufficient to cover the expense of obtaining 


- such maps and profiles. 


The adoption of the above suggestions would secure valuable material 


- for a correct map of the State. 
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The Surveyor-General should Бе authorized to obtain copies of the 
United States Township Plats, at an expense not to exceed dollars 
each, to be used in compiling the State map, and in the selection of land 
belonging to the State. This office ought to be furnished with a copy of 
Maps and Field Notes of the State Boundary Survey. 

It is believed that in case a further survey of the State boundary, or 
surveys of county boundaries, should be deemed necessary, that such 
surveys should be made under the supervision of the Surveyor-General, 
except he be disqualified by incompetency, or by some.other cause, and 
such surveys should always be made with the view of obtaining all the 
data practicable for the State map,.every line surveyed being used trig- 
onometrically to determine the position of, and locating upon, the map, 
the topographical features of the adjoining county. | 

For the survey of county boundaries an appropriation of eight thou- 
sand dollars ($8,000) is recommended. It is “also recommended that in 
any county boundary survey, the counties interested be required to de- 
fray half the expense. An appropriation of two thousand dollars ($2,000) 
is recommended to defray the expense of employing a draughtsman in 
compiling the State map. 

Any attempt at a geological survey of the State would be almost abor- 
tive, except so far as it might ђе based upon an accurate map, at least, 
of those portions examined.

7 COUNTY ROADS. 


A good common road system is certainly not one of the least desirable 
objects to be obtained by ‘judicious legislation. To attain this object, the 
first step frequently taken has been to levy a poll tax of labor, and the 
result has beeri а miserable failure, and to render road making (во called) 
in many of the Atlantie States and in California а ridiculous, but not 
harmless farce. In Nevada, we can searcely be said to have a common 
road system. Nearly all are toll roads; and while this system may have 
been searcely avoidable, yet it is believed that it should be replaced by a 
good common or publie road system as rapidly as may be consistent with | 
rights acquired by toll road companies. 

It has been customary to attempt to construct roads wholly by a poll 
tax, which is inexpedient and unjust—inexpedient, because the poll tax 
to be sufficient must be enormous and oppressive—unjust, because the 
value of property is vastly increased by the construction and-improve- 
ment of roads. А property tax is therefore recommended, and as every 
individual is benefitted also, as he in consequence obtains the necessaries 
of life at a cheaper rate, a poll tax ought also to be collected; but it is 
believed that property is the source whence should be derived the greater 
portion of the road tax, and that it would be more just than at present 
if the poll tax for road purposes should be reduced to two dollars, and a 
property tax levied to make up the deficiency. After a road is con- 
structed, the fairest way to collect funds to keep it in repair would be 
to collect toll from all travelers upon it, and doaway with both property 
and poll taxes. | 

No tax (unless we except the tax for educational purposes and that levied 
by the General Government) should be paid more willingly, and none 
will return more abundant pecuniary rewards to the tax payer under a _ 
good road system; yet none perhaps has been paid less willingly, and 
none perhaps been expended less judiciously in other States. How, then, 


shall we secure а judicious expenditure of the money raised? Evidently 
by having roads properly laid out and constructed. They are properly 
laid out when upon the shortest, most level, and most economical route; 
in brief, upon the best route, all things considered; but to consider all 
things, and to select the best route in the location of a common road, 18 
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by no means во easy ав many suppose. 


Dr. Lardner says: Г do not know that I could suggest any one prob- 
lem to be proposed to an engineer, which would require а greater exer- 
tion of scientific skill and practical knowledge, than laying out a road." 
Неге, as elsewhere, “Fools rush in where angels fear to tread." 
should in all eases be laid out by skillful civil engineers, and not by them 
without а survey, including the taking of levels, ав well as the bearings 
and distances ; for no man is competent to select the best possible route 
for а road without the use of a leveling instrument of some kind, because 
а change of grade so slight as scarcely to be perceptible to the naked eye 


may increase or diminish the force of traction fifty per cent. 


Few,if any, who have not examined the subject professionally, are 


fully aware of the great advantages of easy grades. 


The following data are extracted from Gillespie's * Roads and Rail- 
roads," a standard work, the substance of which should be in the hands 
or “head” of every one who attempts to lay out and construct roads:

The opposite system has been to have “ viewers" appointed, who gen- 
erally know next to nothing of the business they attempt (and such are 
apt to think they know all about it), and have no professional reputation 
to lose, who wish the road to run near their pig-pen or chicken-house, re- 
gardless of the interests of the publie; the consequence of which has 
been elsewhere that the State adopting such a system has been cursed 
with many public highways, fit only for highwaymen to travel, laid out

ts of experiments. The question of 
grades 18 but one of many that ought to be considered in laying out 
roads—such as the form and material of road bed, system of drainage, 
amount of traffic and whence derived, etc., and the propositions that a 
skillful civil engineer is the most competent to discuss and decide. These 
questions should be doubted by those only who doubt that a skillful mil- 
itary man should be employed to command large armies, a skillful phy- 
sician and surgeon to take charge of a hospital, a man learned in the 


* 
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and partially constructed on routes upon which good roads never can be ~ 
made, and must be ultimately abandoned, and at an expense sufficient to 
have constructed good roads upon the proper routes. М 

The County Surveyor, who should be a civil engineer, should be chief 
engineer of roads, and have general bupervision of the same, and should, 
as early as practicable, submit an apportionment of the road fund, made 
оп а proper basis (reserving a portion for contingencies) to the Board of 
County Commissioners for their approval; should survey all unsuryeyed 
roads in the county ; should lay out all new roads, and make maps and 
profiles of the same; also plans for bridges, etc.; an estimate of cost of 
improvement required or of construction; amount of traffic, specifica- 
tions, ебе.; and, when approved by the Commissioners, should proceed, 
under proper restrictions, to effect the proposed improvements.  Exten- 
sive works should be constructed by contract to the acceptance of the 
engineer. Copies of the plans, profiles, specifications, estimates, etc., as 
well as the actual cost of construction by items; also, the maps, made to 
some convenient scale to be designated by the Surveyor-General to secure 
uniformity, embracing the topography of as much of the surrounding. 
country as circumstances would permit; should be furnished to this 
office. Data of great value could be thus obtained. _ 

In view of the disposition exhibited elsewhere to reduce salaries and 
dees of offices requiring in their incumbents scientific knowledge and 
practical skill, to be acquired only by many years of theoretical and 
practical training, I would suggest that the compensation should be such 
as to induce skillful civil engineers to desire the office of County Sur- 
veyor and Engineer ; also, that none should be required to render service 
without fair compensation ; for the cases will be rare in which the State 
or counties will secure the services of competent and honest men atrates 
far below those to be obtained in a private capacity. 

Should the above proposed system not be substantially adopted, I. am 
decidedly of the opinion that the next best thing to be done would be 
to grant franchises to road companies all over the State, requiring them. 
to construct good roads, which we will never have under the “viewer” 
and poll tax system. 


! VIRGINIA AND TRUCKEE RAILROAD. 


The Legislature of 1864-5 granted а franchise to a company to con- 
struct a railroad from Virginia City tothe Truckee River, with a branch . 
to Carson City. The company immediately placed an engineering party 
in the field, at the head of which was I. E. James, who was assisted by 
В. H. Strech, both competent and reliable engineers, who at once pro- 
ceeded to make the preliminary and locating surveys, maps and profiles, 
estimates, etc., etc. The corporators then made strenuous exertions to 
secure the necessary capital to prosecute the work. The mining corpo- 
rations of Storey County were solicited to aid the enterprise, and ex- 
pressed a willingness to do so, but never did, because of the immense 
depreciation in the value of their property. 

The company have expended abont $12,000 in making surveys, maps, 
profiles, etc., ind express a willingness to assign the charter to any раг- 
ties willing and competent to construct the work. The length of the 
road from Virginia to the Truckee is about forty miles. The maximum 
grade is seventy-two feet per mile. At least half the distance, the grade 
does not exceed twenty fect to the mile, while many miles are level 
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The road completed and equipped for business it is estimated will cost 
$3,774,038. The gross income is estimated at $2,306,251. The estimate 
of revenue is based upon the actual business of 1864, in freight and pas- 
sengers, over the route of the railroad, performed by teams and stages, 
the prices reduced to half the present prices. Of course we must anti- 
cipate the usual increase of business. 

It is to be desired that every encouragement will be given to this en- 
terprise, for it is a well established fact that vast quantities of ores, not 
sufficiently rich to pay for working at present prices, could be worked 
with profit at such reduced prices as we are justified in anticipating from 
the construction of this railroad, and such other reductions as а уенг or 
two will naturally effect. It would doubtless be a splendid investment 
for the stockholders. It has been suggested by І. E. James that a road 
to answer the purpose might be constructed with a three and a half foot 
gauge, for $1,500,000, which would pay for itself ina year. Such a road 
has been constructed, and is now in successful operation, in Queensland, 
Australia, and such a road might, and perhaps ought to be, constructed 
from here to the Mississippi Valley before five years shall have‘ passed 
away. , 


MECHANICAL INVENTIONS. 


In the Appendix may be found a description of Hochholzera and Den- 
ver's * Frame for Mining Timbers," with which three men perform the 
labor of from twenty to thirty carpenters. 

There will also be found a description of Berry, Hochholzers and 
Denver's * Safety Cage," which is worthy of attention, not only for the 
remedy it provides in ease of the breaking of the rope or cable to 
which the eage is attached, but also for the protection which the “ iron 
shield " offers to human life. 

There will also be found J. E. Clayton's description of a model of a 
new quartz mill, invented by Col. John A. Collins. From the high opin- 
ion expressed by Mr. Clayton, as well as from а cursory examination of 
a model, I should consider the invention well worthy of examination 
and a fair experimental test. Every invention calculated to render hu- 
mán life more safe, or the working of our mines or mills less expensive, 
should doubtless be encouraged. 

In the Sacramento Union of December 26th, 1865, is an article copied 
from the Chicago Tribune, giving an account of what appears to be one 
of the most valuable and important inventions of modern times. Ire- 
fer to the *Super-Heated Steam Generator” of E. Danford, of Genoa, 

The following extracts are taken from the article referred to : 


« Recently Danford's machine was tested against a fifteen horse power 
engine, with locomotive flue boiler, eight-inch cylinder and fifteen-inch 
stroke. The same engineer attended to each, and weighed the coal and 
measured the water. The trial lasted three days. The work was grind- 
ing corn, and the following was the result: 


Fifteen Horse Engine Boiler. 'Danford's Generator. 
Fire surface................ .910 feet. | Fire surface.................. 221 feet. 
Pressure per inch.......... 40 Ibs. | Pressure per inch......... .110 lbs.

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“These figures tell their own story. With one fourteenth part of 
the fire surface, thirty-three per cent. more labor was done by Danford’s 
little generator than was accomplished by a fifteen horse poaver locomo- 
tive boiler, and that, too, with one half the consumption of fuel. Dan- 
ford's Generator actually got twenty horse power work out of an engine 
built for a five or six horse power boiler. Twenty-five: gallons of water 
in the form of super-heated steam proved to be thirty-three per cent. 
more powerful than eighty gallons of water in the shape, of saturated 
steam." 


The foregoing facts are of vast importance, pecuniarily, to the people 
of this State, but a far weightier fact is, that with Danford’s Generator 
we no longer employ а chained demon, ready at any unguarded moment 
to burst his bonds and overwhelm his would-be master with destruction, 
but an obedient servant, tamed and domesticated ; and this almost mirac- 
ulous metamorphosis accomplished simply by letting the water into 
the boiler no faster than it is required to be converted into steam. 

This “new motive power,” as it is called, appears to have the confi- 
dence of competent judges in the Atlantic States, and prudence would 
seem to dictate that it should be introduced into our State atthe earliest 
practicable moment. A few thousand dollars offered to the introducer 
(in case he be successful in applying it) by the State might hasten its in- 
troduction. - 

The following is а brief abstract of a summing up of its good qualities 
by a “competent gentleman :” 

« ist. Itis perfectly safe. By its use, steam explosions become per- 
fectly impossible. 

“2d. It is exceedingly durable. 

“3d. The economy of weight and speed is very great, amounting in 
the aggregate to at least fifty per cent. over boilers. 

«4th. The saving of water is two thirds or more. ^ 

« Sth. ’ The saving in fuel is at least one half over an ordinary boiler 
engine.” 

The Scientific American “throws cold water” upon Danford’s Gene- 
rator, but appears to know nothing of the facts in the case—so we may 
still hope it will prove a success. | 


DISCOVERY OF SILVER IN NEVADA. x 


In 1852, H. B. and E. A. Grosch, or Grosh, (sons of A. B. Grosh, a 
Universalist clergyman of considerable note and editor of a Universa- 
list paper at Utica, N. Y.), educated metallurgists, came to the then Ter- 
ritory, and the same or the following year engaged in placer mining in 
‚ Gold Cañon, near the site of Silver City, and continued there until 1857, 
when, so far as I can learn, they first discovered silver ore, which was 
found in a quartz vein (probably the one now owned by the Kossuth 
Gold and Silver Mining Company), on which the Grosh brothers had a 
location. Shortly after the discovery, in the same year, one of the 
brothers accidentally wounded himself with a pick, from the effects of 
which he soon died, and the other brother went to California, where he 
died early in 1858, which probably prevented tho valuable nature of 
their discovery from becoming known. In the meantime, placer mining 


was carried on to considerable extent in various localities, principally in 
Gold Caüon. 
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‘In 1857, Joe Kirby and others commenced placer mining in Six-Mile 
Сайоп, about half a mile below where the Ophir works now are, and 
worked at intervals with indifferent success until 1859. On the 22d of 
February, 1858, the first quartz claim was located in the Virginia Mining 
District, on the “Virginia Croppings,” by James Finney, generally 
known as “Old Virginia,” from whom the city of Virginia and the 
croppings have taken their name. This must be considered the first lo- 
cation of the Comstock Lode (unless we consider the Kossuth claim as 
upon one branch of the Comstock, which may be not impossible in case 
we adopt the one lode system, for the lode is about one hundred feet in 
thickness, and its strike would take it to the eastern slope of Mount 
Davidson), as explorations prove, as I have been informed, the Virginia 
croppings to be the outcrop of the western portion of the Comstock. 

The discovery of rich deposits of silver ore was not made until June, 
1859, when Peter O'Reilly and Patrick McLaughlin, while engaged in 
gold washing on what is now the ground of the Ophir Mining Company, 
and near the south line of the Mexican Company’s claim, uncovered a 
rich vein of sulphuret of silver, in an excavation made for the purpose 
of collecting water to use in their rockers in washing for gold. This 
discovery being on ground claimed at the time by Kirby and others, 
Comstock was employed to purchase their claim, whereby Comstock’s 
name has been given to this great lode, by which those entitled to the 
credit of its discovery, have been defrauded—a transaction, to compare 
small things with great, as discreditable as that by which Americus Ves- 
pucius bestowed his name upon the Western Continent, an honor due 
alone to the great Columbus. 
` From this discovery resulted the marvelous growth of Nevada. Im- 
mediately the lode was claimed for miles; an unparalleled excitement 
followed, and miners and capitalists came in great numbers to reap a 
share of the reported wealth. The few hardy prospectors, exploring the 
mountains for hidden wealth, soon counted their neighbors by thousands; 

_вооп walked along miles of busy streets called into existence by the 
throng of adventurers, and soon prospectors were ransacking almost 
every part of the (at present) State of Nevada in search of silver lodes.

The above claims contain 22,258 feet, and deducting 700 feet for the 
north part of the Utah, and 2,100 feet for the south part of the Balti- 
more American, unexplored, there will be left 19,458 feet, or a little 
more than 3% miles as the extent to which the Comstock lode has been 


partially explored.

The table exhibits the fact that from a point 400 feet north of the 
American mine to the south end of the Utah claim, a distance of nearly 
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one mile, about four fifths of the distance (3,980 feet out of 5,084 feet) is 
entirely unexplored, and the owners are as ignorant to-day of the value of 
their claims as they were when the locations were made. The same re- 

| would be partially applicable to the lode south of the Overman 
works. 

The foregoing statements are based on the assumption that the lode 
developed by the companies north of the Ophir—also that developed 
south of the segregated Belcher—are the Comstock—an assumption on 
my part, from the fact that several of the mines I have never been in, 
and it ig nearly two years since I have been in the others, and it was not 
then a proven fact.. 

It is impossible to give a total yield of ores from the various claims 
upon the Comstock lede since its discovery, as but few companies have 
kept records of the amount raised. ' 

Тһе “dead work" (i. e, shafts, wings, tunnels, and excavations, not 
in pay ore) of the Gould & Curry Company equals about 12,750 lineal 
feet (about 2% miles), with an average cross sectional area of thirty feet, 
or about 14,167 cubic yards. " 

The companies enumerated above: have excavated about 28 miles of 
tunnels and drifts, and about 53 miles of shafts, wings and inclines, ex- 
elusive of stopes on ore chimneys, which will amount at least to as much 
more, giving a total of at least 674 miles. 

The longest tunnel penetrating the Comstock lode is. the Latrobe, 
9,200 feet in length, in а straight line, besides various branches, which 
was commenced in February, 1861, and is still being driven ahead. The 
above mentioned companies have 44 hoisting and pumping engines, 

whieh will probably average between 30 and 40 horse power, and give 
an aggregate of more than 1,500 horse power. The mines of the Com- 
stock employ 76 mills for reducing their ores, with an aggregate сара- 
city for crushing 1800 tons daily, some of which are 14 miles from the 
mines, the ore being transported on wagons, 

There is consumed annually by these companies about 22,265 cords of 
wood, at a cost not far from $16 per cord, and a total cost of more than 
one third of a million of dollars; and they use about 15,504,120 feet, 
board measure, of timber and lumber, all of which must be transported 
long distances on wagons, at a cost of about $10 per M, or a total cost of 
nearly two thirds of a million of dollars. Thus for wood and timber we 
have a total annual cost of one million of dollars. 

[For the historical portion, and much of thé statistical portion, of the 
above, concerning the discovery of silver and the Comstock, I am most- 
ly indebted to I. E. James, C. Е. I am alsoindebted to him for portions 
of the sequel, and considerably indebted to other gentlemen, whom I am 
not at liberty to name.] 

The yield of the Comstock lode for the year 1865 was nearly thirteen 
and a half millions of dollars; and this lode has been, and is, the prin- 
cipal source of revenue to Ше State; fivesixths of the taxable property 
having been within the limits of Storey, Washoe, Lyon, Ormsby, and 
Douglas counties, which depend, for nearly all their business, direetly or in- 
directly, on the Comstock lode, which has proved itselfone of the richest 
mineral deposits in the world. That it is a true fissure vein, extending 
down into the crust of the earth, far beyond depths possible to be ex- 
plored by man, appears to be the opinion of those most competent to 
decide the question. So far as Iam able to judge, the Comstock lode 
resembles more nearly the great vein of Guanaxuato, the Veta Madre, 
the mother vein or champion lode, as the Cornish miners would call it, 
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than any other of which I have read. Prof. Whitney, in his “Metallic 
Wealth of the United States," 1854, speaking of this great lode, says: 
“This vein, the richest and most developed in the world probably, 
widens out sometimes to nearly 200 feet. The deepest shaft had, in 
1854, penetrated about 2,000 feet beneath the surface.” 

From an elaborate article furnished by gentlemen who seem to have 
given the subject great attention, I extract the following concerning the 
Comstock lode: “It is a true fissure vein, the bottom of which can never 
be reached.by man, and arguing from the analogy of similar veins at 
Potosi, in Bolivia, Cerro Pasco, in Peru, the Veta Madre, at Guanajuato, 
and the wide lode at Zacatecas, its great metallic wealth will never be 
exhausted. Those four great fissure deposits have been worked for 
more than two centuries, and they have produced more than $2,500,000,- 
000 (twenty-five hundred millions of dollars.) The mines of Potosi, 
though opened 320 years ago, and though they have yielded more than 


* $1,000,000,000, are not yet exhausted, апі have never, even for a single, 


week, ceased to pour out their great streams of treasure. But Potosi, 
with all its magnificent mineral wealth, never produced more than 
$10,000,000 per year, while the Comstock lode produces $13,000,000. 
Mexico, the great fountain of silver, heretofore considered the richest 
and most extensive argentiferous region of the world, during its most 
flourishing period—from 1795 to 1810—produced on an average only 
$22,000,000 per annum from a thousand productive mines, The Com- 
stock lode, though a very late discovery, stands far above any other sil- 
ver lode of ancient or modern times. Its yield now surpasses the entire 
silver production of South America, or of any other country, save Mex- 
ico, and with time, experience, and the best of management, might be 
made to rival that. These facts must be kept in view if we wish to ap- 
preciáte the greatness. and the permanence of the mining interest, which 
is the nueleus of our State." AP 

Work in earnest upon the Comstock lode commenced about five years 
ago, and its total yield is probably about $45,000,000, including the fol- 
lowing sums exported as the production of a few leading mines, up to 
the 1st of September, 1865.:

It has been estimated that five or six other companies have taken out 
more than a million dollars each, and about two dozen other companies 
have taken out small sums. 

In a preceding table will be found the depth, exact or approximate, 
to which forty-six mines have been worked, several of which I believe 
to be too small, yet the figures, as given, show an average depth of about 
500 feet. These depths are so great that the pumping of the water, and 
the hoisting of the ore, are two of the main sources of expense, which! 
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will continue to increase with the increase of depth, шй. an abandon- 
ment of the mines will become a necessity. To put off this evil day va- 
rious projects have been devised. 
_ And now I approach a subject о? immense importance to all interest- 
ed, directly or indirectly, in the Comstock lode; yet so much indiffer- 
ence, not to say stupidity, has been exhibited in the matter, that it 
ig rather with the wish, than the hope, of accomplishing anything that 
I write. The Gold Hill Tunneling Company are running a tunnel, and 
have cennected.with some of the works, and are running to connect 
with others at Gold Hill for drainage. 

The Assessor of Storey County calls attention to the Gold Hill and 
Virginia tunnel, which was projected by himself, and was surveyed by 
me in March, 1862, which, allowing a grade of one foot in five hundred, 
will drain Gold Hill five hundred and seventy feet below the top of the 
Imperial (Alta) shaft.

' The longest distance that need be run from any one пера. is about 580 
feet (half the distance between the Belcher and Crown Point shaft), 
which could be run in six months, if not in three, and the total expense 
of connecting the end of the funnel with the Imperial (Alta) shaft should 
not exceed $100, 000. Thus may be seen that it would drain nearly to 
the bottom of the deepest working in Gold Hill, and, if continued, would 
drain nearly to the bottom of the Brown shaft, or over 800 feet below 
the Gould & Curry croppings. 

This, however, would afford but temporary relief. Permanent relief 
can be found alone in a project like that of the 


GREAT SUTRO DRAIN TUNNEL. 


Some facts concerning this grand enterprise will be found in the re- 
port of the County Surveyor of Lyon County. That its construction is 
an absolute necessity, must be considered by all who believe that we 
have not already obtained the cream of the Comstock lode. The tunnel 
projected by A. Sutro, Esq., is intended to drain the Comstock 2,000 feet 
below the Gould & Curry croppings, nearly 1,200 feet lower than the 
Gold Hill and Virginia tunnel, and the same distance below the present 
bottom of the Brown shaft; more than 1,550 feet lower than the Latrobe 
tunnel, and about 550 feet below the surface of Washoe Lake, and nearly 
1,200 feet below the present workings in the Gold Hill claim. 


E: | 


So far as I have been able to learn, the facts concerning this tunnel 
are as follows: The mines of Virginia City and Gold Hill are so situated 
that a tunnel сап Бе run from the mouth of Webber Cañon, about three 
and one half miles distant. Intervening eaüons, about three-fourths of 
a mile apart, offer opportunities for making four shafts, which will be, 
respectively, 443, 980, 1,360 and 1,486 feet in depth. It is proposed to 
earry on the work simultaneously from the mouth of the tunnel, and in 
both directions from all the shafts, so soon as.they can be sunk. The 
character of the rock is considered favorable for a tunnel; in some 
places a little harder, in others a Jittle softer, than would be desired ; 
but there is no mining tunnel of equal length in rock more favorable for 
the purpose. The formation of the country is such that the mouth of the 
tunnel must Бе near the mouth of Webber Cañon; from any other point 
the length and expense would be greater, and the depth less. | 

I believe it has been estimated that the tunnel might be run, under 
the most favorable circumstances, in two and a half years. This, if not 
impossible, I believe will be found impracticable. Five years will probably 
be required, with vigorous prosecution, which is one of the most urgent 
reasons why there should be no unnecessary delay іп 168 commencement, 
for before that time shall have expired, the mines will have been worked 
» а depth at which nearly all of their present machinery will be use- 

ess. 

I regret that I cannot give the expense of hoisting and pumping upon 
the Comstoek lode, and here I would suggest the necessity of mining 
companies keeping account of the various items of their expenses, and 
the immense value they would be in the present instance, and in esti- 
mating the value of other enterprises. 


IMPROVEMENTS ON THE MINES. 


The improvements, chiefly engines, hoisting works and pumps, at the 
shafts of the following mines, 26 in number, viz: Overman, Sides, Ophir, 
Gould & Curry, Uncle Sam, Savage, Yellow Jacket, Consolidated, Seg- 
regated Belcher, Hale & Norcross, Belcher, Sierra Nevada, Best & Belcher, 
Crown Point, Exchequer, Utah, Bacon, Imperial, North American, Cen- 
tral, Mexican, Challenge, Apple & Bates, Eclipse, Alpha, and Confidence, 
have been estimated to have cost over $1,500,000. 

The machinery is constantly subject to wear and breakage, and Ше. 
increasing depth of the mines will require constant increase in the power 
of machinery. The old shafts will become useless and must be aban- 
doned, from eaving, or from the lode dipping too far from them, unless 
it should change its dip at greater depths. We may estimate the cost 
of hoisting and pumping apparatus now on the ground at $1,500,000, 
and the annual expense of additions and repairs at $500,000. 


қ - COST OF PUMPING. 


Besides the cost of machinery, we must take into consideration the 
labor and firewood necessary for steam engines. The following bas been 
. furnished by a friend: 

“The quantity of ore hoisted during the quarter ending 30th last Sep- 
tember, was 71,000 tons, and four times ав mucb—284,000 tons—is about 
the weight of ore that must be hoisted annually,-with a probable increase 
as the expenses of extraction and reduction fall, and the poorer ones 
offer a profit to the mine owner. The quantity of water that is now 
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pumped up from the mines cannot he ascertained ; no record is kept; 
nearly every mine of note has its pump, which usually stands idle part 
of the day; in the deep and more extensive works, the pumps work: 
night and day. The Best & Belcher and Hale & Norcross, each, during 
portions of last summer, pumped 15,000 gallons of water per hour. 
The Gould & Curry pump has a capacity of 25,000 gallons per hour. 

* For a long time, the works of the Ophir and Mexican mines were 
flooded in spite of all the efforts of powerful pumps. Such has been the 
case with other mines. It has been estimated, and I think without ex- 
travagance, that at 1,800 feet the quantity of water in the Comstock 
Lode will be 480,000 gallons per hour, and the cost of pumping it up 
would be at least $4,000,000, of which expense about one fifth would be 
. the interest on cost of machinery.” 

Captain Taylor, formerly Superintendent of the Best & Belcher mine, 
‘estimates the daily expense of pumping 15,000 gallons of water рег 
hour, from a depth of 270 feet, as follows:

Per day, or $32,120 per year. ' 

Yet more than a dozen great pumps were at work on the lode at the 
same time, and the friend quoted above says: “ We cannot estimate the 
present expense of draining the Comstock Lode at less than $400,000 
per year." ` 

One of the objections to drainage by pumping is the frequent occur- 
rence of accidents—the engine may break, the pipes may burst, the 
shaft may cave іп and break the connections, or subterranean reservoirs 
may be tapped and the mine flooded, causing great delay and serious 
damage to the mine. | 


VENTILATION. 


Good ventilation is very important. In illy ventilated mines, the 
workmen аге sickly; the heat, foul air, and mud interfere with their 
work, and the moisture causes the wood to rot with fearful rapidity. I 
have been frequently in mines surveying, when the air was^so bad that 
it would take days to recover from the ill effects of inhaling the foul at- 
mosphere but for a few hours perhaps. What then must be the effects 
resulting from weeks, months, and even years, of breathing such pesti- 
lential vapors. Surely, such trifling with human life should be avoided. 

In 1864, nearly 16,000,000 feet (board measure) of timber,.at a cost of 
nearly $640,000 was used for the Comstock mines,and there are now 
probably 50,000,000 feet (board measure) within the same. It has been 
said that more has been used in the Gould & Curry mine than in building 
Virginia City. 

Whether this 50,000,000 feet of lumber, with the 15,000,000 to be 
added annually, is to last eight or ten years, ог rot in three or four, 
depends on good or bad ventilation, and with this tunnel it could be far

better than without. It has been estimated that four fifths who die in 
mines are victims of bad air. Е 

The exploration of Ше lode will proceed more rapidly and at less ех- 
pense with than without the tunnel. In fact, when all drainage is by 
pumping, the company going deepest must bear the great expense of 
pumping their own water and that of its neighbors; thus а severe pen- 
alty is attached to enterprise. I know one company at least ruined by 
prosecuting their work contending against water, while their neighbor 
stopped work and did nothing. There are doubtless many similar cases. 
Hereafter this game of “drown out” will become more frequent as the 
expense of drainage increases. ; | 

Considerations like the above have convinced mining engineers of the 
importance of drain tunnels in all cases where large veins of rich ore, 
extending to great depths, have been found. The Harz Silver Mines are 
drained to a depth of 1,200 feet by a tunnel fourteen milesin length. A 
tunnel is nearly complete to cut the Freiberg silver veins 1,300 feet be- 
low the surface to be eight miles long, and the engineers have recom- 
mended another 500 feet lower, to be twenty-four miles in length; yet 
the Freiberg mines are considered models for management, and do not 
produce one tenth as much of the precious metals as the Comstock does. 

All the authors of high repute, who have written about the mines of 
Mexico and Peru, have complained of the neglectful and incompetent 
management by which many of the best mines have been left without 
proper drainage, and therefore have been at last abandoned. If we turn 
to the pages of Humboldt, Ward, Dupont, and Villefasse, we find in all 
of them statements of the wonderful richness of the mines, followed by 
comments on the wonderfal folly of the mine owners. Among many 
blunders, that of allowing the water to fill a mine is the greatest. Water 
is the mine's most dangerous enemy, and the tunnel is the only protec- 
tion against it. 


JOINT STOCK СОМРАКТЕВ. 


The Comstock mines are subject to some unfortunate conditions. 
They are owned by incorporated companies, with numerous stockhold- 
ers, who are mostly non-residents, who have no familiarity with silver 
mining, and who do not consider themselves ав permanently interested 
in ihe mines or ihe State, since they may sell their stock in the market 
any day. Many purchase not for dividends, but to sell at an advance. 
The chief problem with a largo class has been, not to work the ore, but 
to bull and bear the stock. “When а bulling operation was in progress, 
the Superintendent would write glowing letters; rich rock, selected, 
perhaps, from a large mass of poorer material, would be sent to mills; 
debts would be incurred, to be paid in the future, and large dividends 
would be declared. If a bearing operation was in eontemplation, the 
rich deposits would be avoided, the rock sent to the mills would prove 
to be very poor; assessments would be levied to pay off the debts of the 
company ; suits would be commenced against it, and every device that 
would discourage stockholders would be adopted.” 

The above extract contains some truth. The great decline іп the 
price of stocks of our leading mines, such as the Gould & Curry, to but 
about one seventh its ргісо іп 1863 ; Savage about one fifth; Ophir one 
eighth, and many othersin alike proportion, accompanied by a decrease 
in the assessment of Storey County from $15,000,000, in 1864, to $7,000,- 
000, in 1865, furnishes an admonition shat should not be disregarded. 
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One source of trouble is about exhausted. The vast expenses of litiga- 
tion, which have so nearly destroyed the county, are nearly at an end. 
I have understood that $1,300,000 have been expended in litigation be- 
tween the Chollar and Potosi Companies, and that $1,000,000 more have 
been expended in the Ophir-Moscow trials. I know nothing of the 
truth or falsity of these rumors, bnt the expenses have been enormous; 
yet neither case has been settled by law, but in both instances, after a 
Kilkenny cat fight, lasting for years, the companies have compromised 
by splicing all that was left of them together. 1 believe one fifth of the 
proceeds of the Comstock would not more than pay the expenses of liti- 
gating the titles thereto. | 
There has been but little co-operation or systematic provision for the 
future, but the signs of the times indicate a great improvement in this 
respect. Various small companies are working their claims in combina- 
tion, and it is to be hoped that the scientific knowledge and practical 
skill embodied in the Washoe Mining Association will result in a more 
_Systematie and economical development of the mines upon the great 
^ Comstock lode, by which a great benefit will be conferred upon a ma- 
jority of the people of our State, as well as upon thousands outside of it. 


THE SURVEYOR-GENERAL’S OFFICE. 


I believe that during the next term of this office there will be suffi- 
cient to keep a competent incumbent constantly employed. An accu- 
rate map of the State should be made; accurate statistics collected ; 
plans proposed for the irrigation and reclamation of lands; the State 
lands must be selected by somebody. I would therefore recommend 
that the salary be increased for the next term sufficient to secure the 
services of a competent man. If this be deemed unadvisable, I would - 
recommend that the office be abolished. This office, for the past year, ` 
has been running on its own responsibility, and paying its own expenses 
for postoffice and express charges, stationery, fuel, rent, etc. Now, I 
would recommond a small appropriation as a contingent fund, just 
enough to show that this is a State office. 


CONCLUSION. 


The Assessors have, most of them, been quite dilatory in sending in 
their reports this year, many not having been received until the latter 
part of December. Other data used in my report were not received 
until about the middle of January. Parties from whom I expected to 
have received reports disappointed me, во I was compelled to obtain the 
requisite information elsewhere, or do without it. Should the report 
fall short of what might have been expected from an officer enjoying a 

- large salary, and able to devote his whole time to his office, I would re- 
mind your Excellency that such is not the case in this instance, and sug- 
gest that where but little is given, but little should be required.

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CIRCULAR TO COUNTY SURVEYORS. 


SURVEYOR-GENERAL's OFFICE, 
VIRGINIA, Nevada, July 1, 1865. 


бтв: I respectfully call your attention to the duties of your office, in 
relation to that of the Surveyor-General. 

From “ Ап Act concerning the office of Surveyor-General;" approved 
March 20th, 1865, I extract the following: 

. “Sec. 3. When required by law, he (the Surveyor-General) shall 
make an accurate Map of the State, and shall survey, and when neces- 
sary, designate by plain, visible marks, or monuments, and shall describe 
on the map of the State, the boundary lines of the several counties, and 
incorporated cities and towns in the State; and when a boundary line of 
the State, or of any county, intersects with or passes іп the immediate 
vicinity of any lake, stream, range of hills or mountains, or other con- 
spicuous object on the surface of the earth, he shall, by the proper observ- 
ation, determine the place of such intersection, or the distance and bearing 
from the said boundary line, of such point of such object as may be nearest 


to said boundary line, and will best serve as a distinguishing land mark. . 


He shall also determine and describe on the map of the State, the length 
and course of every important stream and Jake, and of every important 
range of hills or mountains, and the greatest elevation of [the] highest 
peak thereof, within the limits of any county. When called upon by the 
County Commissioners of any county, he shall run any boundary line, or 
portion of a line, between such county and an adjoining county." 

(In ease of applieation for surveys of county boundaries, from County 
Commissioners, the County Surveyor will be deputized to make the sur- 
vey, unless there should be good reasons for a different appointment.) 

“Src. 5. The Surveyor-Generalshall be Chief Engineer and Commis- 
sioner of Internal Improvements. Не shall deliver to the Governor, 
annually, on ог before the fifteenth day of December, his report, which 
shall eontain : 

First—An accurate statement of the progress he may have made in the 
exeeution of the surveys enjoined on him by law, and in the preparation 
of the Map of the State. | 

Second—Plans and suggestions for the construction and improvement 
of roads, turnpikes, railroads, canals, and aqueducts ; also, plans and sug- 
gestions for the preservation and increase of forests and timber trees; 
for the draining of marshes, prevention of overflows, and the irrigation 
of arable lands by means -of reservoirs, canals, artesian wells or other- 


wise. 
Third—An éstimate of the aggregate quantity of land belonging to 


* 
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the State, and the best information he may be able to obtain as to the 
characteristics of the same. 

Fourth—An estimate of the aggregate quantity of all land used for or 
adapted to tillage and grazing within this State, and each county of the 
State; together with a description of the location in which the same 
may be situated. 

Fifih—An estimate of the aggregate number of horses, cattle, sheep 
and swine within the State, and each county of the State. 

Sixth—An estimate of the aggregate quantity of wheat, rye, maize, 
potatoes, grapes, and other agricultural productions of the preceding year. 

Seventh—An estimate of the aggregate quantity of all mineral lands 
in the State, and the quantity and value of each mineral produced during 
the preceding year, together with a description of the locality in which 
such minerals may be found. 

Highth—All facts which may be within his personal knowledge, or 
which he may learn from reliable sources, and which may, in his opinion, 
2 calculated to promote the full development of the resources of the 

tate. 

“Sec. 6. He shall address a circular letter to the County Surveyors 
and County Assessors, instructing them, and it is hereby made a part of 
their official duties, to use their utmost diligence in collecting information 
relative to each and every matter mentioned in section five of this Act, 
and to transmit to him quarterly, at the seat of government,* a report 
in writing, setting forth the result of their inquiries; and it is hereby 
made the duty of the County Commissioners to refuse to audit or pay any 
bills for services of the County Surveyor or County Assessor, in case they 
Shall have failed to comply with the requirements of this Act. 

“Tt shall also be the duty of County Surveyors to transmit, when re- 
quired, to the Surveyor-General, a copy of the field notes and plats of 
official surveys made by them, (except surveys of city or town lots,) ex- 
pressing the bearings from the true meridian, and noting the variations 
of the magnetic from the true meridian, and indicating plainly upon the 
plat at what point of any river, stream, or county line, or any line of the 
United States surveys, or any road, canal or railroad, may be touched or 
crossed; also indicating the position of any mountain or other prominent 
land marks within or near the lines of the surveys. 

“Seo. 7. It shall be the duty of all railroad and toll road companies 

-to file, in the office of the Surveyor-General, complete topographical 
maps of the roads and the country through which their roads may run.” 

You are hereby instructed to “use your utmost diligence in collecting 

- information in relation to each and every matter mentioned " specifically 
in the above extracts; also, all other facts which may be calculated to 
promote the full development of the resources of the State, or furnish 
data for a map of the State, and to transmit them, together with such 
suggestions and recommendations as you may be pleased to make, to this 
office. 

Your attention is particularly, directed to the following: 


THE PRECIOUS AND OTHER METALS— MINERALS.

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To Hon. 5. H. Marlette, Surveyor-General of Nevada: 


In compliance with the provisions of section 6 of an Act entitled “An 
Act concerning the office of Surveyor-General," to which my attention has 
just been called (no circular letter from your office having been by me re- 
ceived to earlier notify me that such duty therein named was required of 
me), I beg leave now to submit the following report : 

The agricultural lands of Churchill county embrace about 50, 000 acres. 
Of this amount about 30,000 acres are natural hayland. The remainder 
is admirably adapted to the growing of grain and all kinds of vegetables 
natural to this latitude. 

The quantity of hay grown and cut in the county during the past sea- 
son will amount to 2,000 tons. The mountains and valleys in all our 
mountain ranges afford an excellent quality and an abundant quantity of 
nutritious bunch grass, upon which stock thrive well not only in summer, 
but also in winter, as little snow falls upon our mountains, and what 
comes rapidly disappears. 

The experience of the past season has demonstrated the importance, 
not only to the county but to the State, of adopting some method of reg- 
ulating the flow of water in Carson river. Since the memory of the 
earliest settlers in this county, the waters of the Carson river have flowed 
on uninterruptedly to the Upper Sink, and the overflow from the Upper 
Sink has run through Carson Slough (which slough furnishes the water 
for irrigation and other purposes for the entire grazing and tillable lands 
between the Upper and Lower Sinks) to the Lower Sink. This was the 
case till the date of the memorable freshet of 1862. During that winter 
the high water formed a channel through what is now known as “ Old 
River,” which channel leaves the main river before the waters reach the. 
Upper Sink, and gives evidence of having been, at some period very 
remote, the main channel of the river to its junction with the Lower Sink. 

Since that time the old river channel has been deepening constantly, 
until now it conveys more than one halfof the water of the river directly 
through it to the Lower Sink, and in consequence of this, the Upper Sink 
did not the past season fill sufficiently early for its overflow through 
Carson Slough, to help the hay and other crops upon the Lower Sink 
ranches. Theconsequence of this change in the natural flow of water has 
not only been the loss of crops on the borders of the Slough by drought, 
but the great injury to crops bordering “Old River” by flood. The loss the 
past season, has been 1000 tons of hay on Lower Sink, at an estimated 
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value of forty (40) dollars per ton upon the ranches. If there had run 
the usual amount of water, there would have been raised at least 100 
tons of barley upon these ranches. The loss on “ Old River” by flood 
has been about 200 tons of barley, at the value of $120 per ton upon the 
| ranches. Other losses upon “ Old River” for same cause will amount to 
^- — nearly fifteen thousand (15, 000) dollars. i 
| The recurrence of this disaster of flood and drought can be avoided by 
the erection of a. bulkhead or dyke at the head of “ Old River” channel, 
a by means of which the flow of water сай Бе entirely regulated. The 
bulk of the water is necessary for the Upper and Lower Sink ranchers 
T early in the season; at a time that but little water is desired in the “Old 
"S ^ River;" and later, at the time it is desired in * Old River," there is not 
- much need of it оп, the Slough ranches between the “ Sinks.’ The 
county, во lately organized, is not able to expend the amount necessary 
for this needed improvement, and the people upon the ranches, whose 
means have always been quite limited, have had their means,still more- - 
restricted by their misfortunes in the past season, and are unable to effect 
the object desired. The State, by the expenditure of sufficient money 
. to build the desired improvement, may reasonably expect to receive 
nearly if not quite the entire cost of the work, in additional revenue she 
will receive from this county the next year; such additional revenue 
being the first fruits of the work. Hach subsequent year will fully show 
to all the wisdom and expediency of the movement. 
The total number of cattle in the county is 600 head, about half of 
which are work-oxen. The number of horses is 350.

MINING DISTRICTS. 


The most forward in development of the mining dlstricts of the 
county is the Mountain Wells District, in which La Plata, the county 
seat, ig situated. In this district are located the mines of the Silver 
Wave Mining and Land Company, the Connecticut and Nevada Silver 
Mining Company, the Madison Silver Mining Company, and the Nevada 
Silver Mining Company, all of the above companies being incorporated 
in the city of New York. The Silver Wave Mining Company have 
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nearly completed, in the town of La Plata, a twenty-stamp диаг mill, 
the cost of which will.exceed $125,000. | Work upon their mines is being 
pushed forward with vigor, and they have now a large amount of very 
rich ore ready for working. e 

At Averill, in this district, the Connecticut and Nevada Company are 
erecting extensive improvements, and before the first of April, 1866, 
. they expect to have completed and in running order a twenty-stamp mill, 
to cost $150,000. They have some fine mines, among which are the Sat- 
ellite and the Silver Spoon, upon which they are at work, and have met 
with good suecess. | 

The Madison and the Nevada Companies are soon to commence active 
operations upon their mines. Among other mines outside of those, be- 
longing to the above сотрапіев, тау be named the Sheba, California, 
Lincoln, Warren, Michigan, Red, White and Blue, Leviathan, Fenton, 
Bancroft, Anaconda and Everett, and many others, which are of un- 
doubted value, permanence and richness. 


SILVER HILL. 


This district was located in 1860. The discoverers, possessed of small 
means, have faithfully and perseveringly to the best of their ability, 
striven to develop their district and her mines. The district is undonbt- 
edly one of the best in the State. Its ledges are large and well defined, 
and furnish ore of great richness, which assays go to prove, ав also the 
actual working by mill process of ore from some of the ledges. The 
success of Mountain’ Wells has been the means of attracting the de- 
served attention to the mines of Silver Hill, and very soon it will take 
its rank in the list of valuable mining districts of our new State. Among 
others may be named the United States Series, King Solomon, Alameda, 
Southern and Bigler, all located and noted ledges in this district. 


CLAN ALPINE. 


The Silver Lode Mining Company, of New York, has made a pur- 
chase of mines in this district, and they are now erecting a ten stamp 
mill, to be completed at a cost of $100,000. Another large sale of valu- 
able mines has just been made to New York capitalists. The ores of 
this district are said to be easily reduced, and very valuable. 


OTHER DISTRICTS. 


Of other mining districts in the county may be named Desert, Augusta 
Salina, Alamo and. New Pass, all of which are districts of fine promise. 
In Desert District a five stamp mill has been erected. 

The development of the mineral wealth of Churchill county has but 
just commenced, and to New York capital is the credit justly due that 
we have been able to take already such a forward start in mineral de- 
velopment. It certainly looks not like idle boasting to prophecy that in 
avery few years Churchill county will be one of the leading mining 
counties of the State.

To Hon: 8. H. Marlette, Surveyor-General of Nevada: 


Esmeralda county is bounded on the south by the California lino, on 
the west by Douglas, on the North by Lyon and Churchill, and on the 
east by Nye county. 


MINES AND MINERALS. 


A large portion of this county is of that dry, arid and barren soil, 
mountainous and rocky, covered with sage-brush, pine and cedar trees; a 
region so devoid of both geographic and historie interest, there-was little 
to invite the attention of settlers until the discovery of the very exten- 
sive and rich mines within its bounds, the first which of importance was 
the discovery of the well known Esmeralda mines, by a party of pros- 
pectors, in August, 1860. The fame of these mines spreading rapidly, 
and the rich rock of both gold and silver taken from them, very soon 
attracted a large influx of people, but the character of the mines being 
solid rock, with no soil, requiring an immense amount of labor and ex- 
pense for their proper development, as blasting has to be done from the 
beginning to the end, the progress has not been as rapid asin some other 
mining districts in the State. In the district are three distinct hills— 
Silver Hill, in which is the mother ledge, “ Esmeralda," from twenty to 
sixty feet wide, the Winnemucca, Falls of the Clyde, St. Louis, Utah, 
Antelope, White Red and Blue, Cedar, Greenback, Lily of the West, 
Locomotive, and very many others, on some of which shafts have been 
sunk about 300 feet, and rich rock taken out; about twenty tunnels have 
been run into the hill, some of them 500 10 600 feet, and have struck 
good ledges and taken out rich rock ; no water of consequence has been 
struck in the hill. Middle Hill, containing as many favorable looking 
ledges, but not sufficient work has been done on them for development. 
Last Chance Hill, on which is thé celebrated Wide West ledge, the Del 
Monte, Golden Age and Empire, Crocket, Ата, and very many others. 
Large amounts of tlie precious metals have been taken from them, but 
for the past year not the same amount'of work has been done on the 
mines in the district as in the previous year, owing,,in a great measure, - 
to litigation and the insecurity of title. Very many valuable ledges 
have been practically abandoned, and not a day's work done on them for 
one or two years past. Miners and eapitalists dare not take possession 
and work them in fear of litigation and endless expensive law suits. It 

‘is то be hoped that the next Legislature will pass a law, as they have 
done in Idaho, defining when a mining claim is abandoned, so as to make 
titles more perfect. Іп this district very many hundred tons of bould- 


-ers from the surface have been broken by the miners and worked in the 


mills, paying them very liberally. Aurora is the county seat. During 
the past year the mines in the Bodie District, about twelve miles west 
from Aurora, have been worked with greatly increased force, very favor- 
able and profitable results. Two large mills have been erected in the 
district, and are working rock, of which they have an abundance that 
pays from $50 to $100 per ton. It is understood that another company 
has been formed in New York to put up à mill and work the mines of 
the company in that district. Montgomery, Blind Springs and Hot 
Springs Districts, about forty miles southeast from Aurora, have been dis. 
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covered within the past year, and have and do attract the strongest at. 
tention of the miners and capitalists. Extensive sales have been ef. 
fected to capitalists. Two mills are now at work there by water power 
An arastta and smelting furnace аге also in operation. Rock of the rich’ 
est character has been taken from the mines,in which pure silver is” 
plainly to be seen by the naked eye. The bullion—many lots of which 
have been brought into Aurora for assay—has resulted with great satis- 
faction to the miners, paying one hundred dollars to the ton of rock 
worked. | 

Lake District, near Walker Lake, discovered within the past year, is 
attracting very^much attention. Very many large ledges, with promi- 
nent croppings, are being worked, and some very rich rock, both in 
gold and silver, have been taken out. There are also very extensive 
copper and iron ledges in this district, and doubtless sufficient to supply 
the whole State with those materials and also for export. 

Excelsior District, about thirty-five miles east from Aurora, has many 
rich and valuable ledges, and rock of the most favorable character has 
been brought from there. 

Columbus, Silver Peak, Red Mountain, Cottonwood and Minnesota 
Districts, about sixty to seventy-five miles southeast from Aurora, and 
in this county, have also been discovered during the past year. In Sil- 
ver Peak District, they have a ten-stamp mill now running and crushing 
rock, that pays very liberally. About а ton of bullion has been brought 
into Aurora from the mill and shipped to San Francisco for assay. A 
large number of miners and capitalists are gathering into the district 
and doubtless large amounts of capital and great improvements will be 
made there during the coming year. In Red Mountain District, they 
have a small three-stamp mill, with no amalgamating pan, saving the 
gold only in the battery, the tailings being saved for future working. 
Several lots of bullion have been brought into Aurora for assay, the re- 
sult of which has been from fifteen to seventeen dollars per ounce, being 
fine gold. In Columbus District, they, as yet, have no mill for working 
rock, but very many rich and valuable ledges have been located there. 
Rock of the richest character taken from the mines, in very liberal 
quantities, where the pure silver is plainly to be seen by the naked 
eye largely distributed through the rock. The ledges are large and well 
defined, being from one to four feet wide, and can be traced by the eye 
for hundreds of feet, the croppings being prominent. A company has 
been formed in San Francisco for erecting a mill and working the Balu- 
arte and other mines in the district, the present year. Itisreported that 
another large company has been formed in New York for erecting a mill 
and working mines of the company in the district. Itis supposed to be 
one of, if not the richest district in the State. Cottonwood and Minnesota 
Districts are of too recent discovery to have any material information of 
them given. The citizens of this county have great confidence in its 
future prospects, and are fully satisfied that it will prove.to be-the rich- 
est county in the State. Е 

It is totally impossible to comply with the circular of the Бигуеуог- 
General, and the wild law requiring a complete list of all Mining Com- 
panies, including (wild cat) amounts expended, proceeds, еќе., as there 
are doubtless ten thousand or more mining claims located and recorded 
in this county. The proceeds of the mines in gold and silver have been 
large, but it is impossible to give the amount. There has been from 500 
to 1000 men employed at work in the mines, and wages have been from 
three to four dollars per day.

The Pioneer Mill—cost about $25,000; built in 1861; engine, fifteen 
horse-power; one of Howland’s rotary batteries; eight stamps; six 
Wakelee'five feet pans. 

Gibbons’ Mill—engine, twelve.horse power; built in 1862; four 
stamps, straight battery; cost about $15,000. 

Lamb and Peck’s Mill—a new method of pulverizing rock; dry crush- 
ing. 

Е Mill—built in 1863; cost about $90,000; engine, sixty- 
horse power; a large substantial building; double boiler; sixteen 
stamps; iron frame straight improved battery; twelve Wakelee’s pans; 
two roasting furnaces; two agitators. 

Napa Mill—built in 1862; cost about $20,000; engine thirty-horse 
power; eight stamps; Bryant’s improved straight battery; four aras- 
tras, and eight Hungarian bowls for amalgamating. 

The Real Del Monte Gold and Silver Mining Company's Mill—built in 
1863; cost about $250,000 ; building, 60 by 160 feet; built of granite and 
brick, with tin roof—engine and boiler room attached, 36 by 47 feet—a 
beam engine of one hundred.horse power; two fifty-inch tubular boilers; 
thirty stamps; straight wooden frame battery; two breaking stamps, 
1,700 pounds each; six Howland grinders; thirty Wheeler pans; twelve 
Wheeler eight feet separators; twelve settling tanks; retorts, smelting 
furnace, and everything necessary of the best and most approved qual- 
ity. 

Union Foundry—built in 1862; cost about $20,000; blacksmith, boiler 
making and machine shop attached; also, a four stamp. mill, and two 
Wheeler pans attached. aoe 

Alturas Mill—built'in 1862; cost about $20,000; engine,’ fifteen-horse 
power; seven stamps; six amalgating pans. 

One three-stamp mill, worked by water-power on East Walker River. 

One ten-stamp mill at Silver Peak Mining District, crushing about ten 


_ tons per day; cost about $60,000 ; employing about sixty men. - 
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One three-stamp mill at Red Mountain, working gold rock only. 

All the mills in this county are worked by wet ‘crushing, and have 
plenty of water for milling purposes, and plenty of wood delivered at 
the mills, at from $5 to $7 per cord. 

_ Antelope Mill—built in 1868, and situated on Bodie Gulch, about one 

hundred yards north of the Del Monte Mill—being built of granite and 
brick, with tin roof, making it an entire fire-proof building; about sixty- 
five horse-power engine; sixteen Wheeler pans; twenty stamps; eight 
separators; two breaking batteries of 1,600 pounds each; size of mill 
being about 60 by 150, with addition of engine and boiler room, ete. ; 
cost of same about $150,000. 
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MINERALS AND AGRICULTURE. 


The minerals, seeds, ete., sent from this county to the General Land 
Office and Agricultural Department at Washington, are: 

Nos. 1, 2, rich gold and silver bearing quartz rock. 3—Cinnabar, from 
near Mono Lake and Walker River. 4—Coal, from near the east branch 
of Walker River, found in large quantities. 5—Salt, in abundance, some 
of it pure and white. 6—Alum, found in large quantities, some of it very 
pure, 7—Pumice Stone, very fine quality, found in large quantities near 
Mono Lake. 8—Rose Quartz. 9—Lime Rock, from near Mono Lake; re- 
sembles coral in appearance; curious specimens are found ten to twelve 
feet down in the rock, resembling bird’s nests with eggs in; it is found in 
large quantities and in other parts of the county. 10—Crystal 11-- 

‘Chalcedony, rough boulders, hollow inside, and coated with. a variety of 
beautiful colors resembling agate. 12—Galena, or lead, with sulphurets of 
iron and quartz mixed in it. 13—Obsidian, found over а large space of 
country, and in large quantities. 14—Quartz, which appears to have been 
melted by some convulsion of nature so as to be transparent, found in 
large thin curious shaped-pieces, ten feet down in the rock. 15—Iron Ore, 
one vein of which, is twenty-three feet wide, and assays forty to sixty 
per cent. of iron, near the east branch of Walker River. 16—Plumbago, 
in white quartz ledge, six feet wide, near the east branch of Walker 
River. 17—Rich Gold Rock, from Red, White and Blue ledge, six feet 
wide, near the east branch of Walker River. 18--Ігоп Ore, from Rough 
Creek, vein eight feet wide. 19—Gypsum, from near the east branch of 
Walker River, found in large quantities, very pure, so as to be almost 
transparent, can be easily bent by the hand. 20—Gypsum, from under 
the iron ore at Rough Creek, found in large quantities. 21—Fire-Clay, 
from near the east branch of Walker River, over the coal veins, found in 
large quanties. 22—Chalk, found in large quantities and various parts of 
the county. 23—Yellow Ochre, a very pure article. 24—Seeds, etc. ; natu- 
ral peach seeds; the tree or shrub is found in different parts of the 
county and abundant; it grows about three feet high; the leaves and 
tree resemble the peach tree; the flower is of a bright red color, very 
pretty, and in form of a soldier’s cockade; the fruit is eatable, but with 
no flavor; the pit or seed is precisely the same as the peach; the Indians 
gather them in large quantities for winter food; hogs are very fond of 
them. 25—Native Tobacco Seed, Indians gather and use the tobacco. 
26-Wild Mahogany Seed; the tree grows to fifteen and twenty feet high, 
generally very scrubby; it is an evergreen; the wood in color resembles 
the mahogany ; itis very hard and is used for making fancy canes, but 
more generally in the mills for iron shafts to run in, and wears almost 
equal to iron. 27—Native Clover Seed, the blossom is both red and blue; 
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the grass grows full six feet Jong where the soil is very wet or where it 
is irrigated, and yields about three tons to the acre; is very nutritious; 
cattle are very fond of it, and fatten with great rapidity. 28 —Buffalo 
Berry Seed; the trees grow to sixteen feet high ; the fruit is superior to 
he currant for pies and cooking; Indians gather them in large quantities 
for drying and eating. 
" AGRICULTURE. 

Greatly increased attention has been paid to agriculture during the 
past year in this county, with the most satisfactory and profitable results. 
In consequence of the large extent.of country, and sparsely cultivated 
ranchés in this county, I am unable to give an accurate amount of the 
number of bushels of grain and potatoes grown, tons of hay cut, or 
heads of stock, but the report made to the Agricultural Department at 
Washington for this county for the month of September, in accordance 
with the best information obtained from the ranchmen accessible, was : 
For spring wheat three fold that of the previous year; (no winter wheat 
is sown inthis county;) the quality good; wheat is not harvested in this 
county until the last of August and first of September, and as the 
frost was severe in the northern part of the county about the first 
September, the wheat that was not harvested previously was materially 
injured. Barley of three fold in quantity to the previous year and double 
in quality. Oats, fifty per cent. more than the previous year, and equal 
іп quality. Corn, double in quantity, and of equal quality. Potatoes, 
doublé in quantity, and good quality. Four fold the quantity of butter; | 
double the quantity of cheese; double to three fold the quantity of grass 
and hay cut. Number of lambs about the same. The number of heads 
of cattle, sheep and hogs are three to four fold that of the preceding 
year, and of avery good quality. 

At Sweetwater are some of the best cultivated ranches in the State, 
owned by Geo. A. Green, Piper & Aiken, Henry Williams Parker, 
Roach, Fredericks, and others. The products have been large and рго- 
fitable, as also have been the grazing and fattening of stock by them. 
Other ranches on the road to the Hon D. Wellington's will compare fav- 
orábly with any others in the State. The Lobdell ranch is well culti- 
vated with very satisfactory results. 

There is no superior ranch in the State to that of Mr. Wellington, and 
it is cultivated in the most satisfactory and profitable manner. 

Thence, following down the west branch of Walker River to the lake, 
and again up the east branch of Walker River to the Elbow Ranch, are 
very many and well cultivated ranches. 

Consequent upon the discovery of rich mining districts in the southeast- 
ern portion of this county, Fish Lake Valley has attracted very marked 
attention. The valley is large and extensive, and has the advantage of 
there being no other agriculturalland between thatand the Colorado. The 
soil and climate is of the most favorable character, no snow falling in 
the valley.” When the heavy snow storms of the past winter were raging 
in the northern and western portions of the county, there was a 
warm rain falling in the valley. It is understood that all kinds of- vege- 
tables and fruit can be raised and.grown there. Since the discovery.of 
the rich mining districts in that vicinity, very many ranchmen have set- 
tled there, and taken up all the valuable land for permanent settlement 
and cultivation. | 


There is а large Indian reservation in this county which includes. the 
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whole of Walker Lake and more than thirty miles of the river valley, 
on which there has been no cultivation. The Indians cut hay and sell it 
to the adjacent country, and nothing more is done on the reservation. It 
is evidently a great detriment to that portion of the county, as it is a 
large and valuable tract of country laying idle, to the exclusion of set- 
Џета who would cultivate it, with profit to themselves, and greatly to 
the advantage and interest of the county and State. 

The county is as well supplied with water as could be expected. The 
rivers, creeks or brooks and springs are at convenient distances through- 
out the county. 

There is also a sufficient quantity of wood and timber for lumber and 
oiher uses. Lumber sells at the mills, iu sufficient quantities to satisfy 
all demands, for thirty to forty dollars per thousand feet. Wood sells in 
Aurora and Esmeralda Districts for five to seven dollars per cord; barley 
five to six cents per pound; wheat six to seven cents; potatoes six to 
eight cents. The butchers pay six to seven cents per pound for beef, 
and sell it for eight to fifteen cents by retail. The cattle and stock now in 
the county are owned altogether by farm€rs and ranchmen, and not, ав 

“іп previous years by cattle dealers and speculators. The total valuation 
of real and personal property in the county, as per the assessor’s books 
for the year 1864, was $1,518,010, which will doubtless be materially in- 
creased for the ensuing year. The total indebtedness of the county is 
about $22,000, owing, in a great measure, to its very recent organization, 
which is only of abouttwo years standing; consequently very many 
things had to be provided that will be in use for years. The county is 
paying no rent whatever, but own and have possession of a large, com- 
modious arid substantial two-story brick building, forty by sixty feet, sit- 
uated on the corner of a block in the centre of the town of Aurora, The 
second story contains as large and commodious a Court-room as any in the 
State; also, ample and convenient rooms for all the county offices. The;first 
floor contains three rooms for rent, one of which is now rented by the 
county to a firm as a banking house. The basement is most admirably 
adapted for prison cells, and a sheriff's office. In fact, the county is in à 
most healthy and prosperous condition, and its future prospects are of 

Бе most bright and glowing character. 2 


INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


One saw-mill at Sweetwater, built in 1862, worked by water power. 
Another will soon be in operation at Walker Lake. 

One toll road, known as the Carson Valley road, running from Aurora 
through Sweetwater and Desert Creek to Wellington’s Station on West 
Walker River. Length of road between fifly and sixty miles. 

Aurora and Bridgeport toll road, leading from Aurora through Bodie 
Gulch to the Mono County line, thence to Bridgeport. Length of road 
ahout twenty-five miles. - 

Dexter & Co.’s toll road, leading from Aurora_to Adobe Meadows. 
Length of road about twenty-five miles. 

The Wellington and Reese River road, from Wellington’s Station, on 
West Walker River, in an easterly direction, crossing the Hast Fork of 
Walker River, at a distance of twenty miles; thence to the lower end of 
Walker Lake; thence to Austin. Length of road about twenty miles.

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COUNTY BOUNDARY. 


The boundary line between Esmeralda and Nye counties, not having 
been run, gives rise to questions as to jurisdiction in that portion of the 
counties where the line would be; and the sooner it is run and estab- 
lished, the more security and certainty will be settled with the people in 
that section. As the two last Legislatures have changed the line, it is 
to be hoped that the next Legislature with trifle no more with it, and 
require the two counties to have it run at the earliest practicable day.

Sir: In compliance with the provisions of section 6 of an Act entitled, 
“Ап Act concerning the office of Surveyor-General,” approved March 
20th, 1865, I have to report the following: 


—— 


| FARMING AND GRAZING. 
In Humboldt county the quantity of tillable land is 150,000 acres, 
and that of grazing land is 640,000 acres. Of the land adapted to tillage 
about one-half № suitable for the raising of the cereals, and. all of it is 
admirably adapted to the raising of potatoes, beets, beans, turnips, and 
vegetables generally. 

The quantity of tillable land might be incréased to at least 300,000 
acres, by a system of irrigation which would not cost, for the necessary 
canals and other works, more than an average of one dollar for each 
acres irrigated. When once completed, these works would cost but a 


‘trifle for repairs; and the position of the land and the nature of the soil 


are generally such that the expense of applying the water would not add 
materially to the cost of the crops. 1618 not necessary to refer to the 
elaborate illustrations afforded by the records of ancient times, nor to 
the modern statistics of the old world, in order to prove what can be 
accomplished by irrigation; for the wonderful results that have been 
attained by this system of cultivation in Utah—which, in climate, soil 
and topography is similar to this State—clearly indieate that farming 
here can, by that means, be made a source of immense profit. 

The numerous fine mountain streams that exist in nearly every part of 
the county, when diverted from their courses, are found to run a great 
distance without sinking —as they do when allowed to follow the natural 
course of their gravelly channels—so that by a system of cheap ditches, 
а vast amount of land that is now barren could be made exceedingly 
productive; for much of the soil of our arid plains is of the richest char- : 
acter, and requires only moisture to make it very valuable. 

About one fifth of the agricultural and grazing land in this county 
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may properly be regarded ав “ swamp and overflowed land,” because, to 
a considerable extent, а system of levees and drainage is required to 
protect it from overflow and render it fit for cultivation in wet seasons. 

The topography is such that the complete reclamation of this land will 
not require elaborate plans, nor the.expenditure of large sums; and it 
can generally be accomplished by the co-operation of the people of a 
neighborhood, or а small district, in carrying out a plan of operations 
affecting simply their own property. In many cases a system involving 
the irrgation of arid land and the reclamation of land subject to 
overflow, could be adopted. | 

Generally, all that would be required in such cases would be to take 
the surplus water out of the streams, near where they enter the valley, 
and conduct it through a canal along the side of the valley. The topo- 
graphy of the country, and the fact that the streams seldom rise rapidly, 
nor to a great height, render this course quite practicable. 

Irrigation is required only during the months of May, June and July, 
and at that time the quantity of water is ample for the supply of a vast 
area. Тре experiments of the last two years, though limited in extent, 
and conducted under most unfavorable circumstances, show that the ca- 
pacity of the soil of this section is much greater than is generally sup- 

osed.' 4 

The following statement shows the comparative average productive- 
ness and the comparative average products of the soil, in the Atlantic 
States and in this county:

The same proportfon is found to exist in regard to oats, beets, beans, 
and the other leading products. Assuming, then, that prices here— 
which are placed at the minimum rate—will be reduced to one half what 
they now are,the returns will have a very large margin for net profits 
after deducting the cost of farming, including that of irrigation; and 
even if reduced to the same figures that rule in the Atlantic States, the 
fact that one acre here produces twice as much as an acre there, shows 
that farming here by means of irrigation can be made profitable. 

Blue joint, red top, clover, and other nutritious natural grasses, grow іп 
great abundance; and in the hilly regions there is а thick growth of 
bunch grass, which is remarkable for its nutritious properties. 

As all these grasses propogate from the roots they will prove durable. 

Horses, cattle, sheep, etc., running at large keep fat during the entire 
year, there being no snow fall of any consequence, except in the higher 
portions of the mountains. 

In addition to the demand in this State, the Idaho market will insure 
good prices for all the products of the farm and the dairy, and especially 
for the stock which can во easily and cheaply be raised here. 

The only thing necessary to secure the early occupation of this section 
of the State by a thrifty rural population, is thorough and permanent 
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protection against Indian depredations; and every consideration of 
sound State policy imperatively demands that such protection should be 
afforded to the enterprising pioneers who exhibit a willingness to occupy 
the outposts of civilization. 

Unless military protection be afforded, and assurance be given that it 
will be made permanent, not only will the farming and grazing portions 
of the county remain uninhabited, but prospecting and the development 
of mining claims distant from the centres of population, willbe almost 

- entirely prevented. 


STOCK AND AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS. 


Owing to the Indian depredations last spring, the number of horses, 
cattle, ete., has been greatly reduced; and for the same reason but little 
farming has been done. Several large bands of cattle which wintered 
in our valleys were driven to Idaho early in the spring. The number of 
horses in the county at present, not including those of the troops, is, say, 
250; the number of cattle 1,000, and that of sheep, 1,000.

А considerable quantity of beets, turnips, etc., has been raised, and 
about 1,400 tons of hay has been cut. . 


METEOROLOGY. 


During the summer months, the thermometer in the shade rarely 
reaches 90 degrees Fahrenheit, and the average temperature at 2 o'clock 
P. M. is 80 degrees, and at T A. M. and Ўр. M. itis 67 degrees. During 
the winter months, snow seldom falls in the valleys and foot-hills, and 
then it lies for but a few hours at a time. The climate is such, that out- 
door work can be prosecuted almost without interruption throughout 
the entire year. 


MINES AND MINING. 


Presuming that a minute description of each mine in the county is 
not required, I will describe a few that may be regarded as characteristic 
of distriets in which they are respectively situated. 


SILVER. 

Тре Montezuma mine 18 loeated in Trinity District, fifteen miles west 
of Unionville. The ledge runs in an easterly and westerly direction, 
and dips northerly at an angle of 70 degrees. The principal country 
rock is a metamorphic slate. The ledge is ten feet thick—is well de- 
fined, and has a clay selvedge on each side. The walls are striated and 
polished. The ore consists principally of oxyd of antimony, carbonate 
and oxyd of lead, and arsenic. Аз far as explored, the ledge contains no 
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waste matter, the whole of it consisting of ore that yields by mill pro- 
cess, without roasting, an average of seventy-five dollars ($75) рег ton in 
silver. By a common smelting process it yields $90 per ton in silver, 
and forty-eight per cent. of lead and antimony. 

On the ledge, there have been sunk two shafts each thirty feet in 
depth; and drifts of an aggregate length of eighty feet have been run. 

The supply of fuel is such that the cost will not exceed $18 per cord. 
(Contracts have been accepted to deliver wood at the Nevada Company’s 
Mill on the Humboldt River, at $10 per cord.) The distanee from the 
mine to the Humboldt River, where, at a moderate cost, а good water 
power can be obtained, is four miles, over a good natural road of easy 
grade. The work done, thus far, has been by way of exploration. 

The Montana mine is located in Sacramento District, eighteen miles 

. south of Unionville. Theledge isin slate and limestone. 16 runs north 
and south and pitches West 70 degrees. 

Accompanying the mineral belt in which this ledge is found, there is a 
series of very large and continuous trap dykes. The thickness of this 
ledge is fifteen feet. It is well defined and continuous, and its ore is a 
sulphuret of silver, accompanied by a little carbonate of copper. A cut 
has been run across the ledge, and an incline fifty feet deep has been 
sunk on it. By way of experiment, several tons of ore taken out in the 
course of this exploration have been worked by the common pan process, 
and yielded $40 per ton in silver. 'The cost of extracting, hauling and 
working the ore is $25 per ton; the average yield of first-class ore is 
$350 per ton. 

The Sheba mine is located near Star City. Its ore consists principally 
of brittle silver ore and antimonial silver ore, and is found in deposits 
which are distributed irregularly through a stratified belt, or ore channel, 
about one hundred and fifty feet thick, which lies between grey wacke 
and slate. In the development and working of this mine, three thou- 
sand Ё еб of tunnels and drifts have been run, at a cost of $75,000. The 
aggregate yield has been about $70,000, and the average yield per ton 
$140 in silver. 

The De Soto mine is situated immediately south of the Sheba. The 
ledge is four feet thick, runs in а northerly and southerly direction, and 
has clay selvedges and: polished walls. "The country rock is slate and 
greywacke. Upward of one thousand feet of tunnel have been run. 
About two hundred tons of ore nave been taken out, which will average 
nearly $100. The ore closely resembles that of the Sheba, and can be 
successfully reduced by the ordinary roasting process. Wood can be fur- 
nished for from $10 to $16 per cord, and the tacilities for working the ore 
are such that it can be reduced for $30 per ton. The cost of extracting 
is about $10 per ton, and that of hauling $3 per ton. Having no mill, 
the company have worked only a few tons of the ore by way of experi- 
ment. | 

The Yosemite mine is located ten miles southeast of Dun Glen, The 
formation in its vicinity is slate and limestone. The ledge is two feet 
thick, and has clay selvedges and striated polished walls. It runs north 
and south, and stands nearly vertical. Оп the ledge a shaft has been 
‘sunk to the depth of fifty feet, and from this about fifty feet of drifts 
have been run. Three hundred feet of a working tunnel has been run. 
Several small * faults" occur in the ledge, which give it à broken appear- 
ance. Тһе ore is а black sulphuret of silver, containing a small propor- 
tion of carbonate of copper. It is exceedingly rich, some of it assaying |

as high ав $18,000 per ton. In the course of the exploration on the lead, 
fifty tons of ore have been taken out, which will average $160 per ton. 
In the absence of a mill the owners have worked but a few tons in order 
to test its value. The facilities for the reduction of the ores at small cost 
are quite favorable, there being a sufficient supply of wood and water in 
the vicinity of the mine. 

The Gem of the Sierras mine is located in Sierra District, five miles 
east of Dun Glen. It is ша limestone formation. The ledge is twenty 
inches thick, running in an easterly and westerly direction, and pitches 
southerly 70 degrees; is continuous and well defined. A considerable 
portion of the gangue is calcareous matter. The ore consists of a black 
sulphuret and a chloride of silver, containing a little carbonate of cop- 
per, and is of remarkable richness, some of it assaying $16,000 in silver 
рег ton. Оп the ledge an incline has been sunk toa depth of eighty 
feet, and drifts have been run to an aggregate extent of three hundred 
and fifty feet. In doing this work one hundred and seventy-eight tons 
of ore were taken out, which was worked by common pan process, and 
yielded $31,000, or at the rate of about $175 per ton.- In the vicinity of 
the шапе there is a sufficient supply of wood and water to enable the 
owners of the mine to work its ores at a cost not exceeding $15 per ton, 
including the cost of hauling. As the ore contains very little base metal, 
it is easily worked by a simple amalgamating process. With the advan- 
tages offered by the exploration of the mine which has been done, the 
cost of extracting ore averaging $175 per ton, will be about $25 per ton. 
Owing to the want of capital with which to properly open the mine and 
erect a mill, the working of the mine has been done at great disadvan- 
tage, and the average cost of hauling the ore and working itata custom 
mill, thirty miles from the mine, has been $80 per ton. 

The Tallulah mine is located one mile and a half west of Dun Glen. 
It embraces several ledges which run in a northerly and southerly di- 
rection and pitch westerly at an angle of about 45 degrees. The coun- 
try is slate, syenite and trap. A tunnel of five hundred feet has been 
run, cutting at an average depth of one hundred and eighty: feet, three 
well defined ledges, each of which is three feet thick and very well de- 
fined. They are separated from the country rock by clay selvedges, and 
the walls are striated and polished. The main ledge of the claim has 
not yet been reached. The three ledges intersected by the tunnel, run 
north and south and pitch west at an angle of 45 degrees. Ou these 
ledges there have been runfrom the tunnel, drifts of an aggregate length 
of one hundred and eighty feet. They are found to be well charged 
with ore, which consists principally of brittle silver ore, sulphuret of sil- : 
ver and antimonialsilver ore. "There is also some nativo silver. 'Theore 
assays as high as $6,000 per ton, and several tons of first elass ore yielded 
$1,000 per ton. In doing the work above referred to, about fifty tons of 
ore have been taken out. The supply of wood and water in the vicinity 
of the mine, is ample; and the experiments made in extracting and re- 
ducing the ore, show that the cost of extracting it and selecting so as to 
make it average $150 per ton, is $15 per ton, and that of hauling and 
working it by roasting process is $35 per ton, which will leave a net re- 
turn of $100 per ton. When once properly opened, the quantity of ore 
which the mine can be made to yield, will be very large. The reducing 
of the rock will be greatly facilitated by the water power furnished- by 
the Humboldt canal, which is to be three miles distant from the claim, 
and will be completed to that point in the conrse of a few months. 

The Pride of the Mountain mine is located in Winnemucca District, 
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twenty miles north of Dun Glen. The ledge runs north and south, 
pitches east at an angle of 45 degrees, and is,about fourteen inches thick. 
It is well defined and continuous, and has clay selvedges and striated 
walls. The country rock consists of a soft metamorphic slate, and much 
of the gangue is calcareous matter. In making their ineline, which is 
of the usual size, 43 by 5 feet, forty tons of ore were taken out, which, 
without selection, yields $80 per ton, by pan process. The cost of ex- 
tracting the ore, is found to be $8 per ton, and that of haulin§ and work- 
ing is $22 per ton. 

The Humboldt Canal, which is completed to a point two miles distant - 
from the mine, affords an ample water power for the working of the 
ores from this and other claims in that vicinity. A sufficient supply of 
fuel can be obtained there at a cost not exceeding $15 per cord. 

The Manitowoc Mine is located two. miles south of Unionville, in 
Buena Vista District. ‘The ledge is two feet thick, runs north and south 
and pitches west at an angle of 45 degrees. The country rock is slate. 
The ore consists of Xanthocone and sulphuret of silver, containing a 
small proportion of copper. It is easily worked by common pan process. 
The cost of extracting the ore is $7 dollars per ton. The average yield 
of the ore without selection is $60 per ton. In the course of explora- 
tions two hundred and fifty feet of tunnels and drifis have been run at 
an average cost of $15 per lineal foot. 


Я GOLD. 


Several gold ledges have been found in this county. But little work 
has been done on them. They are generally in a country rock called by 
some geologists quartzite, and by others metamorphic greywacke. 

On one of these gold-bearing ledges in the Monroe claim, one mile east 
of Dun Glen, an incline four by seven feet has been sunk to a depth of 
eighteen feet. In doing this work there have been taken out twelve tons 
‚ Of ore, which, without selection, yields $100 per ton in gold. There are 
several other ledges of a similiar character in this claim, which vary in 
thickness from two feet to six inches. В 

The cost of extracting the оге was found to be $20 per ton, and the 
facilities for its reduction are such, that it can be hauled and worked at 
a cost not exceeding $20 per ton. The most of the twelve tons worked 
was reduced at a mill thirty miles distant from the mine, at a cost of 
about $70 per ton for hauling and working the ore. The gangue of the 
gold and silver ores here is generally quartz. 

The amount of bullion shipped from this county during the year end- 
ing September 30th—assayed—was $50,000; amount of crude bullion, 
unassayed, $50,000. 


LEAD. 


s Galena, much of which is highly argentiferous, is found here in consid- . 
erable quantities—always in quartz ledges. > 


COPPER. ра 


Carbonates, sulphurets and oxyds of copper are found in large quan- 
tities in different parts of the county. Like galena, these ores are al- 


ways in a gangue of quartz, and they generally contain а large percen- 
tage of silver. : 
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ANTIMONY. 


Sulphurets and oxyds of antimony exist here in great abundance. 
Some of this ore is rich in silver and there is scarcely any of it that con- 
tains less than $15 in silver per ton. 


' SULPHUR. 


Sulphur, in a nearly pure state, is found in large quantities. In the 
vicinity of the sulphur deposits there are numerous remains of hot 
springs, which are now extinct. 


SALT .- 


Inexhaustible salt springs and salt deposits are found in different parts 
of the county. 
„ТЕМЕ. 
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Liméstone is one of the principal rocks in this section of the State. 

Thus far the work done оп the mining claims of this county has been 
almost entirely by way of exploring or prospecting the mines. Owing 
to the want of capital, but little has been towards the systematic 
opening and working of them, and, on account of this, some of the most 
promising mines in the county are not being worked. Recently, how- 
ever, а considerable amount of capital has been invested in mining орег- 
ations here, and there is reason to believe that some of our mines will 
soon be properly opened, and that several mills, adapted to the successful 
working of their ores, will soon be erected. 


CANALS. 


The Humboldt Canal, on the Humboldt river, is now in course of con- 
struction. It is to be ninety miles long, fifteen feet wide and three feet 
deep, and during the dryest portion of the year it will furnish power 
sufficient for forty mills of twenty stamps each. The dam and thirty 
miles of this important work haye been completed. Most of the mines 
in this county are within a few miles of this canal; and the roads over 
which the ores are to be hauled are compact and of very easy grade. 
The portion of this canal which has been completed serves to establish 
two facts of great importance to the people of this State, viz: That ап 
ordinary willow dam, fifteen feet high, which will resist the actioa of the 
severest floods, can be constructed in the Humboldt, and other similar 
streams, at a comparatively trifling cost; and that, notwithsanding the 


‘apparent porosity of our-arid plains, their soil is admirably adapted to 


the conveying of water in canals and ditches for milling, mining, manu- 
facturing and agricultural purposes. The cost of this canal is found to 
be less than $1,000 per mile. 

In view of the present worthless character of the sage-brush land of 
this State, and the great amount of it that can be rendered productive 
by a proper system of irrigation, it would be good policy for the United 
States Government to grant all such land to the State, or at least во much 
of it as may, by means of irrigation, be rendered productive—as in case 
of swamp and overflowed lands. Ifthis be done, the State can easily 
provide for a system of drainage and irrigation which will be of great 
advantage to the country. 
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ROADS, 


It has been found by experience in this county, that a layer of sage- 
brush, covered with sand or earth, makes an excellent road, that is both 
cheap and durable. The cost of a work of this kind does not exceed 
$200 per mile for a single track. Many of our main thoroughfares, 
which are otherwise excellent, are, by a few miles of sand, rendered al- 
most impassable for heavily loaded teams. In such cases, the expendi- 
ture of a few hundred dollars in the making of aroad of that kind would 
be the means of conferring a lasting and most desirable benefit on the 
community at large. ~ i ~

MINERAL RESOURCES. 


Gold, silver, copper, sulphur, lead, iron, and almost every other min- 
eral, are found within the limits of Lander County. Coal has not as yet 
been found. There is one extensive salt marsh in the county that is 
being successfully and profitably worked. There is also.an excellent 
quality of lime found in almost every section of the county. 
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MINING. 


The principal mining in the county is as yet confined to silver, and the 
o or ledges, are scattered over the whole county. Their number is 

egion. 

‘The most developed leads are situated in the Reese River District, in 
and around Austin. 

То properly work the ores found in this county they require roasting, 
which adds greatly to the expense of working. 

As yet—though the supply is limited, and in the Reese River Dis- 
trict especially is being rapidly exhausted—wood is obtained at reason- 
able prices. In the Reese River District, where there are more mills 
than in any other district in the county, the price has ranged during the 
‚ present summer at from $7 to $10 per cord. Most of the mills in the 
county are steam mills,as there are but one or two streams in the 
county of sufficient volume to afford facilities for water power. 

Мапу mines are being worked profitably in the Reese River District. 

The Social Company's mine, іп Egan Сайоп District, оп tho extreme 
eastern boundary of the county and the State, is being profitably 
worked by its owners. 

In the other districts of the county reducing works have not been 
erected, though in most districts they are in process of erection. 

The thickness of the lodes vary from the razor-blade of an inch or 
two, to one and two hundred feet, and their “strike” or bearing is in 
every direction with no regularity. | : 

In the Reese River District the wall rock is granite; in the Santa Fe, 
Big Creek and Bunker Hill Districts, slate. "du E. 

Steam Power, horse power and man power are used in hoisting, haul. ` 
ing and crushing, but 1 am unable to approximate the cost of the same, 
There have been innumerable inclines and shafts sunk and tunnels run, 
but Iam unable to furnish any information in regard to their size, 
length or cost. с | 

The deepest incline or shaft in the county does not exceed 300 feet. 

Water is found in the Reese River District at from 50 to 100 feet іп 
_ depth, but at the depth that has yet been attained, itis easily kept 

down by the pumps attached to the steam hoisting works now used on 
many of the claims. _ 

There have been no serious ог fatal mining accidents in the county 
during the present yeur, There are probably one thousand men em- 
ployed in actual mining, though the whole community are “ prospecting ” 
more or less. There are about óne hundred horses and mules employed 
—twenty-six on “ whims,” in hoisting ore and the balance in hauling ore 
to the mills. 1 

The wages paid men are four dollars per, day. During the past six 
months there has been about 86,000 tons of ore extracted and worked. 
There are about 10,000 tons of rock taken out not worked, awaiting the 
time when the cost of reducing will be less than at present. 

The average cost of “milling” ores is seventy-five dollars per ton. 
The ore awaiting a more favorable time to be reduced, will pay by mill 
process-about fifty dollars per ton.

MILLS. 


There are three large quartz mills run by water power, viz: Lippit & 
Co.’s, 5 stamps, Phelps & Co.’s, 5 stamps, on Big Smoky Creek ; erected 
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in 1865; and the Sterling Co.’s, 20 stamps, оп Big Smoky Creek, Bunker 
Hill District, erected in 1865. There sixteen steam-power quartz mills 
in the county, running 133 stamps, as follows. In Reese River District: 

The Clifton Mill, 4 stamps, erected in 1863; Pioneer Mill, 5 stamps, 
erected in 1863; Union, 5 stamps, erected in 1863; Long Island, 5 
stamps, erected in 1863; California, 10 stamps, erected in 1863; Butte, 
8 stamps, erected in 1863; Midas, 15 stamps, erected in 1868; Keystone, :

There are 28,895 acres of land in the county, and 8,227 acres of land 
under culture, or adapted to farming. 

The number of acres of grazing land, a large proportion of it being 
sage-brush and poor land, is 19,496. The number of acres of wood land 
assessed is 44,723. ; 

Number of horses in the county, 669; number of mules in thecounty, 
165; number of cattle in the county, 8,798; number of swine in the 
county, 128 ; number of sheep in the county, 1,043. 

“You ask for a complete list of all mining companies, including “ wild- 
eat," with the amounts expended, proceeds, etc. I find it impossible to 
comply with your request. Many companies organized on paper during 
the flush times of 1863, have ceased to exist. Large numbers are incor- 
porated in San Francisco and New York..

To the Hon. S. H. Marlette, Surveyor General of Nevada: 


Our indefatigable Assessor having made a voluminous report, it is use- 
less for me to repeat what he has already sent in, but will confine my- 
self to my more immediate department. : 

The topography of the country is rough and barren, excepting along 
the Carson River, where all the land susceptible of improvement has 
been located. South and easterly from Dayton there are large tracts of

порше wood, which, in a measure, relieves the eye from total barren- 
ness, and which, I may вау, is the staple of the county, producing about 
one hundred and forty cords daily. In the north and east we have sand, 
sage brush, and alkali deserts, through which the Overland and old Em- 
igrant Roads pass, I have recently made a survey for a road down the 
Carson River to Buckland's one mile below Fort Churchill, where а sub- : 


' stantial bridge has been built; thence оп to Sand. Springs, in Churchill 


County, connecting at that place with another company, that takes it on 
to Austin, Lander County. From Dayton to Sand Springs, by the line 
as run, it is sixty-eight miles, over two ranges of low hills of an easy 
grade and good road bed, having no long drives through deep sand and 
deserts. I am told it shortens the distance twenty-five miles from this. 
lace. 

B I see by-the statutes of last winter an Act regulating “fees for official 
services," concerning the Recorder, page 336, “по map or plat shall be 
recorded exceeding in size two folios of the usual sized records," and on 
pages 842 and 348 I find that a “ folio” shall be construed бо mean “опе 
hundred words.” Now, this road survey has about 220 courses and dis- 
tances, and it is impossible for me to make the map within such limits. 
I am of opinion the entire clause above quoted should be repealed. 

Тре laws passed last winter concerning the Recorders and Surveyors 
are so contradictory that I cannot get at their true meaning. I am re- 
quired to have my office at the county seat. Upon presenting my bill to 
the Commissioners for rent, it was rejected ; was not aware until then of 
the partiality shown to the different county officers. 

There are one hundred and ninety.four incorporated companies’ сег- 
tificates filed in the Clerk's office, with an aggregate capital of $61,257,- 
640, all of which are mining companies, with but three or four excep- 
tions. х - 

We have eighty miles of telegraph line in the county, belonging to 
the California State Telegraph Company. | 

I will here suggest to the people of the cqunty the importance of а 


. ditch taking the water from the Carson River, at а point high enough to 


turn a wheel fifty feet in diameter, at the head of Ophir Flat, one and a 


. half miles above Dayton. There are sites for a great many mills along 


the foot hills, where they will be beyond the reach of floods, and by 
using that cheaper motive power will enable them to economize the little 
wood they have, which at the present rate of consumption will soon be 
exhausted. 

We have gold, silver, copper, coal, and iron mines, but lack the capital 
to develop them. 

The greatest and most important enterprise to the county (and State) 
is * Sutro's Deep Drain Tunnel” to the Comstock. The starting place of 
the tunnel 18 about three and a half miles northerly from Dayton, be- 
tween Corral and Webber Сайопв, in the Brown & Murphy Mining Dis- 
trict. The distance from mouth of tunnel to the Savage works is a trifle 
over four miles, but as the Comstock dips to the east, it will probably be 
cut in three miles and a half. It will pass through the different ledges 
іп the Brown & Murphy and Silver Star Districts at right-angles or 
nearly so. Allowing a grade of four feet to the mile, it will be 1,922 feet 
below the floor of the Savage works. The topography of the surface is 
admirably adapted for sinking shafts, four of which are proposed to be 
put down. They will not only supply the tunnel with pure air, but will 
greatly facilitate the work, as drifts will be run both waysafter reaching 
the grade of the tunnel. The distance to the first shaft from mouth of tun- 
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nel is 4,078 feet; depth, 443 feet. Second shaft, from first, 5,183 feet; 
depth, 980 feet. From second to third shaft, 4,062 feet; 1,436 feet deep. 
From third, to fourth shaft, 4,586 feet, and 1,360 feet deep. , These are 
convenient distances for working and ventilation. lt is about one mile 
and a half from Carson River, and 150 feet above high water mark. 
There is a gradual descent for about one third of a mile, in which a fall 
of 100 feet is obtained, giving sufficient area.for dumping and mill sites, 
the mills to be supplied with water from the tunnel. It is impossible to 
estimate the quantity of water that will be discharged from the tunnel ; 
be it more or less, it is of two-fold service, allowing the ore to be taken 
out at a trifling expense, and crushing it after it is out. The dimensions 
of the tunnel will be decided by the stockholders after a permanent or- 


ganization, and I am told is not likely to be less than twelve feet wide, . 


allowing & double track, and eight feet high in the clear, with stationery 
engine at the mouth and a drain under the track for the water. Engines 
will also be placed at each of the shafts, every department to be arranged 
thoroughly and systematically. “A shaft can be sunk one thousand ог 
more feet below the tunnel, thus giving work for years to come. The 
company have secured the title to the land that had been located in the 
vieinity of their tunnel, and I am told are about to apply to the Govern- 
ment for more, which should, and most undoubtedly will, be granted. It 
is of public importance; it is, in fact, а mining necessity, and the ener- 
кейе projector, 1 am pleased to say, is sanguine, and laboring night and 
day for its success, and it is to be regretted that the work is not pro- 
gressing to-day, for the cost of pumping increases with every foot of de- 
scent. It must be very rich ore indeed to pay for going down much 
deeper. When the tunnel is completed, the pumps will be discarded, 
and the outlay for running go into the pockets of the stockholders in- 
stead of floating down Six-Mile Cafion. 

I have delayed this report, expecting to hear from the residents of 
Walker River on the subject of county boundaries, and have just been 
told that the majority of the people in that section are in favor of being 
annexed to Lyon County. They have, at considerable expense, built an 
excellent road to Dayton, where all their business is transacted, and I 
recommend the alteration of the boundary lines to conform to the 
wishes of the people who are mostly interested. Since the formation of 
the counties, that section has been, a source of annoyance, both to the 
Assessor and myself.

ESTIMATE OF AGRICULTURAL LANDS. 


The agricultural lands of Lyon County, with but one or two excep- 
tions, are confined to the low lands along Carson River. The bottom 
land opens up about one mile above Dayton, the county seat, and is as 
yet unimproved till it reaches Dayton. In the vicinity of Dayton, and 
for some twelve miles below, the land has been improved to consider- 
able extent. -~ 
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The cereals have been raised to some extent, and usually have been 
attended with favorable results. Vegetables of all classes are grown 
with great suecess, and by proper concentration of labor by those en- 
gaged in agricultural pursuits, by ditching, fluming, etc., the amount 
could be augmented so as to meet the entire demand for consumption in 
our county. There are about 600 acres now that are tilled regularly, 
from Dayton to Burch’s ranch. By proper irrigation the amount would 
be nearly 6,000 acres, thus giving labor to a great number of hands, be- 
sides adding to the wealth of the county in a corresponding proportion 
to its present value. 

Above Fort Churchill there is a body of land about two milesin length 
and one half mile in width, a part of which is good hay land, but it is 
generally too high for the overflow in the spring, and can only be ren- 
dered available by irrigation. 

Immediately below the Fort the bottom land opens up beautiful, is ex- 
tremely level, and suitable either for hay or agriculture. Theriverruns 
nearly east for eight miles, then sweeps around to the north, and con- 
tinues this course for some three miles, whence it turns abrüptly to the 
east, and is hemmed in by volcanic hills till it passes some five miles be- 
low the eastern boundary of the county. This portion of the bottom 
lands is called the Big Bend of Carson River, and it has advantages 
greater by far than much of the tillable lands in the State. 

The quantity of hay grown for this year will not fall much below 
2,100 tons. It is of a superior quality, there being little or no water 
grass in it. ‘Grain and vegetables are raised with great success, and the 
perseverance that is shown on the part of many of the farmers in ditch- 
ing and reducing their lands to a high state of agriculture, shows but 
plainly their confidence in the availableness of the soil. There are 
nearly 7,000 acres now occupied as hay and agricultural lands, but ex- 
tending ditches would give at least 2,500 acres more to the husbandman 
for tillage. There is but little alkali in the soil I have mentioned, and 
is usually composed of vegetable mold and sand. ; | - 

The amount of horses and mules will probably reach nearly 1,200; 
cattle suitable for labor, 600; cattle suitable for beef; 400; milch cows, 
200. Sheep and swine are raised only in limited quantities, and would 
be difficult to arrive at any definite figure. ` 
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MINERAL LANDS. 


Devil’s Gate District is situated in the northwest portion of thé county, 
and is the oldest district in the county. The lodes in the most northerly 
portion of this district seems to be of auriferous formation in their char- 
acter, many of which are well defined, but not as wide in their formation 
as in some other portions of the State; it is evident, however, that it is 
situated on the mineral belt that passes southerly from Virginia District. 
The most prominent ledges, however, are the Wide West, Twin, Buck- 
eye and Comstock. The Buckeye Company have erected permanent 
hoisting works on their lode, with an engine of thirty-horse power, and 
in their developments have struck several fine bodies of ore. The Wide 
West has developed a good ledge, and it only wants labor and capital to 
develop a good mine. There has been much ore taken from the mine 
already that has paid well for the time and labor expended. Passing 
still further we find the Kossuth, a claim that is not now being worked, 
but has a well defined ledge. Next to it,*and at the head of Spring 
Valley, comes the Sperry Company, a lode -struck by accident, that has 
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some excellent mineral bearing rock. It is argentiferods in character, 
has a fine foot wall, and bears unmistakeable evidence of a permanent 
mine. The Genessee, west and adjoining, is a mine that is being devel- 
oped with a good prospect of success. The hoisting works, in connec- 
‘tion with this mine, are not sufficient to do the work required of them. 
The Jewel Company, south of the Genessee some 2,000 feet, have a fine 
tunnel and a good vein, in which rock has been taken, showing it to be 
second to none in the district. Further south is the Hawley mine, with 
hoisting works, that are practicably impossible to clear the шше of the 
water. Itisin range of the Daney. Lying south are the Daney and 
Charles Cany Companies, both of ‘which have hoisting works. The 
Daney Company have erected as good and permanent works as any in 
the State: Ore has been struck in several piaces in the mine, but the 
ledge is not developed sufficiently to keep a ten-stamp mill in operation, 
which the Company have erected. zm 


SULLIVAN MINING DISTRICT. 


This district lies on the southeast side of Carson River. There are 
but few lodes that are in this county, as the district embraces a section 
of country west of El Dorado Сайоп, and the smaller part by far of the 
mining enterprise has been in this county. A short distance to the 
northeast from Sullivan District is Palmyra Mining District, that has an 
area of twenty square miles, and adjoining Indian Spring District on 
the west, Star Cañon, being the east line of the district. 

The ledges are very numerous, prominent among which are the Mont- 
gomery, Buckeye, Vera Cruz, Orizaba, Nos. 1 and 2, Montezuma, Wa- 
gram, Rappahannock, Rapidan, Altamont, Stonewall Jackson, Monte del 
Rey, Union, Prairie State, Ward and Occidental. | 


INDIAN SPRING DISTRICT. 


This district is northeast and adjoining Palmyra. ТЕ has large and 
well defined lodes, and is equally as good a district as there is in our 
county. The following are some of the companies in this district: 
Whitman, Jackson, Enterprise, Minerva, Frankfort, Vandewater, Lyon, 
California Consolidated, Maiden, Half X, Commodore and Walton. 
Also, on the Constitution, there are the following companies: Spring 
Dale, Maine, Superior, Buena Vista, Constitution, Red, White and Blue, 
Banner Company, Washington and Oswegotchie Company. This ledge 
has a clay selvedge, and dips to the east, as do all of the ledges gener- 
ally in all of the above mentioned districts. 

All the districts have abundance of water for steam mills. Sullivan, 
Palmyra and Indian Spring Districts have plenty of wood for reducing 
ores for years to come. ; 

. Much could be said of each district that has been omitted for want of 
facts in connection with the mines. 


COPPER MINES. . 


In the southeastern part of the county, near Walker River, very rich 
deposits of copper have been discovered. It is found in well defined 
ledges, ranging in width from two to twenty feet, trending about 15 de- 
grees east of north, and containing by assay from 20 to 60 per cent. in 
copper, and from from $15 to $30 in gold and silver per ton. This cop- 
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er belt, properly and generally known ав the Walker River Copper 

ines, though carelessly and indifferently explored, may safely be esti- 
mated to be 12 miles in width, commencing about 30 miles southeast of 
Dayton, and extending southerly beyond the limits of the county. 

Among the most noted of the mines already discovered and located 
are the Constitution, Ward & Weister, and the Peacock. The Constitu- 
tion has prominent croppings, which shows a ledge of 16 or 18 feet in 
width; the ore assaying from 20 to 30 per cent. in copper, with a large 
per centage of iron, and from $15 to $18 per ton in gold and silver. 
The Ward & Weister, adjacent to and parallel with the Constitution, is 
about six feet in width. The ore is pure gray sulphuret, containing na- 
tive copper, assaying from 40 to 60 per cent copper, and from $25 to $30 
in silver per ton. The Peacock ledge is situated about eight miles east- 
erly from the Constitution, and three or four -miles west of Walker 
River. Width of lode about four feet, yellow sulphuret ore, assaying 
about the same as the Constitution. In addition to the above, there are 
many other leads, of various size and richness, in the district, with which 
I am not sufficiently conversant at present, and of which I have not now 
time to make further mention. In this connection I would state that it 
would be difficult to obtain water within less than two miles of any of 
these mines, but that wood (the pinyon pine) may be had in large quan- 
tities at from six to ten miles of the mines. When transportation shall 
have become cheap, by railroad facilities or otherwise, or when reduc- 
tion works shall have been erected to beneficiate the ore, these mines 
will constitute one of the leading features of the mining interest of our 
State.

The building has a front- 
age of 120 feet, is of stone, 40 feet of frontage is 50 feet deep, the re- 
maining 80 feet has a depth of 70 feet; it will be ready for occupancy by 
December Ist; it will contain 7 lathes of the most improved patterns, 1 
iron drill press, 7 vice benches, 2 forges, a smelter of large capacity, con- 
suming about 33,000 lbs. of stond coal рег month. They will employ

INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS.

The Rose Ditch Company is of greatimportance. The water is taken 
from the Carson River near the Eureka Mill, about four miles above, 
Dayton, and follows the hill side to Dayton, thus elevating the water 
some sixty feet above the river. It has some 3,780 inches of water; is 
capable of running five first class mills. , 16 was constructed іп 1858. 


| я TOLL ROADS. 

The Dayton and Virginia Toll Road was constructed in 1863. It com- 
mences at Dayton, runs up through Gold Сайоп about one mile, when it 
leaves the cafion and follows the side of the mountain to Virginia City, 
deaving Gold Hill and Silver City west of it. The gradeis uniform, 
being 111 inches to the rod. Length of road, seven miles. 

Dayton and Reese River Road was constructed in 1863; is ten ни in 
length, and nearly a level grade. ` 

Devil’s Gate Toll Road commences at the Devil’s Gate, thence follow- 
ing down Gold Сайоп to the Phenix Mills, whence one branch continues 
on to Dayton, the other passing through Spring Valley to Carson City, 
making a length of road of seventeen miles. 

- Virginia, Humboldt and Reese River Toll Road commences at Nelson’s 
Station on the Twenty-six Mile Desert. There are some eighteen miles 
: of the road in this county; it. was constructed in the fall of 1868. 

El Dorado Сайоп Road passes up through said cafion to its head, some 
eighteen miles, and is now under progress of construction. ы 

Added to this is the Como and Dayton Toll Road and Cramer & Co.’s 
road. » The former is eleven miles in length and the latter some twelve 
miles, both of which are chiefly used as wood roads. 

There is a road under process of construction at the present time from 
Dayton to Austin and vicinity, that follows Carson River to Fort 
Churchill, then leaving the river passes through the desert to Sand 
Springs, and is supposed to be the most practicable route for freighting 
to Reese River. | | 

COUNTY BOUNDARY. 


The south boundary of the county could be changed so as not to affect 
Esmeralda, and at the same time work justice to the inhabitants of 
Walker River, by continuing the line south of the valley, in the vicinity 
of Wright's bridge, so as:to embrace that valley and also Mason’s Valley 
entire.^ It would be doing only justice to the inhabitants,and would 
also settle the doubt of the ranchmen in Hot Spring Valley as to what . 
eounty they belong. It is evident that it is the earnest wish of all. the 
settlers that such a change should take place. | .

NYE COUNTY. 


To Hon. S. H. Marlette, Surveyor-General of Nevada: 


Dear бтв: In conformity with your letter, bearing date July 1, 1865, 
we beg leave to submit the following report of the condition of our 
county : 

| FARMING AND GRAZING LANDS. 

The grazing land of Nye county embraces nearly one half its entire 
limits, nearly all the hills being covered with an excellent quality of 
bunch.grass; but the tillable land consists of probably about fifty thou- 
sand acres, about two thousand of which, in Smoky and Reese River 
Valleys, are settled on and produce very excellent vegetables. The hay 
cut this year amounts to about one thousand tons, and some twenty tons 
of potatoes have been raised in the same locality. Very few attempts 
have been made to raise barley, wheat, etc., although a general impres- 
sion prevails that they can be raised to advantage. We have some two 
thousand head of cattle, about two hundred and fifty horses, and two 
hundred hogs—about опе half of the cattle being work-oxen. 


; QUARTZ MILLS. 


There are four mills in operation in the county, viz: 

One at Washington; five stamps, with power sufficient for ten; built 
last year. , 
One at Ione; ten stamps, of 650 pounds each, capacity for fifteen ; 
cost about $50,000; been running since last April. 

One at Silver Peak, of ten stamps; cost about $75,000; been running, 
since the middle of October. : 

Опе at San Antonio; ten stamps; about ready to run; cost about 
$75,000. | 
‚ One at Red Mountain; three stamps; cost about $4,000. - 

The mills in process of erection are as follows: 

Knickerbocker and Nevada, about three miles south of Ione; twenty 
stamps, power sufficient for thirty stamps; will cost, when completed, 
about $100,000. д 

The Atlantic and Pacific Company, about six miles south of Ione; 
twenty stamps; will cost $80,000. 

The above have the machinery on the ground. 

At the Murphy Mine, in Twin River District, a forty-stamp mill is 
being erected at a cost of about $150,000. 


> 
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At Mammoth, a ten stamp mill is being erected. 

There are numerous small mills driven by horse power, but not of any 
material value, except for purposes of prospecting. 

The crushing power of the above mills is equal to about 1,000 pounds 
of quartz in twenty-four hours for each stamp, as they are obliged to 
crush very fine (using screens from No. 50 to 60) and dry. All the ore 
of this district—and I may say, in this section of country—must be 
roasted, which renders the expense much greater than it would other- 
wise be, averaging some $75 рег ton for custom work. The pans used 
are the Coleman, Wheeler, Hepburn and Varney, and, in fact, it seems 
that, with a proper chlorodizing of the ore, they all give good results. 
Smelting works are being erected six miles southeast of Washington, at 
the Santa Helena mine, for the purpose of smelting the ore, which con- 
tains a large amount of galena and silver to the amount of $60 to $70 per 
ton. | 


! SAW-MILLS. 


‚ There are two saw-mills, one sixteen miles north of Ione, capacity 
/ 2,500 feet рег diem; and one at the head of Reese river, about 2,000, 
feet per diem; lumber at the mill being worth: for Pinon, $75 per M.; 
White pine, $95, and Norway pine, $110 per M., some of the latter 
being of very excellent quality, but very scarce, and found only ‘near 

thé summit of the mountains. 
The number of men employed in mining is about 500, employing some 
250 animals, besides those employed in outside teaming.

MINERAL LANDS. 


The aggregate quantity of metalliferous lands in this county may be 
estimated as equal to one fifth of its entire territory. In this estimate is 
included lands containing the useful as well as the precious „metals, the 
latter being generally confined to the mountain ranges, while salt, sul- 
phur, iron, alum, and various other mineral and metallic substances, are 
found on the plains, as well as in more elevated localities. *

GOLD AND SILVER. t 


Тре mineral products of this county for the last year consist princi- 
pally of gold and silver bullion, of which about $100,000 worth has been. 
extracted from our mines. This bullion consists of from 3 to 10 per cent. 
of value in gold. The auriferous and argentiferous lodes in this county 
are very numerous, and vary in size from two to twenty feet, several 
ledges even have a width of fifty feet. | - '

"^ Copper ores of several varieties have been found containing from 20 to

many sections of the county, the beds being to all appearances extensive.

Several large beds of specular and magnetic iron ores exist, from which 
bar iron of а superior quality can be manufactured, there being wood and 
water convenient thereto. 


COAL. 


Recently an excellent article of coal (anthracite) has been found at a 
point fifty miles 5. S. W. from lone. Samples taken from near the surface 
of the ground burn freely, without smoke or odor, and leaving little 
residuum. | 


SALT. ! 


Immense beds of salt, pure, white and dry, and in Из natural state fit 
for table use, exist in this county. Some of these beds cover an area of 
fifty square miles, over which the upper stratum of salt lies to a depth of 
from six to ten inches, there being, it is supposed, other and still thicker 
strata beneath. The cost of salt at these deposits can never much exceed 
the cost of collecting and sacking it up. 


LIMESTONE. 


Entire mountains in this county consist of limestone formations, from 
which an excellent article of lime has been burned. 


BUILDING MATERIAL. 


Building stone, of many varieties and easily quarried, can be obtained 
almost everywhere. Besides an igneous rock (fire-proof,) marble, granite, 
freestone, slates, and many other species of stone suitable for building 
purposes, are common. у 


GENERAL REVIEW. 


Within the limits of Nye county; we have well authenticated accounts 
of the existence of many other mineral and metallic products in quantity 
and of a quality that cannot fail to make them ultimately of great com- 
mercial and economic value. But few of these, excepting the gold and 
silver-bearing lodes, have heretofore been worked to any extent, nor 
have explorations upon the latter as yet been engaged in upon a large 
seale. ~ | | 

Only two years ago the first mineral discoveries were made in this 
county, and, although the amount of bullion produced and the number 
of mills erected or commenced during the past year are inconsiderable, 
there is good reason to believe that the amount and number of these 
will be largely increased within the next twelve months, the machinery 
for several mills of large capacity to be erected in this county being now 
completed, and many enterprises of magnitude directed to a thorough 
exploitation of our mines having recently been set on foot. ‘The cash 


# 
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working capital introduced into the county during the past year bas not 
been less than one million of dollars, besides large sums paid for mining 
properties, and the probabilities now are that even greater sums will 
next year be expended toward these several objects. The natural facili- 
ties enjoyed here for opening the mines and for the reduction of the ores 
extracted therefrom, are, as compared with most other mining regions, 

fa high order. The ledges, owing to the precipitous character of the 
mountains in which they arë situated, сап, as a general thing, be opened 
to a great depth by means of short and inexpensive tunnels, while there 
is, in most districts, wood and water in fair supply in close proximity to 
the mines.‘ The most serious obstacle to the cheap' production of the 
precious metals in this section of country is found in the high prices re- 
quired to be paid for the transportation of freights from tide water, ex- 
hibiting in a strong light the supreme importance of railroad connection 
between this section and our principal points of supply. The mines of 
this county have even at this early stage of operations been worked with 
profit, and there is little doubt but with increasing experience better re- 
sults will hereafter be obtained. . 


THE COUNTY BOUNDARIES. 


I would respectfully suggest that a great deal of confusion has arisen 
in regard to our western boundary, which the last Legislature estab- 
lished on the meridian of longitude 117 deg. 80 min. west from Green- 
wich, which would be very expensive to determine accurately, and would 
also be very detrimental to the interests of а large portion of the resi- 
dents of this section. Itis reported to have been ascertained that Austin, 
the-county seat of Lander county, is in longitude 117 deg. 4 min., and 
Т am of opinion this is not far from correct. If this should prove to be 
the case, the town of Weston, in the Mammoth Mining District, about 
ten miles west of Ione, is in Esmeralda county, and the residents would 
require to go to Aurora, a distance of one hundred and twenty miles by 
the néarest traveled road, to do any business (legal)—although I am 
assured that even the intention of the Legislature was that the Mam- 
moth Mining District was part of the county of Nye. On the west of 
the Mammoth Range there is nothing but a barren waste extending 
almost to Walker Lake, and of no importance or value, containing no 
population. The north boundary was changed from the 39th deg. north 


' latitude to а large mound which rises in the centre of Reese River 


Valley, and which is known by every resident of the Reese River country. 
This change gave universal satisfaction to the parties affected by the 
change, and enabled every one to determine in which county he resided. 
The line has been run across the Toiyabe Range into Smoky Valley, and 
large mounds erected on each side of the main road, some two hundred 
feet apart. This line was run by Nye county, Lander county not co- 
operating. In regard to the west line, І would suggest that the most 
natural boundary would be a line north and south along the eastern base 
of the range of mountains west of the Soda Springs from the California 
line to а point due west of the O'Donnell Pass, and thence as the law 


-reads at present. This line will pass through a desert, and about ten 


miles west of Mammoth, and will not involve any expense to either 
county, as south of the Soda Springs there.are no settlements, and the 
parties who are interested in that section reside either here or in Austin. 
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They would feel it a great hardship to have to go to Aurora to transact 
business, as they have no road connecting them with that section, and 
are really isolated from it.

port. 

TAXES. 


The assessment roll of this county for the present fiscal year foots up 
in the aggregate $7,093,515 75. The levy being three and one fourth 
(31) per cent. brings: Amount of tax, $230,537 92. 3 

The above is exclusive of the tax on the proceeds of the mines, which 
is assessed and collected quarterly in accordance with the following pro- - 
vision of'the Revenue Law, viz: * From the gross return or assessed 
value per ton-of all ores, quartz or minerals from which gold and silver, 
or either, are extracted in this State, there shall be deducted the sum of 
twenty dollars ($20) per ton, and upon seventy-five (75) per cent. of the 
remainder (aftér such deduction is made as aforesaid) a tax of one (1) 
per cent. is levied.” | 

· Provision is also made by law for taxing ores sold or ores exported out 
of the State. [See statutes 1864-5, sections 99 and 100.)

PERSONAL PROPERTY TAX. 


The law makes it the duty of Assessors to collect the tax on personal 
property at the time the same is assessed where there is no realty con- 
nected with the same. (See Revenue Law, section 25.) Of this species

| This provision of the law, though operating well for the interest of 
the revenue, putting money in the Treasury for current expenses from 
the month of April to August inclusive, yet needs amendment in many 
respects, being very crude and ambiguous. \ 

1. The law does not define when this species of tax becomes delin- 

nent. 
ј 2. Suit must be brought for the recovery of this tax in the township 
where the defendant resides. There are two townships in this county in 
which there are no civil officers; this is the case in a number of town- 
ships in other counties. TEE. 

3. The law leaves no discretion in- the Assessor, but makes it obliga- 
. tory upon him to bring suit where parties fail to pay, when, in many 

савев, the property assessed would not bring the cost оР procedure; but 
by giving the delinquent some little time, the tax would.be generally 
paid. Under the existing law, if the Assessor does not sue the delin- 
quent, he and his bondsmen are liable to be held for the tax by the 
County Commissioners, though the labors and exertions of the Assessor 
in the premises may have been never so great. 

4. Many parties are assessed on personal property to the amount of 
ten and even twenty thousand dollars, but at the same time own a town 
lot or piece of land—which, of course, is realty—not worth over fifty or 
even twenty dollars. As the reason of the law in making it the duty of 
the Assessor to collect this tax certainly is because there i8 no realty con- 
nected therewith to secure the payment of the tax levied (the levy being 
a lien on the realty), therefore a party, to be exempt from the provisions 
of section 25, should own realty of sufficient value to secure the pay- 
ment of all taxes assessed against him ; otherwise, the party may move 
out of the State or county, taking with him his personal effects, and thus 
defrauding the revenue. | 

5. The law makes no provision for charging Assessors with the re- 
ceipts which they are required to give to the parties who pay the tax on 
personal property, leaving great room for irregularities and fraud.

POLL TAX. 


Of poll tax, I have collected, in round numbers, $17,000. The law in 
regard to this tax operates well for the interest of the revenue. It re- 


quires some amendments in regard to the registration of voters, and 
should allow invalids, cripples, etc., an exemption from this tax. · 


QUARTZ MILLS.

MINES AND MINING. 


Of course the main feature under the above heading is the great Com- 
stock lode, and the mining claims and works located thereon. Here the 
first discoveries were made, which event dates a new era in the history 
of our country. Although much labor and a vast amount of money 
have been uselessly and foolishly expended, yet to a person who has 
lived here and been a careful observer, it is gratifying to note the won- 
derful improvements that have been made, and the high degree of per- 
fection attained in the working of the mines by the application of pow- 


‘erful labor-saving machinery, and in the system of excavation, timber- 


ing, etc. As the American people, in ten years time in California, did ' 
more to bring placer mining to perfection than did the whole world in 
the two thousand years preceding, so have they accomplished propor- 
tionably as much in the last six years in regard to silver mining in Ne- 
vada. I mean this to apply more particularly to the working of the 
mines and the extraction of the crude ore therefrom, for in the reduc- 
tion:of these ores, and the saving of the precious metals, we are still 
lamentably deficient. | А 

Although the proceeds of the mines of this county for several years 
past have amounted to ten, or even twelve, millions annually, it is an 
undeniable fact, that almost, if not quite, an equal amount has been 1086, 
and—the greater part of it—lost forever. We have, however, excellent 
reasons to hope for great improvement in the future. 

In this connection I cannot forbear speaking of the * Washoe Mining 
Association," recently organized in this county. This association 18 com- 
posed of both the practical and the scientific, and of all those who feel 
a lively interest in mines and mining, and who can participate in the 
labors and deliberations of this body. . From the investigations and la- 
bors of this Association, much good may Бе“ expected to result to the 
mining interest generally, but more especially in this county. I cannot 
but regard this association as the beginning of an educational institu- 
tion—a mining college—which will each year turn out graduates сара- 
ble of following Nature through her mineral kingdom, making plain her 


most subtle laws, and wringing from her the secrets of her hidden treas- 


ures. Surely no country on earth furnishes so fine a field for an institu- 
tion of this character. | 

Т have shown that the yield of the mines for the first three quarters 
of the current fiscal year was $9,316,083 ; add proportionate amount for 
last quarter, $3,105,361; add yield of rock worked, paying $20 and 
less per ton, and the yield of tailings which the Revenue Law does not 
reach, say (which is reasonable) $1,000,000, and we have, as the entire 
proceeds of the mines of this county for the year 1865, $13,421,444.

GENERAL PROSPECTS OF THE MINES. 


The number of tons of rock or ore is incalculable, which would pay 
from twelve to twenty dollars per ton, worked by our present process. 
This of course will not pay, so the rock is left at the dump or in the 
mine, until the discovery of some new and better process of reduction, 
or a railroad or other cheap communication with districts of wood and 
water, will insure the working of the same at a greatly reduced rate of 
expense. As regards the future of the mining interest in Storey Coun- 
ty, I have excellent reasons which lead me most: confidently to predict 
that next year—say from and after the first of May next—will bring 
withit great and general prosperity ; that the yield of the mines will be 
one half greater than at any time heretofore. So far from the mines 
being exhausted, the fact is plain and self-evident that this great deposit 
of precious metals—the Comstock lode—contains the dormant wealth of 
an empire. The prospects for striking this lode, both upon its northern 
and southern extensions, were never 80 good as at the present time. 


DRAINAGE. : 


Without disparagement to other enterprises set on foot for the drain- 
age of the Comstock Јоде, L shall speak of one that is perfectly practi- 
cable. This is a large tunnel, having a double track, which has its ini- 
tial point in the ravine just north of the Justis or Nevada mine. This 
tunnel is completed and well timbered for a distance of one thousand 
feet. By connecting this tunnel with the shaft and tunnel of the Dar- 
danelles Mining Company, which is on the same level, the Overman and 
Belcher mines could be reached in four monthstime. When this reaches 
the southern line of the different claims, it could be taken hold of by 
them and run an indefinite distance—say to the North Ophir mine, 
Cedar Hill, or Seven-Mile Саћоп. ~ 

This tunnel, by actual level, attains а depth at the Belcher and Crown 
Point claims of 550 feet; at the Yellow Jacket and Gold Hill mines, of 
over 600 feet; at the Chollar-Potosi mine, of over 800 feet: and would 
tap the Ophir and Mexican mines at about the same depth. Thence 
north, on approaching Cedar Hill, it would attain an immense depth, 
and would certainly prove and develop the northern extensions of the 
Comstock lode, besides proving for years an incalculable benefit to the 
mines already developed, in the way of drainage. 

I might report on the excellent- system of graded roads within this 
county, but believe the same, with other matters, would be embraced 
more properly in the report of the County Surveyor.

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WASHOE COUNTY. 


To Hon. S. H. Marlette, Surveyor-General of Nevada: 


Сим. б. Н. ManrErTE:—ln compliance with your circular received at 
this office in the month of Мау (and, ав I then informed you, too late for 
me to act in accordance with its suggestion in gathering statistics, as 
the county was assessed, as the Assessor’s blanks had been already 
printed, and a great portion of the county assessed at the date of its re- 
ceipt), I beg leave to submit the following: 

The county of Washoe, perhaps, more eminently deserves the name 
of an agricultural county than any other in the State of Nevada. Ex- 
tending from the ridge that divides Hagle and Washoe Valleys to the 
Oregon line, (Lake county having been included in the bounds of 
Washoe), a distance of nearly three degrees of latitude, and from the 
California line nearly a degree of longitude east, being almost equal in 
area to the State of Massachusetts; and yet in all its broad surface 
there is not a mine in successful operation. Many attempts have been 
made to open mines, but have been suspended in all cases, except the 
few following ones, which I shall briefly notice. 


THE WASHOE CONSOLIDATED COMPANY’S CLAIM 


Тв situatéd about three miles north of the Truckee river. This mine is 
owned and controlled by English capitalists, who have erected a fine 
twenty-stamp quartz mill and other improvements, which are a model 
of their kind in workmanship; but they have not as yet placed the fact 
beyond controversy; that their mine is a paying one. The twenty 
stamps already erec.ed only require one third of the water power at 
their command. It is the intention of the company to use the remain- 
ing two thirds for the purpose of impelling other machinery. А flouring 
mill is to be erected in the spring, and Washoe county is thus to com- 
mence furnishing its own bread. The incipient city which is to be built 
in the future at this place is called “ Auburn,” and there is no doubt, 
but as the wealth and population of Washoe County increase, it will 
become a centre of considerable trade and a place of much importance. 


THE PEAVINE DISTRICT ^ 


Is situated about ten miles north of the Truckee river, on the north 
slope of the mountain of the same name. Мапу, claims have been taken 
up in this district, recorded and worked for а short time, but às the 
owners have generally been men of limited capital, they have been com- 
pelled to suspend their work, without reaching a decisive result. The 
Tolls Company, on Dix ledge, have perhaps invested more capital than 
any other. They have expended not less than four thousand dollars 
upon their claim, and, though they have found ore in considerable quan- 
tities in different parts of their claim that would assay from sixty to five 
hundred dollars per ton in gold and silver, and from fifteen to forty per 
cent. copper, they have been compelled to suspend on account of всат- 
city of money, but intend to resume operations at no distant day. 
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THE BEVELHYMER 


Is principally owned by the Hon. Felix O'Neil, an experienced miner, 
who lately projected extensive works upon it, and is now vigorously 
prosecuting the same. То examine the bowels of a hill through a tun- 
nel for a distance of four thousand. feet is scarce the limit of his ambi- 
tion, but in accordance with the old adage that “Fortune favors the 
bold," his energies have already been crowned with what promises to be 
a great success. Scarcely had he entered the threshold of his work, 
when he discovered the | ' | 
; GREAT EASTERN, 


А massive lode of almost solid metal, from fifteen to twenty feet wide. 
Like all other ledges in that district, its predominating metal is copper, 
and like many others, it contains gold and silver in paying quantities, 
providing the ore can be worked with as little expense ав the ordinary 
ores found at Virginia. "This, however, needs demonstration; but as 
Mr. O'Neil has already shipped forty tons of ore to the Washoe Consoli- 
dated Company's mill, à week may not pass before the practicability of 
working Peavine ores by the ordinary processes shall have been fairly 
tested. 

The surface of Washoe county may be said to consist of three varie- 
ties: Majestic mountains, beautiful valleys and barren hills; and each 
of these in an eminent degree, for the mountains are as majestic, the val- , 
leys as beautiful, and the hills as barren as any on the Pacific coast. 
Four fifths perhaps of its surface is little else than а sagebrush desola- 
tion, barely giving subsistence to a few rabbits, sagehens and chipmunks. 
So barren are these hills, that even the sagebrush is possessed of во little 
vitality, that the living stalk, deprived of its bark and branches, can 
scarcely be distinguished from the dead; a plant which possesses as a 
protection against a scorching sun and burning sand, the power for the 
time being, of entirely suspending vitality; and which but seldom suc- 
»cumbs to sterility, seems to struggle for an existence, and from its ap- 
pearance one would sometimes think found itself unequal to the contest. 
But a retrospective view of the last five years gives but little evidence 
that they are destitute of utility. ltis but а short time ago since the 
emigrant no doubt thought, as he followed his weary train through what 
is now the State of Nevada to the golden State beyond the mountains, 
that the eastern slope of Mount Davidson was а shapeless mass -of 
nature’s waste, incapable of rendering mankind a single blessing. But 
how mistaken! From the barren hill upon which nature placed her ве- 
verest stigmas, there flows a stream of wealth that has sent a new and 
invigorated throb through the commercial heart of the whole world. 
And who would dare to say that hills in the same vicinity are not equally 
rich. Let the prospector keep his prying gaze upon them; develop- 
ments are yet but in their infancy; and riches such as the world has not 
yet seen, may be lying hidden beneath their barren surfaces awaiting to 
be unfolded as а reward to his energy and enterprise. 


THE VALLEYS 


Seem to be the successors of a system of lakes that once extended 
through the greater portion of Washoe county. They are named as fol- 
lows—commencing at the south end of the county: Washoe, Pleasant, 
Steamboat, Truckee and Winnemucca. 
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WASHOE VALLEY 


Has an eliptical shape, is eight miles long and about four miles wide. 
That it was once a lake the evidence is too conclusive to be doubted by 
the most obtuse observer. The foot of the mountains to the west of 
Washoe City consists to a depth of several feet of regular strata of sand, 
having a depression of about twenty-five degrees, and piled upon each 
other with a regularity that no natural agency but standing water could 
accomplish. The mountain side to an altitude of a hundred and fifty 
feet, perhaps, thus shows indications of having been once the lake 
shore. As one contemplates this formation, the mind naturally reverts 
to the time when this basin scooped out, as it were, and left surrounded 
by an embankment of hills, was filled with a broad sheet of water a hun- 
dred and fifty feet deep. As the accumulated snows of winter melted in 
the spring, the floods of the mountains came pouring into it, the basin 
was filled to overflowing, the embankment both to north and south gave 
way. Tothe south until an easy grade was left between Washoe and 
Eagle Valleys, and to the north a narrow chasm а mile long was өхсауа- 
ted, extending from Washoe to Pleasant Valley, and which now drains 
the former. The same general remarks are equally applicable to the 
other valleys. The hills that approach each other near the Temelec 
Mill mark plainly the northern boundary of the lake that once covered 
Pleasant Valley. And the chain of hills that runs easterly across the 
valley from Huffaker's as plainly marks the northern limit of the lake 
that covered Steamboat Valley. And the Truckee river thundering 
from the mountains, bursting the proud crest of the Washoe chain of 
hills, digging its narrow channel hundreds of feet deep through solid 
rock fifty miles, to Pyramid Lake, reclaimed from the waters and gave 
to the agriculturist the beautiful plain called Truckee Meadows. 

Washoe Valley is, perhaps, the most beautiful and productive of them 
all. From a central standpoint its whole area can be seen. Five thou- 
sand inclosed: acres, dotted here and there by dwellings, from the most 
superb and beautiful, that would be a credit to any city upon the Pacific 
coast, to the little white cottages peeping out cosily from a grove of ma- 
jestic pines, beautified and adorned by surrounding fields of golden 
grain, gardens and shrubbery, lying close beside the towering Sierras, 
whose dark forests, mingling their leaves with the clouds of heaven, con- 
vert almost one half of the day into the softness of twilight; nestling in 
the southern center a lake covering several square miles, whose beauti- 
ul and placid surface, reflecting as by a mirror the surrounding scenery, . 
altogether go to make up a scene which for beauty, loveliness, and sub- 
limity is seldom excelled. The other valleys present the same general 
outline—to describe them would be repetition. 


IRRIGATION, 
As in all other parts of the State, is one of the necessities of agricultural 
pursuits in Washoe County. This system of farming is beautiful in the- 
ory. Ц seemingly places the husbandman in comparative independence. 
He is not compelled to look quietly on while а midsummer sun, darting 
his scorching rays from a cloudless sky, wilts and burns to death the 
tender plants, the objects of his care. He need not turn his anxious 
gaze from the parching ground which has caused his broad fields of 
heading grain already to droop from very thirst, to the serene heavens 
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and pray for coming rain as of old. No! His ditches are full from the 
crystaline streams that flow from the snow-capped Sierras. At the first 
indication of drought, ere the first plant droops or the first stalk withers, 
ће hoists his floodgates, and sends, through tiny meandering rivulets, to 
the thirsty roots of his broad acres of grain, that moisture which will 
alone sustain its vitality. But reality. dispels much of the beauty of this 
theory. Irrigation is slow, expensive, and tiresome. Large ditches 
have to be constructed, the land must be made even and smooth, and 
filled with furrows graded almost to a level. On level ground they may 
be straight, but on the hillsides they must meander with the surface of 
the hill to prevent the water gaining a too rapid motion. The water 
must be taken from the main niteh in quantities carefully regulated, and 
distributed in portions properly adjusted to the capacity of each furrow, 
lest the furrow give way, and the water thus liberated take across lots, 
and carry with it not only the best part of the soil, but also the very 
plants it was brought to nourish. Thus the care and attention of the 
farmer are required so constantly that one hand can irrigate buf a few 
acres, and then he is compelled to see much of the best part of the soil 
carried away by the flood. Several large ditches have been constructed 
in this county for irrigating purposes, most of which are taken from the 
Truckee River, and used to irrigate Truckee Meadows and Steamboat 
Valley. | 
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- THE DREXLER DIT Н, 


Having a capacity of five feet at the bottom, seven feet at the top, and 
about two feet deep, and constructed at a cost of about fifteen thousand 
dollars, takes water from the bridge at Hunter’s Station, and carries it 
to Peleg Brown’s ranch at the head of Steamboat Valley. 


ә THE WASHOE CONSOLIDATED COMPANY’S DITCH 


Is three and a half miles long, is ten feet wide at the bottom, fourteen at 
the top, and three in depth, having greater capacity than any other in 
the county. Itis intended for both milling and agricultural purposes. 
The company will have a thousand acres of land cleared of sage brush 
and sowed with grain the coming year, while thousands of acres more, 
equally valuable and almost equally accessible to the ditch for irrigating 
purposes, await only the same enterprising spirit to do much toward fur- 
nishing those substantial products which necessity has hitherto compelled 
us to transport across the mountains. Many other ditches take the water 
of Truckee river aside, and convert many acres of desert waste into 
broad meadows and beautiful homesteads. Á 

Among agricultural products, in point both of value and quantity, hay 
is the chief. The yearly production of the commodity amounts to at 
least seven thousand five hundred tons, which, being valued at twenty- 
five dollars per ton at the place of production (a low estimate, for it often 
brings forty), gives to the producer a hundred and eighty-seven thou- 
sand five‘hundred dollars for harvesting and caring for this crop. Of 
this amount, one half perhaps is clear profit; ten dollars per ton is sufii- 
cient to harvest, bale, and do everything else to prepare it for market, 
and two and а half is.enough to pay the expenses of irrigation and all 
other expenses necessary to maturing the crop. Thus the farmers of 
Washoe County from this product alone derive à net income of about 
ninety-four thousand dollars per annum. с 
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THE CEREALS 


Do not grow so well here as in California and other States, but a fair 
crop іє often produced. Farmers have not yot entered very extensively 
into their production; but enough has been done to prove that a hand- 
some remuneration will reward the flabors of the agriculturist in this 
direction. About twenty-three tons of wheat were raised this year, 
and, so far as Т am informed, the yield was a fair опе, 

Corn yields less than any other of the cereals—the season being too 
short for it; it seldom matures before the appearance of autumn frosts. 
It is planted principally for the sake of the roasting ear, and having 
produced that, it is cut off by the root and used for fodder. 

Eye has never been tried—at least none has been reported—nor have 
I ever seen any growing in the county or State. I know not why this. 
isso. Itis a hardy plant, and I should think would grow well in this 
climate; the only danger would be from late spring frosts, which would 
kill it if they came while it was in bloom. Should it escape this danger 
it could be produced cheaper for horse feed than either oats or barley, 
and it is certainly as good, if not better, than either of them for that 
purpose. ` < 

Barley grows quite well. The crop this year will amount to near а 
hundred tons. The production per acre is not near equal to California, 
but as the State is unable to supply itself with this much needed article, 
the farmer can obtain a high price for all he may raise. А ton of bar- 
ley in Nevada.is generally worth as much as three in California. This 
will put our farmers at least on an equality with the California farmer— 
the expense of raising one ton being certainly not more than that of 
raising three in California. 

Oats grow quite well. The crop ог this year is estimated at a hun- 
dred"and twenty-five tons. А good deal is raised for grain; the larger 
part is cut and fed as oat hay. | 

Potatoes; perhaps, pay а larger profit, in proportion to the expense of 


‚ culture, than any other’ production raised in the State of Nevada. An 


ordinary crop is not less than two tons per acre, and the ordinary price 
sixty dollars per ton at place of production, making a hundred and 


- twenty dollars gross receipts per acre. The cost of culture and digging 


is perhaps forty dollars per acre ; hence; the net profit is eighty dollars 
per acre. This is a low estimate—the farmer often being repaid by a 
yield twice the amount spoken of, while the expense of securing the 
larger crop is scarcely increased. Nevada is capable of supplying itself 
with this vegetable, and perhaps there is no other among the substantial 
agricultural products in which it is able to do so. The crop of Washoe 
County in 1864 was about fifteen hundred tons, and at ordinary, prices 
would give a net profit of not less than one hundred and thirty thousand 
dollars. 

In regard to turnips, beets, cabbage, ete., our markets are well sup- 


plied by home production, and for quantities raised in this county I re- 
‚ fer you to tabular statement hereunto appended. The amount of lands 


under cultivation in Washoe County for all purposes is between ten and 
eleven thousand acres, and perhaps as much more enclosed. 
It almost afflicts one with melancholy to see how fast our beautiful 


° pine forests are melting away before the sturdy blows of the wood and 


lumberman. Many square miles of what was, only a few years ago, 


- eoyered with a forest so heavy that it almost converted midday into twi- 
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light, are now stripped bare of trees, and nothing left but stumps and a 
few old logs to mark the change. Perhaps no business has had greater 
success than lumbering, including the production of hewn timber, log- 
ging and cord-wood. The mountains are literally re-peopled each year, 
those of the last year having realized a small fortune and taken their 
departure for some dear spot in the distant Hast. There have been for 
the last two years from twelve to eighteen saw-mills in this county con- 
stantly engaged in cutting timber, which, making due allowance for 
stoppages and the snows of winter, would cut about thirty million feet 
рег annum. Of this amount perhaps one tenth has been used for fenc- 
ing and building purposes in this county, the balance going to Storey 
ounty. Е 2 ` 

Cord wood is at present the staple product of the mountains: It is 
estimated that the gross amount of receipts from the sale of this article 
is seventy-five thousand dollars per month; and that two hundred men 
and over five hundred draft animals are constantly employed in cutting 
and transporting it to market. | 

Quartz crushing in Washoe County, ав well as other counties, is one 
of the most important branches of industry. For this purpose ten mills 
have been erected, situated and named as follows: The Dall Mill, at 
Franktown ; the Ophir Mill, at Ophir; the New York, Atchison, Min- 
nesota (lately purchased by the Savage Company), and the Buckeye 
Mills, at Washoe City; the Manhattan Mill, in Allen Сайоп; the Napa 
Mill, on Steamboat Creek; the Temelec Mill, in Pleasant Valley, and 
Washoe Consolidated Company’s Mill near Truckee River. 

In general terms it may be said of these mills that the Ophir and Dall 
are the largest, the Buckeye and Napa the smallest, and that they are ' 
all substantially built and models of mechanism. The Dall Mill, per- 
haps, furnishes as much bullion as any of them. It uses forty stamps 
for dry crushing, and twenty for wet crushing. It is superintended by 
Мг. Shamp, assisted by Mr. Hiskey, as foreman and азвауег; and the 
fact that it has been sending away silver bricks for several years, with- 
out interruption, shows that it has been conducted most efficiently. 
' Others, no doubt, have been conducted equally well, but a detailed de- 
scription of each would be too lengthy for the purposes of this report. 

Education has not been neglected in Washoe County, but it has not 
made that progress which its importance demands. Several fine school 
houses have been built-here, and ten schools are now in operation; but 
there are yet many children living beyond reach of all of them. 

Postoffices are pretty well distributed in this county, there being four 
of them, named as follows: Huffaker’s, Washoe City, Ophir and Frank- 
town. At each of which places there is also an express office. 

The following is a tabular statement of such statistics as I have been 
able to collect, of the number of stock owned, and the annual products

FOREST AND TIMBER TREES. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR PROMOTING THE GROWTH OF FOREST TREES ON THE 
BARREN HILLSIDES IN THE STATE OF NEVADA, AND FOR THE PROTEC- - 
TION OF THE EXISTING FORESTS. . 


1 


It being а well known. fact that the growth of trees over any large 
tract of land exercises a considerable climatic influence, especially in re- 
gions where the annual amount of rain is proportionately small—inas- 
much as it enables the moisture brought to the earth to be retained for 
a longer period, allowing it to act both chemically and mechanically, 
thus fructifying and enriching the soil, and causing a more rapid repro- 
duction of the most necessary components of the atmosphere—I take 
the liberty of calling the attention of the authorities to a few sugges- 
tions, which, under the management of competent persons, might enable 
them gradually to cover the barren slopes-of the Sierra Nevada with 
vegetation, and at the same time afford the State a large revenue requir- 
ing but little outlay after the first few years. 

I would suggest that seeds of some of our hardiest trees—as, for in- 
stance, the birch, larch, and other coniferous trees—be procured, and 
planted in some sheltered spot, where they could be attended to with 
little trouble and cost. After two er three years these plants to be trans- 
planted on the hills and slopes now covered with sage brush, beginning - 
at the bottom and gradually moving upward, placing the young trees, 
then about two or three feet high, in rows about four feet apart, when 
ihey would require no further attention than to prevent idle persons 
from breaking them or pulling them up. Every year a part could thus 
be planted, and in places where any of the young trees had failed to, 
strike root, others should be put in their place. In a few years, І am 
convinced the greater part of these barren slopes could be covered. In 
the begirining, it might be advisable for the authorities to make a grant 
to some private individual, on the conditions that he, attempt the plan 
over a certain space of ground. If it proves feasible, others would soon 
follow, or the State might take the matter in hand itself. One thing is 
certain, it would pay well and be a universal benefit, but it does not offer 
quick returns. The possibility of the undertaking has been proved in 
Europe, in some parts of the Alps, where formerly, in procuring charcoal 
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for the numerous iron works, no attention was paid to the preservation 
of the forests, and as a natural consequence many of the mountains be- 
came barren, merely producing a dry lichen and a variety of heather. 
Of late years, the government, having had Ив attention drawn to the 
subject, has passed a law requiring persons to plant an acre of forest 
land for every acre cut down, and the result has been that many of these 
barren places are once more green. 

Concerning the preservation of the forest still in existence, I would 
suggest the propriety of passing some Act to prevent those trees which 
cover the summit from being removed, as these form the protection for 
the vegetation on the slopes. Allow these trees to be cut, and gradu- 
ally the heavy snow, bearing оп Ше remainder, in connection with the 
wind, which would then have free sweep, would carry them away, and 
in the spring the melting snow would wash away the earth, and in 
course of time nothing would be left but the bare rock. Such has actu- 
ally been the effect on the “ Karst,” a mountain range stretching along 
a part of the railway from Viennato Trieste. This was formerly wooded 
from top to bottom, but now it would be difficult to collect a shovelful of 
earth off it. Е. P. 
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^ MECHANICAL INVENTIONS. 


DESCRIPTION OF DENVER & HOCHHOLZER'S FRAMER—FOR MINING TIMBERS 
AND OTHER PURPOSES. 


This machine has been constructed with the view of economizing the 
heavy expenses attendant upon framing those timbers which are com- 
monly used in the mines of this district, and is composed ‘of the follow- 
parts, to wit: А wooden frame, the central part of which is raised about 
seventeen inches above the other to receive iron ways, one iron sliding 
table with rack and pinion underneath, and a hand wheel to work the 
same. ‘This iron table has two standards, firmly bolted down, and are 
so designed as to receive two circular iron bands with set screws, and 
freely revolving in said standards in grooves cutfor the purpose. These 
circular bands receive the timber to be framed, and is firmly secured by 
the set screws. On each side of this central frame are placed iron 
plates, firmly bolted down, having ways on each side, with a frame work 
made to slide on said ways, and containing circular saws and planers, 
and made to move to and fro by along screw and hand мее! The 
planers are so constructed and secured. to the frame that they may be 
raised or lowered to suit the different sized tenons to be framed.. There 
are two different sets of planers—one set for cutting square shoulders, and 
for that pnrpose having small saws at one end—the other for cutting 
bevel shoulders, and having the requisite bevels on the knives. There 
are also two drums, made long enough to admit the belts to slide to the 
required different lengths of timbers, used as posts, sills, or caps. The 
saws and planers are connected to these drums by belting, and the whole 
is driven by a smaller pulley, which in its turn is belted to the line shaft- 
ing and the engine. Тһе speed of the planers is calculated at the rate of 
1,800 revolutions per minute, those of the saws at about 1,200. The diff-

culty in cutting perfectly square tenons out of timber which is in wind 
or of irregular size is effectually obviated by the circular bands which 
hold the timber. These bands, revolving on a common center, have 
notches cut at right angles, and whenever the timber is operated upon 
they are fastened by a catch fitting into these notches. Every quarter 
turn of these bands turns each side of the tenon at right angles with the 
next, until all four sides of the tenon and both ends of the timber are 
framed at the same time. After this operation the timber is moved 
against the two saws, which are designed to cut the ends of the tenons 
perfectly square. Both the planers and saws have horizontal and verti- 
cal gauges, or scales, divided into parts of inches, so that they can be 
instantly set to any sized tenon, or any length for posts, sills or caps. 
The operation of framing one piece of timber does not take up more 
than two minutes and a half, and is attended by one carpenter and two 
laborers, who are thus able to perform the work much better and more 
precisely than from twenty to thirty carpenters. And thus it will be seen 
what an immense saving it is to any company not afraid to lay out a few 
thousand dollars, and to get one of these efficient and economical ma- 
chines.

DESCRIPTION OF BERRY, HOCHHOLZER & DENVER’S SAFETY CAGES. 


The general structure of these safety cages is similar to those com- 
monly constructed for hoisting purposes. The only difference and the 
main feature in these safety cages are, two moveable arms, two India 
rubber springs, and a shield made of boiler iron. The frame of the cage 
is made of round iron, the upper end of the same being flattened and 
squared, and with sleets, which are designed to receive, First: the head- 

iece, bolted to the frame of the cage, and also to the wooden guides, 
the face of: which is lined with flat iron, and firmly bolted to the guides. 
Second : two shoulders, resting between the head-piece and moveable 
arms; the upper portion of these are beveled so ав to give free movement 
to the arms, and are again fastened by two ears at the inside end, and 
by means of pins placed on the other side. Third: two moveable arms, 
having knuckle joints, and are held together by a bolt and the suspen- 
sion bar. The two ends of the arms have the shape of a hook, so that 
when inserted in the slot, and between the shoulders, they are prevent- 
ed from being drawn out. The ends of these arms have sharp beveled 
ends. Around these moveable arms and the head-piece are placed two 
India rubber bands. The operation of this contrivance is simply as 
follows: In case of hoisting a load, should the suspension rope by any 
means become severed from the cage, the two India rubber springs draw 
down the arms, thereby causing the sharp beveled ends with which they 
are provided to enter the wooden guides, or ways, which extend down 
to the bottom of the shaft, the throw being about one and one half in- 
ches on both sides. By this simple contrivance, it will be observed that 
the cage can be almost instantly stopped, while the weight of the cage, 
and the load thereon, only serve to secure the ends of the arms more 
firmly in the wood, as they act as two levers, having for their pivots the 
two shoulders. Іп order to disengage the arms, all that is necessary is 
to draw the cage upward, when the arms are released. Тһе shield has 
for Ив objects: that should the rope break, or any other substance fall 
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down the shaft, persons coming up ог going down are entirely safe from 
that source of accidents. ‘ 

It will be observed that the construction of these safety cages is 
scarcely more complicated than that in common use. There is nothing 
liable to get out of order, and that its weight is about the same as that 
of the common cages, and that consequently it is very easily constructed, 
and costing but very little more than the others.

— A NEW AND IMPROVED QUARTZ MILL. 


Speaking of an improved and cheápened system of working ores calls 
io mind а model of а new quartz mill, for extracting the precious metals 
from the ores of gold and silver, recently invented by Col. John A. Col- 
lins, of this city, and which promises, when brought into practical oper- 
ation, in my humble judgment, to work a revolution in quartz milling. 
The, mill is so simple in its construction, so comprehensive and effective 
in вто по arrangements, so exempt from that system of gearing, 
shafting, belting, and the vast amount of intervening machinery that 
consumes power, costs money, requires attention. and is constantly lia- 
ble to derangement, indispensably necessary to our present. milling ma- 
chinery, that I am confident you will cheerfully grant me the necessary 
space to furnish your readers with a very brief description of this new 
candidate for public favor. Before doing so, however, allow me to say 
the machine embraces no new or untried mechanical principle, either in 
its crushing or amalgamating department, but it simply embraces an in- 
genious grouping together, within a small space, of all the most effect- 
ive mechanical arrangements known to the fraternity of quartz reducers. 

The invention embraces the Chile mill process of crushing, much im- 
proved, however; and both the barrel and pan process of amalgamation. 
From three to six iron shod wheels, from three to six feet in diameter, 
according to the size of the mill, are made to follow each other around 
in a circular iron trough, crushing the ore as in a Chile mill. The crush- 
er of each of these wheels consists of a barrel, from three to six feet in 
length, similar to the Frieberg barrels, so that when filled with pulp, 
charged with the proper chemicals, the amalgamation is going on while 
the wheels are crushing ores. These wheels are driven by applying the 
power directly upon the periphery instead of the axle; and herein con- 


` sists one of the great merits’ of the invention. А circular iron plate, 


resting on the tops of the wheels, and weighted down sufficiently, is 
made to revolve by means of an upright centre shaft, to which the driv- 
ing power is applied. The wheels are kept in position, and guided by 
a fixed attachment, or revolving axle, not connected with the driving 
power. The crushing capacity of the wheels is regulated principally by 
the weight of the wheels and barrels combined, and the ballast with 
which the driving plate is weighted—the pulp in the barrel thus assist- 
ing to crush the ore to supply it, without occupying any additional space 
and requiring but a small additional amount of power. 

The pan process consists in placing, in iron-lined barrels, of similar 
dimensions to those described above for the Freiberg process, cast iron 
rollers, having a length equal to that of the inner dimensions of the 
barrel, but of unequal diameter, which create, in addition to-a crushing, 
a reverse and grinding motion; and, enveloped in the pulp, revolve and 
slide on the inner surface of the barrel, while it rotates and grinds the

ores for amalgamation. It is estimated that three of these barrel-wheels 
rotating in an iron trough, or road bed, ten or twelve feet in diameter, 
will crush and amalgamate, in a day of twenty-four hours, fully twenty 
tons of quartz ore; for each wheel, passing once around the circuit, will, 
with sufficient weight, completely pulverize one charge of ore; but the 
capacity of the mill may be doubled by adding three more barrel-wheels 
to work on the same track and between the other barrel wheels, with- 
out any additional cost, but for the expense of the barrel wheels. The 
capacity of this double mill may again be doubled, without increasing 
the space occupied, by putting another set of six wheels above them, 
upon the circular driving plate, which becomes the bed of the upper-set 
of crushing and amalgamating machinery or wheels, and at the same 
time the driving power of both, and the weight of the upper wheels 
‘serves as ballast for the lower. Another circular plate, with weights 
‘upon ‘it, rests upon the tops of the other wheels, but 18 disconnected 
from the driving-shaft. | | 

Another great advantage of this machine is that it will crush the ores 
dry, and as well and as rapidly as in water, without damage to the ma- 
chinery, as is the case with our present crushing machinery. | 

І have not space ір a letter to enter into a detailed description of all 
the features of this invention. The model, to be appreciated in all its 
advantages, should be seen; but I have, I think, said enough to give you 
a general idea of its operation and the principles involved. The advan- 
tages summed up appear to me, among many others, to embrace the fol- 
lowing, to wit: | : 

Ist. The great economy of power, secured by applying the power to 
the periphery of the wheel instead of the axle, and also by effecting the 
crushing and amalgamation by one and the same motion. - 

2d. The small space occupied by buildings and machinery, and the 
consequent diminished cost of construction for milling purposes. There 
is no complicated, cumbersome, and expensive gearing, shafting or belt- 
ing required in the first instance, or to be kept in repair afterward. 
Being very simple, and occupying so little space, it requires a much less 
number of laborers to work it, much less power to drive it, and much 
less expense for repairs or for replacing of machinery. Compared to or- 
dinary stamp mills and amalgamating pans of the same capacity, the 
first cost is insignificant, and that of running and repairing equally so. 

3d. The requisites for successful amalgamation are secured. The 
ores are reduced to the requisite fineness of the crushers or wheels and 
by the rollers within them. The mercury and the pulp are brought into 
close contact, and kept so for the necessary length of time to secure the 
amalgation of the precious metals. The friction necessary to aid electri- 
cal currents, to aid in yitalizing quicksilver and decomposing the sul- 
phurets, and the formation of amalgam, is admirably secured by the ac- 
tion of the iron rollers within the barrels. Е 4 

^ 4th. The invention may be used on a large or on а small scale, to suit 
the сопуетепсе or wants of different parties. It may be driven by 
horse-power for small rich ledges, like those of Reese River and other 
localities, and may be made portable, like a threshing machine, for prós- 
pecting; orit may be run by steam or water power on as grand a seale 
as the most ambitious could desire.

Deducting this amount from four thousand five hundred and six dollars 
and seventy cents, the amount paid into said Fund, and the sum of two 
hundred and fifty-three dollars is shown to remain on hand, available for 
the purchase of additional hooks, ete. 

| : The Judges of our Supreme Court find the Law Library still very in- 
complete, and it is very desirable that additional funds be appropriated 
to make that department of the Library reasonably full. 

By the foregoing statement it appears that the sum of four hundred 
and sixty-two dollars has been paid out of the Library Fund for salary 
of the Clerk of the Secretary of State, acting as deputy Librarian, which 
at the time was thought to be the proper fund from which such payment 
should be made. 

Upon further reflection and examination of the law, we are satisfied 
that it should have been paid from the General Fund, and respectfully

To the Directors of the Nevada State Library : 


GENTLEMEN :—In compliance with the requirements of an Act entitled 
“Ап Actin relation to the State Library,’ approved February 14th, 
1865, I have the honor to transmit my annual report of the condition of 
the State Library. The whole number of books now in the State 
Library is thirty-two hundred and eighty-nine, of which eight hundred 
and eighty-one are in the Law Department, and twenty-four hundred 
and eight are in the Miscellaneous Department. Of this number, three 
hundred and ninety-six are Statutes of Nevada and Journals of the 
Senate and Assembly of Nevada, The Library is in constant receipt of 
all papers published in the State, except one—the Territorial Enterprise. 
These papers are furnished in exchange for the laws, and will become 
valuable by the lapse of time as material for the history of the early 
days of the State. It is desirable, as well for their preservation as for 
the convenience of reference and care of them, that they should be 
bound in separate volumes. 

The usefulness of the Library could be very much increased by the 
addition, to the Law Department, of the volumes which are necessary to 
complete the series of Kentucky Reports; also, by the purchase of full 
sets of Connecticut, Pennsylvania, and Illinois Reports.

We find that the sum of $1,066 75 has been paid out as a salary of 
State Porter—an office not contemplated by the Constitution, nor pro- 
vided for by law. қ 

Your Committee desire here to suggest, іп view of the financial con- 
dition of the State, that an exhibition of more economy on the part of 
our State officers would better commend them to the people, and would 
be in better keeping with their suggestions to the Legislature. And we 
would further suggest that some law be enacted limiting the expenses of 

„“ае various State offices, and no longer leave the Board of State Exam; 
iners (which is constituted of State officers,) entirely to their own dis- 
стейоп in the premises, making no limit to the amount which may be 
allowed for such-expenses. | | 

Your Committee further find that certain claims, which were рге- 

sented to the last Legislature, and by the Legislature rejected, were af- 
iérwàrd presented to the Board of Examiners, and by such Board ог. 
dered paid. We cite three instances: The claim of Adjutant-General 
.. Russell, for $500; claim of $30 for water furnished the Senate last year, 
and the claim of Rev. Mr. Nims, Chaplain of the House last year. . 


Your Committee cannot see in this that decent respect for the opinions 
of a Legislature, the immediate representatives of the people, which is 
at least praiseworthy in any official. Such power may be vested in the 
Board 01 Examiners, but the use of it in this manner cannot be consid- 
ered otherwise than as declaration that the voice of the people is not to 
be respected in such matters; and, in view of these facts, your &ommit- 
tee suggest that а law be passed limiting the powers of such Board in 
this particular. 

Your Committee also find that the Board of Examiners have audited 
and ordered paid, by issuance of Bonds, the sum of thirteen thousand 
seven hundred and sixty-five dollars, in payment of per diem and mile- 
age of members of the two Constitutional Conventions of the Territory 
of Nevada. | 

Your Committee can find no authority of law Юг such action. On the 
contrary, we find that during the last Legislature a bill was introduced 
providing for the payment of such per diem and mileage, and fixing the 
same; that such bill failed to become a law; and an expression of the 
people was thereby had that such per diem and mileage should not be 

aid. 

With the full knowledge of these facts, the Board of Examiners have 
had this action referred to. We make reference here to the veto message 
of his excellency the Governor, concerning said bill; and taking such 
message as sincere on his part, and, as we properly might, as an indica- 
tion of the line of his future action as one of the Board of Examiners, 
as Legislators we had no reason to apprehend such inconsistent and un- 
authorized action on the part of such Board, and were not called upon 
to provide by law"against such action. 

Your Committee do: not feel inclined to commend, in very strong 
terms, this action of his excellency the Governor, and the other mem- 
bers of the Board of Examiners; but, on the contrary, would recom- 
mend that а law be passed by this Legislature making it penal for the 
Treasurer of State to pay any one of the bonds so issued.

Your Special Committee, appointed to examine the books of the Board 
of Examiners of the State, and into the matters set forth in the report 
of the Special Committee heretofore appoiated for the same purpose, beg 
leave to submit the following report: 

Your committee find that the expenses of the several State officers, 
during the fourteen months from the organization of the State Govérn- 
ment, up to the close of the first fiscal year, have necessarily been large, 
for the reason that all the offices had to be furnished and fitted ар, and 
books, blanks and other stationery purchased. All the furniture and 
books are on hand, as is also much of the stationery, and from this time 
on these heavy outlays will not be necessary. We do not think the 
contingent expenses unduly large, or show any want of economy on the 
part of the State officers.

The expenses of the Governor's office, as appears from the Examiner's

The allowance to the Secretary of State for clerk hire appears large, 
but when it is taken into consideration that the Secretary is required to 
attend to all the duties of his legitimate office, and is ex officio Secretary 
of the Board of Examiners and of the Board of State Prison Commis- 
sioners, and has been obliged to file and arrange all the old papers of the 
office of Secretary of the Territory, and has, also, ав State Librarian, 
been obliged to arrange and catalogue the books and matters of the 
State Library, the necessity for extra clerical service can be readily 
seen.

APPOINTED TO “EXAMINE INTO 


MATTERS RELATING ТО THE STATE PRISON. 
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REPORT. 


The Joint Senate and Assembly Committee, who were directed by 
concurrent resolution to make a thorough and full investigation of, and 
careful examination into, all matters and things touching, or іп апу 
manner relating to the regulations and manner of conducting the State 
Prison, have completed their labors, and beg leave to submit the fol- 


lowing report : = 
CONDITION OF THE PRISON BUILDING. : 


On the 31st day of January your Committee proceeded to the Prison, 
and made an examination of the buildings and grounds of the same, 
and regret to say that the building in its present condition is very inse- 
eure and illy suited for the purposes of a prison, requiring the utmost 
vigilance, on the part of the officers and guards, to prevent the prison- 
ers from making their escape. The walls of the prison building are par- 
tieularly very weak and insecure, having been laid up with stone of all 
sizes; the mortar used being made of sand, with little or no lime, being 
loose, and hence easily removed with a wire or other instrument suffi- 
ciently small to enter the space between the blocks of stone—a condi- 
tion, which, of itself, suggests to the minds of the prisoners the idea of 
escape. ~ Your Committee would, therefore, in view of the above premi- 
ses, and to prevent the assistance to escape from without, recommend the 
employment of two additional guards for night service, until the prison 
buildings are rendered more secure. 

Your Committee would further recommend, in this connection, that 
the contemplated outer wall be commenced at as early а period as possi- 
ble, and proseeuted to completion as vigorously as the financial condi- 


tion of' the institution will permit. 


SANITARY CONDITION. 
ет 


Your Committee found the sanitary condition of the prison most sat- 


isfactory. The prisoners are comfortably clothed, and provided with 
wholesome and abundant food. Мо sickness now prevails at the prison, 


nor has there been but little during the past year. The cells and other 
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apartments about the Prison, including the beds aud bedding, are kept 


in the most cleanly and creditable manner, which doubtless contributes 
much to the good health of the prisoners. 


- 


DISCIPLINE. 


Your Committee, in their investigations, find that the law—statutes 
of 1864-65, page 219, section 5—provides that the Board of State Prison 
. Commissioners shall make rules and regulations for the government of 
the State Prison. This plain and necessary provision of the law, your 
Committee regret to say, has not been complied with—in which particu- 
lar it is the opinion of your Committee that the Board of Commissioners 
are clearly chargeable with dereliction of duty. No rules and regula- 
tions,for the government of the Prison having been establisied by the 
Commissioners, the Warden established a set of rules whieh are kept 
posted in conspicuous places in the prison, by which the discipline of the 
prison is regulated. The punishments inflicted during the past year, 
under these rules, have consisted of bucking and gagging, confinement in 
the stocks, solitary confinement on bread and water, the denial of the ' 
- benefit of commutation of five days per month, as provided by law. 
In this connection your Committee would respectfully suggest that the 
Board of State Prison Commissioners proceed, without delay, to estab- 
lish a set of rules for the government of the Prison, and cause the same 
to be posted up according to law. And that hereafter said Board visit 
the Prison at least once every three months, or more frequently, if pos- . 
sible, in order that they may observe the defects, if any, in the rules or 
regulations which-may be established, and to note any official delin- 
quency in the enforcement of the same; and to alter or amend the rules 
as circumstances may require. It із but just to say, in reference to the 
above strietures on the official delinquency of the Board of State Prison 
Commissioners, that one member of the Board —Hon. C. М. Noteware— 
has, during the year, visited the Prison at various times, and on frequent 
, occasions aided the Warden in the discharge of his duty, by counsel and 
advice. Your Committee, théugh fully satisfied that under the super- 
-vision of the present Warden great improvement has been made in the 
discipline of the Prison, would respectfully suggest that a more strict 
obedience, on the part of subordinates, to the command and authority 
of the Warden, and other superior officers, be enforced, as necessary, in 
our opinion, to the preservation of that good order and unity of action 
which should prevail among the officers of a well regulated prison. 


* 


We ad TRUSTY SYSTEM. 


Your Committee find that at the present time there is but one trusty 
at the Prison, in which case we find no cause of complaint. While your 
"Committee would not recommend. the entire abolishment of the trusty 
system, yet we feel it our duty to say that a discretion in the premises 
“should, in our Opinion, be used with great caution, and that the system 
should be abridged, and not resorted to except on extraordinary occa- | 
sions. 
FINANCIAL. ic 


In regard to the financial management and ¢onduct of the Prison, - 
your Committee refer to that portion of the annual report of the War- 
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den,-and the accounts and vouchers concerning ће same, in the office of 
the Secretary of the Board of Commissioners, which we are gratified to 
say exhibits a degree of economy rarely equaled, and well worthy of 
eraulation, and for which the Warden is justly entitled to especial com- 
mendation, having proven himself, in this particular, a worthy public 
servant. 


ESCAPES, 


Your Committee find that, taking into consideration the utter insecu- 
rity of the Prison, few escapes have occurred, when compared with other 


institutions of like character. By referring to the reports of Commit- - 


tees of Investigation, appointed by the Legislature of California, we 
find that from the year 1855 to 1859, inclusive, out of one thousand three 
hundred and eighty-four prisoners, two hundred and eighty-three had 
escaped, of which one hundred and fourteen had.been recaptured; and 
at that time the California Prison was surrounded by a substantial wall 
twenty feet high, and had then cost the State one and a half million of 
dollars. 

We cannot find that any of the escapes have occurred through the 
negligence, or other delinquency, of the officers, but most of them oc- 
curred through the insecurity of the prison building, and perhaps a few 
of them may be attributed to an insufficient number of guards. 

As being intimately connected with the matter of escapes, we would 
recommend, in this connection, that upon the arrival of prisoners they 
фе shaved, and their hair cut or shingled close to the head. | 

Your Committee would also recommend that some State Prison uni- 
form be adopted for the prisoners, that they may easily be distinguished 
by their dress, and known as State prisoners. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 

Your Committee (in accordance with the recommendation of the War- 
den,) would further recommend that a suitable building be erected for a 
kitchen, about midway of the main building, and upon the south side, 
about twenty by forty feet, in order to avoid the present inconvenience 
of carrying the victuals through a number of rooms and crooked pas- 
sage ways, from the present cook room to the Prison mess room. Such 
addition will add greatly to the security of the prisoners. 

As suggested by the Warden, we would also recommend that at an 
early day a shop be erected in the Prison yard for the protection of the 
prisoners while at work, in stormy weather, which would also answer ав 
a place where lumber and all loose material could be stored, under lock 
and key, out of reach of the prisoners. ` 

Your Committee would also recommend the erection of eight new 
cells over the present ones, in the west part of the building—six of 
them to have iron grate doors, and two of them to be with heavy, tight 
doors, suitable for the close confinement of prisoners. 

Your Committee are constrained to make the above recommendations 
in view of the present insecurity of the Prison building, and the sug- 
gestion contained in the Warden’s report, to the effect that such im- 
provements can be completed ata cost within the limits of the appro- 
priation asked for in said report. 

Your Committee also recommend that a small sum of money be fur- 
nished, out of the prison fund, to each convict on his discharge from 
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prison, ав it will always cost a small sum to reach any point from the 
prison at which employment can be obtained. The reason of this seems 
obvious, as otherwise, through the force of circumstances, such person 
might be compelled to commit other crimes. 
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APPROPRIATION. 


Your Committee would further recommend the appropriation of the 
sum of twenty-five thousaud dollars for the fiscal year of 1866, as asked , 
for in the Warden's report; which amount is as small, in the opinion of 
your Comiaittee, as will suffice to defray,the current expenses of the 
year, and make the necessary improvements to the Prison. :
